You  will 
find  that  he  is  #8;  that  he  married  Elizabeth  Morris;  that  they, 
too,  lived  in  Conn.;  and  that  one  of  their  ten  children  was 
Dorothy  4 Sexton.

that  she  married  John  Prentice,  and  who  he  was;  and  that  Fanny

that  he  is  #1;  that  his  wife  was  Katherine  and  that  they  fled  to 
America  from  Ireland;  and  that  one  of  their  children  was  Joseph  2. 
Sexton. 
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Step  2 - Next  find  Joseph  2 in  the  Alphabetical  Index.  You  will 
find  that  he  is  #2;  that  he  married  Hannah  Wright;  that  they 
lived  in  Conn.;  and  that  the  third  one  of  their  eight  children 
was  Joseph  3 Sexton. 

Step  4 - Next  find  Joseph  3 in  the  Alphabetical  Index.  You  will 

find  that  Joseph  3 was  #5;  that  he  lived  in  Conn;  that  he  was 

married  twice,  the  first  time  to  Sarah  Parsons;  and  that  the 
first  of  their  ten  children  was  Joseph  4 Sexton. 

Step  4 - Next  find  Joseph  4 in  the  Alphabetical  Index.  You  will 

find  that  he  was  #20;  that  he,  too,  was  married  twice,  the  first 

time  to  Rebecca  Chapin;  that  they  had  five  children,  the  third 
of  whom  was  Ezra  5 Sexton. 

Step  5 - Next  find  Ezra  5 in  the  Alphabetical  Index.  You  will 
find  that  this  Ezra  was  #59;  that  he  married  Martha  "Patty" 

Chapin  in  Saybrook,  Ohio;  that  they  had  nine  children,  the  last 
of  whom  was  William  Chapin  6 Sexton. 

Step  6 - Now  find  William  Chapin  6 in  the  Slphabetical  Index. 

You  will  find  that  he  was  111  in  the  Numerical  Index;  that  he  was 
born  in  Saybrook;  that  he  married  Orline  Hotchkiss;  that  they  had 
seven  children;  that  one  of  them  was  Travers  Miller  7 Sexton. 

Step  7 - Now  find  Travers  Miller  7 in  the  Alphabetical  Index.  You 
will  find  that  he  is  #231  in  the  Numerical  Index;  that  he  married 
Mary  Matilda  Hill;  that  they  had  six  children,  one  of  whom  was  Leo 
Lloyd  8 Sexton.

Even  in  America  there  have  been  variations  in  the  spelling 
of  the  name  of  the  original  Sexton  immigrants.  The  reasons  for 
this  are  varied,  depending  upon  local  pronunciation,  illiteracy, 
illegible  handwriting,  errors  in  legal  documents,  et  cetera. 

In  one  locality  a man  might  be  known  as  Sexton,  in  another  Saxton, 
or  even,  Saxon,  Saxe,  or  other  variations.  Many  of  the  descen- 
dants of  George  and  Katherine  of  Westfield  became  SAXTON  in  one 
area  or  another,  or  at  one  time  or  another. 
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PART  I 

GEORGE  I and  KATHERINE  of  WESTFIELD 

The  surname  SEXTON  is  said  to  have  originated  in  the 
Parish  of  West  Riding  of  Yorkshire,  England.  It  had  undergone 
many  changes  in  Ireland,  however,  during  the  centuries  following 
the  settlement  of  that  country  by  the  English  before  the  time  of 
JAMES  SEXTON  of  Limerick:  who  lived  there  during  the  early  part 
of  the  seventeenth  century. 

At  one  time  the  name  was  Sisnane.  At  another  it  was 
0 'Shannon,  Shannain  or  O'Seasnane.  Still  later  it  was  Secre- 
tans,  which  some  said  meant  "keeper  of  the  sacred  vessels," 
and  corrupted  to  the  undignified  SEXTON,  meaning  "keeper  of 
the  graves,"  or  "ringer  of  the  bells."  There  were  many  prom- 
inent men,  however,  bearing  the  name  of  SEXTON  during  the 
centuries  immediately  preceding  the  Cromwellian  period  and 
the  Siege  of  Limerick,  which  took  place  in  the  year  1651. 

Coleman  O'Seasnain  who  died  in  1050  A.D.  was  famous  in 
the  literary  spheres  as  the  Thomond  poet.  Thomas  Sexton  was 
a famous  orator.  In  1489  the  Sextons  and  the  Galways  were 
responsible  for  repairs  to  the  St.  Mary's  Cathedral,  builfc 
between  1168  and  1178  by  Donal  Mor  0 'Brien  of  Thomond,  King 
of  Munster,  on  the  site  of  his  palace  in  Limerick,  a part  of 
which  was  known  as  Sexton's  Chapel  where  at  least  one  Sexton 
is  buried.

Other  Sextons  served  eight  years  as  Lord  Mayors  of  Limer- 
ick, among  them  DENIS  and  EDMOND,  the  latter  arraigned  as  "of 
Irish  blood  and  corrupt  affection  to  traitors,"  (l.e.  the  Irish 
who  resisted  English  aggression, " but  still  a friend  and  favor- 
ite of  Henry  VIII  who  knighted  him  in  the  year  1638  and  granted 
him  the  title  and  rights  of  Prior  of  the  Cathedral. 

It  was  at  this  time  of  persecution  by  the  English  soon 
after  the  middle  of  the  seventeenth  century  that  GEORGE  SEXTON, 
the  oldest  son  of  JAMES  SEXTON  of  Limerick,  Ireland  (a  descen- 
dant of  DENIS)  and  his  wife  katherine  and  their  family  fled  to 
North  America,  making  them  among  the  first  Sextons  to  arrive  in 
this  country. 

The  events  leading  up  to  this  period  in  the  history  of  the 
British  Empire  had  their  beginnings  in  the  middle  of  the  first 
century,  A.D.,  when  Joseph  of  Arimathea  and  his  twelve  disci- 
ples were  sent  to  Glastonbury,  England,  by  Phillip  the  Evange- 
list to  introduce  Christianity  into  that  country.  According 
to  Medieval  legend,  this  same  Joseph  was  imprisoned  for  many 
years  and  miraculously  kept  alive  by  the  Holy  Grail.  Upon  his 
release  in  about  63  A.D.,  he  brought  the  Grail  and  the  spear 
with  which  Longinus  wounded  Jesus  to  Britain  and  founded  the 
abbey  at*!  Glastonbury,  thereby  beginning  the  conversion  of  Bri- 
tain. 


Be  that  as  it  may,  before  St.  Patrick  reached  the  coast 
of  Ireland  in  432  A.D.,  there  were  enough  Christians  there  to 
justify  the  Pope  sending  a Bishop  to  organize  a church. 

Following  the  arrival  of  St.  Patrick  a great  monastic 
movement  took  place  in  Ireland  lasting  for  several  centuries. 

In  spite  of  the  rigorous  asceticisms  and  extreme  penitentials 
practised  in  these  monasteries,  they  became  prominent  in  the 
fields  of  art  and  literature.  Their  greatest  impact,  however, 
was  in  the  field  o£  religion  in  which  they  played  a leading 
part  until  the  country  was  overthrown  by  the  Norsemen.  Follow- 
ing this  defeat,  the  monastic  movement  died  out  to  some  extent. 
But  by  the  end  of  the  eleventh  century,  Ireland  had  defeated 
her  enemies  under  the  leadership  of  King  Donal  Mor  O'Brien, 
and  a genuine  renewal  of  religious  life  took  place.  Dublin, 
Limerick,  Waterford,  and  Wexford  became  centers  of  regular 
dioceses.  Their  bishops  were  consecrated  in  Canterbury,  pro- 
fessed obedience  to  the  authority  of  the  archbishop  of  England, 
and  conformed  to  Rome  in  matters  of  liturgy  and  church  organi- 
zation.

During  this  time,  Charlemagne,  Holy  Roman  Emperor  and 
Emperor  of  the  West  during  the  latter  part  of  the  eighth  and  v 
early  part  of  the  ninth  centuries,  ceded  certain  lands  west  of 
the  Rhine  to  Germany.  As  Germany  acquired  more  territory,  her 
own  rulers  became  heads  of  the  Holy  Roman  Empire  for  a number 
of  years. 


It  was  at  this  time  that  Protestantism  began  to  take  shape 
Relations  between  church  and  state  changed  with  the  Reformation 
which  began  when  Martin  Luther  nailed  his  ninety-five  theses  to 
the  door  of  the  church  of  Wurtemburg,  Germany,  in  1517 . As  a 
result  of  the  struggle  that  followed.  The  Act  of  Supremacy  was 
passed  in  England.  Freedom  of  worship  was  granted  later  by 
the  Peace  of  Augsburg  in  1555;  but  in  Ireland  religious  fana- 
ticism increased,  resulting  in  acts  of  violence  that  continued 
on  through  that  century,  into  the  next,  and  even  to  this  day. 

When  Oliver  Cromwell,  stern  puritan  leader  of  England's 
temporarily  kingless  government,  set  out  to  extinguish  forever 
the  spirit  of  rebellion  among  the  people  of  Ireland,  his  object 
was  not  so  much  to  put  down  a rebellion  as  to  subjugate  a hated 
people.  The  war  that  had  started  as  a religious  war  between 
the  Protestants  and  the  Catholics  turned  into  a war  of  hatred, 
not  only  against  the  Irish,  but  against  any  and  all  who  had  in- 
tegrated with  them.  Even  the  Vandals  who  had  come  in,  overrun 
the  country  and  integrated  with  the  people,  inflicted  less 
cruelty  upon  these  people  who  had  already  been  under  English 
rule  more  than  five  hundred  years. 

Under  Cromwell's  rule  the  early  English  settlers  and  their 
descendants  were  forced  into  the  same  ranks  as  the  native  Irish 
Their  estates  were  confiscated  and  divided.  Lots  were  cast  to 
pay  the  soldiers.  Whole  towns  were  wiped  out  including  women 
and  children.  Forty  thousand  soldiers  were  banished  to  Spain. 
Entire  families  were  transported  to  the  West  Indies  to  serve 
the  planters  there.  Those  who  could,  fled  to  America.  Those 
who  remained  behind  became  virtual  slaves,  forced  to  work  on 
their  own  estates  for  the  new  English  settlers  who  were  sent 
to  replace  them. 

One  of  the  cities  to  suffer  most  during  the  time  of  the 
Cromwellian  Settlement  was  Limerick  in  Munster,  bounded  by 
the  Shannon  River  and  County  Clare  on  the  north,  Tipperary  on 
the  east,  and  by  Cork  and  Kerry  Counties  on  the  south.  The 
city  of  Limerick  itself  is  situated  120  miles  south  of  Dublin 
at  the  head  of  the  estuary  of  the  Shannon  River  where  it  emp- 
ties into  the  Atlantic  Ocean.  A proud  city,  it  had  been  under 
siege  for  ten  years  before  it  fell  in  1651  at  the  hands  of  Gen- 
eral Ireton,  son-in-law  of  Oliver  Cromwell,  who  took  residence 
in  the  Limerick  Cathedral.  Resistance  continued  to  a degree, 
however,  until  it  was  finally  terminated  in  1691. 

During  the  intervening  years  many  people  of  Irish  blood 
fled  to  another  country.  Among  those  who  fled  to  America  was 
GEORGE  SEXTON,  born  in  1632.  He  was  the  oldest  son  of  JAMES 
SEXTON  of  Limerick,  born  in  1604  and  head  of  a family  of  Lim- 
erick known  to  be  Protestants.  As  long  as  resistance  continued 
however,  there  were  those  who  clung  to  the  hope  of  restoration 
of  their  property,  as  borne  out  by  the  will  of  James  Sexton 
which  can  still  be  found  in  the  Irish  Probate:  "James  Sexton, 
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Burgess,  dated  December  14,  1669,  in  which  are  left  certain 
legacies  to  sons:  George,  Symen,  Patrick,  Joseph,  Stephen, 
and  a daughter,  Joanne,  in  case  the  estate  be  recovered." 

There  were  other  Sextons  (possibly  also  descendants  of 
Denis  of  Limerick)  in  America  before  George.  Rev.  Peter  Sex- 
ton (also  called  Saxton  and  sometimes  known  as  Giles)  came  to 
America  in  the  early  1600s.  Referred  to  as  Giles  by  Captain 
Cotton  Mather,  he  arrived  at  the  Scituate  in  Massachusetts 
where  he  officiated  for  an  indefinite  period.  According  to 
Cotton  Mather,  "he  was  a studious  and  learned  preacher  and 
great  Hebracian. " After  leaving  the  Scituate,  he  went  to 
Boston  and  returned  to  England  in  his  old  age.  He  was  des- 
cribed by  a fellow  passenger  on  the  return  trip  to  England 
as  "an  old  Puritan  minister  of  Leeds  in  Yorkshire  who,  when 
they  were  all  expecting  the  vessel  to  sink  in  a storm,  ex- 
claimed, "Who  is  for  heaven?  Who  is  bound  for  heaven?" 

A Richard  Sexton,  contemporary  of  George  of  Limerick,  was 
a member  of  the  Connecticut  Colony  before  George  arrived  in 
America,  having  embarked  on  Captain  John  Lester's  ship.  Bless- 
ing, at  London  on  July  17,  1635,  bound  for  New  England.  Ac- 
cording to  the  ship's  register  of  persons  allowed  by  the  gov- 
ernment to  embark  for  New  England  (Mass.  His.  Soc.  Coll,  viii. 
Serial  270)  he  was  only  fourteen  years  old.  He  was  at  Wind- 
sor as  early  as  1643  and  was  married: on  April  16,  1647  to 
Sara  Cook  (thought  to  be  the  sister  of  Nathaniel  Cook)  and 
subsequently  became  the  father  of  six  children:  Sarah,  John, 
Mary,  Richard,  Patience  and  Francis 

George  was  also  preceded  to  America  by  a Thomas  Sexton  who 
resided  in  Boston  where  his  sons,  Thomas,  Samuel  and  Joseph 
were  born;  and  there  was  an  early  settlement  of  Sextons  at 
Jamestown. 

Many  of  the  New  England  colonies  were  offshoots  of  the 
Massachusetts  Bay  Colony.  The  Rhode  Island  settlements  were 
begun  by  religious  and  political  exiles  from  Massachusetts. 
Political,  religious  and  economic  motives  were  influential 
in  the  founding  of  Connecticut  towns.  Many  of  the  settlers 
here  came  from  England  as  political  or  religious  exiles,  and 
it  was  here  thfct  George  Sexton,  his  wife  Katherine  and  their 
children  first  came. 
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There  is  little  of  record  to  show  exactly  how  or  when 
George  Sexton,  his  wife  Katherine  and  their  children  were  able 
to  gain  passage  to  America  except  that  they  departed  from  Lon- 
don and  arrived  in  America  probably  in  the  late  l650s  or  early 
1660s  and  settled  first  in  Windsor,  Connecticut;  nor  is  there 
anything  in  the  records  of  Windsor  during  the  short  time  they 
lived  there  before  moving  on  to  Westfield,  Massachusetts.  But 
this  was  perhaps  due  to  the  fact  that  George  was  a fugitive 
and  therefore  not  a "freeman.”  However,  born  in  Limerick:, 
Ireland,  in  1632,  this  George  Sexton  is  generally  considered 
to  be  the  founder  and  first  generation  of  the  Sextons  in  Amer- 
ica. Therefore,  in  this  genealogical  narrative,  he  will  be  re- 
ferred to  as  George  1. 

The  earliest  record  of  George  1 in  America  is  dated  June 
10,  1663,  in  the  Hall  of  Records  at  Springfield,  Massachusetts, 
showing  that  he  bought  two  parcels  of  meadow  land  and  upland 
land  at  Waranoke  (Westfield  after  1669)  on  the  Warranoke  River 
from  Thomas  Cooper  of  Springfield.  The  first  of  these  was  near 
what  was  later  138  Union  Street  in  Westfield.  The  family  was 
one  of  the  first  three  settlers  there  (1663-1666).  Benjamin  2 
was  born  there  December  10,  1667,  and  the  sixth  and  last  son, 
John  2,  was  born  there  May  26,  1673.  John  2 apparently  died 
at  an  early  age,  as  there  seems  to  be  no  further  record  of  him. 
The  house  the  family  occupied,  known  as  "Little  River,"  was  on 
the  west  side  of  the  road  to  Windsor.  It  was  built  in  1660. 
Strongly  built,  it  became  a refuge  in  times  of  Indian  attack. 

In  Westfield  George  1 lived  quietly  for  the  most  part, 
glad  to  be  safe  from  persecution  and  the  tyranny  from  which 
he  had  barely  escaped  with  his  life.  Since  his  neighbors  were 
partisans  of  Cromwell  and  adherents  of  the  church  organization 
responsible  for  the  loss  of  his  property  and  kinsmen  in  Ireland, 
he  felt  them  to  be  his  potential  enemies  and  probably  was  never 
completely  reconciled  to  the  church  of  New  England.  There  is 
no  record  of  his  having  his  children  baptized;  but  before  the 
regular  meeting  place  (the  Hatfield  Meeting  House)  was  built 
in  Westfield,  services  were  held  in  his  home,  and  his  wife, 
Katherine,  was  admitted  to  the  First  Congregational  Church  in 
Westfield  on  July  23,  1682.  A hundred  years  later  this  same 
house  was  used  for  the  same  purpose  by  the  Separatists  (West- 
field  Times  and  News  Letter,  dated  August  6,  1901). 

There  appears  to  be  no  record  of  daughters  in  George  1 
and  Katherine's  family,  but  there  were  at  least  five  sons  who 
grew  to  manhood,  married  and  raised  families  of  their  own: 
George  2,  James  2,  Daniel  2,  Joseph  2,  and  Benjamin  2,  in  the 
order  of  their  birth.  A record  of  these  five  brothere  (not 
necessarily  in  this  order)  and  their  descendants  appears  in 
the  following  pages.  For  easy  identification  they  and  their 
descendants  will  be  designated  by  their  generation  number: 

2,  3,  4,  5,  6,  7 , 8,  etc. 
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George  2,  the  oldest  son  of  George  1 and  Katherine  of 
Westfield,  was  the  first  of  the  five  sons  to  marry.  He  went 
to  Hartford,  Connecticut,  as  a young  man  and  was  married  there 
around  1676  to  Hannah  Spencer,  the  daughter  of  Sgt.  Thomas 
Spencer.  After  the  birth  of  their  first  child,  George  3,  they 
moved  to  the  vicinity  of  Westfield.  They  remained  there  only 
about  a year  before  moving  to  Newtown  on  Long  Island  where  it 
is  said  that  George  2 probably  was  a trader  or  a sea  captain. 
Later  on  they  moved  from  Newtown  to  Huntington  in  Suffolk: 

County  on  Long  Island  where  their  second  son,  Charles  3 , was 
born  on  September  9,  1680.  Their  third  son,  Nathaniel  3 , was 
born  there  December  5,  1682. 

James  2,  the  second  son  of  George  1 and  Katherine,  was 
married  on  April  29,  l680  to  Hannah  Fowler  (born  20  December 
1654,  the  daughter  of  Ambrose  Fowler  and  Jane  Alvord).  Five 
children  (John  3 , Hannah  3,  Phoebe  3*  Elizabeth  3,  and  Mercy 
(Mary)  3)  were  born  to  them  before  Hannah  died  on  March  10, 
1701. 

In  December  of  1680,  Daniel  2,  the  third  son  of  George  1 
and  Katherine,  married  Sarah  Bancroft,  the  daughter  of  John 
Bancroft  and  Hannah  Dupre.  Their  first  two  children  were  born 
at  Westfield:  Nathaniel  3 on  December  22,  l68l  (died  December 
23,  1681),  and  Sarah  3 on  March  6,  1683,  before  they,  too, 
moved  to  Long  Island.  Six  more  children  were  born  to  them  on 
Long  Island,  some  of  them  at  Islip  and  some  after  they  moved 
to  Queens  in  1687;  James  3,  William  3,  Thomas  3*  Katherine  3, 
Daniel  3,  and  Joseph  3. 

George  1 and  Katherine  lived  only  long  enough  in  America 
to  see  these  first  three  sons  marry  and  several  of  their  grand- 
children in  a new  country,  free  from  the  persecution  they  had 
endured  in  Ireland;  but  their  last  years  at  Westfield  were 
also  not  without  their  troubles. 

On  September  26,  1678  George  1 and  Katherine  were  called 
before  the  County  Court  "for  abusive  words  and  actions  to  Sam- 
uel Root,  Constable.”  A. severe  penalty  was  imposed,  and 
George  1 became  straightened  in  circumstances.  Unable  to  pay 
his  debts,  he  was  forced  to  mortgage  his  crops  and  lands. 
Finally,  on  January  25,  1687,  he  sold  his  home  and  two  lots 
(Nos.  66  and  138  Union  Street  at  Westfield)  to  his  sons,  Joseph 
and  Benjamin  2 (as  recorded  in  Vol.  2,  p.  75  in  a deed  at 
Springfield)  in  which  "George  and  Catherine  conveyed  land  in 
Westfield  to  their  sons  Joseph  and  Benjamin,  in  consideration 
of  the  sum  of  160  pounds.” 

Katherine  died  soon  after  this  in  1688,  and  on  October  30, 
1689,  George  1 died,  leaving  an  estate  of  49  pounds  10  shill- 
ings. Following  his  death  another  instrument,  dated  October 
31,  1689,  states:  "George,  Jr.,  sometime  of  Westfield,  but 


now  of  Newtown,  Long  Island,  son  and  heire  to  George  Sexton 
of  Westfield,  lately  deceased,  consenting  to  the  before  men- 
tioned writing  by  ray  honored  father  to  my  brothers,  Joseph 
and  Benjamin.1' 

Later  on  Joseph  2 and  Benjamin  2 sold  Lot  66  to  Joseph 
Mosely.  Two  hundred  and  twenty-five  years  later  (1928)  this 
lot  was  still  in  the  hands  of  the  Mosely  family. 

On  November  20,  1690,  a year  after  his  father's  death, 
Joseph  2 was  married  at  Lebanon,  New  London  County,  Massachu- 
setts, to  Hannah  Wright,  the  daughter  of  Abel  Wright  and  Mar- 
tha Kitcherell. 

Benjamin,  the  fifth  son,  was  married  on  July  1,  1717,  to 
Mrs.  Mary  (Strong)  Pixley. 

Following  the  death  of  James  2's  first  wife,  Hannah  Fowler, 
James  2 was  married  on  January  22,  1702,  to  Anna  Bancroft  (the 
daughter  of  Thomas  Bancroft  and  Margaret  Wright;  granddaughter 
of  John  Bancroft  and  Hannah  Dupre;  and  great-granddaughter  of 
Thomas  and  Rebecca  Bancroft  of  Derby,  England)  at  Springfield. 
Anna  was  the  widow  of  Thomas  Gilbert.  She  bore  James  2 two 
children  (James  3 and  Catherine  3)  before  she,  too,  died  in 
1733 . 


The  following  year,  on  February  11,  1734,  James  2 married 
Mary  Burbank,  the  daughter  of  John  Burbank:  and  Susannah  Merrill, 
and  widow  of  both  Lazarus  Miller  and  William  Mackranny. 

James  2 outlived  all  three  wives,  spent  the  remainder  of 
his  life  at  Westfield,  and  saw  his  children  and  grandchildren 
grow  to  maturity  and  marry.  He  died  at  Westfield  December 
12,  1741. 

By  the  end  of  the  century  James  2's  descendants,  like 
those  of  his  brothers,  numbered  into  the  hundreds  and  were 
scattered  throughout  the  Eastern  Seaboard.  More  about  their 
movement  and  fortunes,  with  indexes  to  their  genealogy  sta- 
tistics, can  be  found  in  the  following  pages.

BENJAMIN  2 and  HIS  DESCENDANTS 

Benjamin  2,  the  next  to  youngest  son  of  George  1 and 
Katherine,  was  born  at  Westfield,  Massachusetts,  on  Decew- 
oer  10,  1667  and  grew  up  there.  The  author  has  found  no 
record  of  whether  he  was  married  more  than  once  and  very 
little  of  record  regarding  his  descendants.  However,  there 
is  a record  showing  that  he  was  married  on  July  13,  1717, 
late  in  life,  at  Westfield,  to  Mrs.  Mary  (Strong)  Pixley, 
widow  of  Ebenezer  Pixley. 

Benjamin  2 and  Mary  had  at  least  two  children:  George 
3 and  Benjamin  3,  both  born  in  the  family  home  in  which  Ben~ 
jamin  2 had  remained  fol3^wing  the  death  of  his  parents.  He 
died  at  Westfield  April  8,  1754,  at  the  age  of  eighty-seven. 
His  wife,  Mary,  died  in  1759. 

Their  oldest  son,  George  3,  born  July  2,  1718,  in  West- 
field,  married  Mary  Barber  of  Springfield.  They  had  seven 
children:  Stephen  4 who  died  at  the  age  of  three;  Rispah  4, 
Stephen  4,  Hannah  4,  Mercy  4,  Rhoda  4,  and  Dorcas  4. 

Benjamin  2 and  Mary's  second  son,  Benjamin  3,  was  born 
February  25,  1720.  He  married  about  1748/49,  first  Abigail 
Marshall,  who  gave  him  five  children:  Abigail  4,  Abner  4, 
Phineas  4,  Lucy  4,  and  Aseneth  4. 

After  Abigail's  death,  Benjamin  3 married  as  his  second 
wife,  Elizabeth  Noble,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Noble  and  Sarah 
Root,  and  the  widow  of  both  Medad  Dewey  and  John  Christian 
Miller.  Two  children  were  born  to  Elizabeth  and  Benjamin  3: 
Benjamin  4 and  Phineas  4.

DANIEL  2 AND  HIS  DESCENDANTS 


Between  the  time  the  Pilgrims  first  set  foot  on  Plymouth 
Rock  in  1620  and  the  time  of  the  establishment  of  the  Massa- 
chusetts Bay  Colony  in  1640,  the  population  along  the  East 
Coast  of  North  America  reached  the  14,000  mark. 

Up  to  this  time  few  people  had  ventured  far  inland. 

There  were  no  roads  - - only  Indian  trails.  Consequently, 
much  of  the  travel  was  on  foot  or  horseback,  following  Indian 
trails.  But  there  were  some  navigable  rivers  as  far  back  as 
the  "Pall  line,"  some  two  hundred  miles  from  the  coast.  Since 
the  Indian  trails  were  always  subject  to  attack,  the  few 
trappers,  adventurers,  explorers,  and  pioneers  who  ventured 
inland  preferred  to  travel  on  the  bays  and  rivers  which  were 
easier  to  negotiate  and  provided  more  protection. 

In  order  to  encourage  more  people  to  move  Inland  at  this 
time,  the  Crown  began  to  make  feudal  grants  of  inland  terri- 
tory with  extensive  political  and  economic  powers  to  indivi- 
duals or  groups.  The  proprietors  of  some  of  these  inland  grant 
who  had  made  personal  investments  began  to  encourage  settlement 
by  dividing  the  land  .and  offering  it  at  a tempting  price. 

About  the  time  George  2 and  his  wife  Hannah  Spencer  and 
Daniel  2 and  his  wife  Sarah  Bancroft  settled  on  Long  Island, 
King  Charles  of  Great  Britain  granted  territory  in  America  to 
his  brother-in-law,  James,  Duke  of  York. 

The  Duke  conveyed  parts  of  his  territory  to  Sir  George 
Carteret  who,  in  turn,  sold  it  to  a company  which  divided  it 
into  a hundred  parts  owned  by  a number  of  proprietors.  The 
30,000  acres  comprising  the  original  township  of  what  came 
to  be  known  as  Hopewell,  New  Jersey  (at  that  time  a wilderness 
inhabitated  by  wild  beasts  and  Indians)  were  sold  in  1685  to 
Daniel  Cox  of  London  and  governor  of  New  Jersey  from  1687  to 
1690.  In  1688  Dr.  Cox  obtained  a deed  from  eleven  Indian 
chiefs  for  the  whole  of  Hopewell  Township.  In  1702  the  right 
of  government  was  ceded  back  to  the  Crown  during  Queen  Anne's 
reign. 

By  this  time  a few  hardy  souls,  many  of  them  from  Long 
Island,  had  begun  to  penetrate  into  central  New  Jersey  (the 
forerunner  of  what  came  to  be  known  as  "The  Great  Migration" 
of  the  early  1700s. 

Spearheading  the  migration  into  New  Jersey  were  such 
rugged  individuals  as  Dr.  Roger  Parke  and  Jonathan  Stout. 

Dr.  Parke  was  a member  of  the  Society  of  Friends  and  the  first 
white  man  to  settle  in  the  area  where  Hopewell,  Hunterdon 
County,  is  now  located.  He  resided  there  among  the  Indians 


who  still  lived  in  wigwams  and  held  their  powwows  on  the 
banks  of  Stonybrook  in  the  vicinity  of  present  day  Pennington 
and  Princeton.  Here  he  raised  his  family,  concocted  his  own 
medicines,  and  took  care  of  the  needs  of  the  people  who  began 
to  infiltrate  the  valley  to  establish  homes,  till  the  soil, 
or  set  up  businesses  of  their  own  along  the  streams  where 
power  was  available. 

According  to  tradition,  the  old  Indian  medicine  men 
taught  the  doctor  their  mysterious  arts  of  healing  with  the 
roots,  leaves,  bark  and  blossoms  of  the  many  herbs  and  plants 
that  grew  in  great  variety  along  the  stream.  But  many  of  them, 
not  native  to  the  area,  had  been  brought  in  by  the  good  doctor 
and  transplanted  for  their  use  rather  than  their  beauty.  Be- 
fore he  died  and  was  buried  in  the  family  graveyard  in  1755, 
he  spent  many  years  riding  horseback  over  the  hills  and  moun- 
tains when  there  were  very  few  houses  east  of  the  Delaware 
River  and  the  country  to  the  north  was  still  occupied  by  the 
Indians. 

Among  the  first  to  purchase  land  in  the  Pennington  area 
was  a John  Smith  who  purchased  200  acres  and  established  a 
blacksmith  shop  there  in  1696. 

Early  in  the  next  century  Jonathan  Stout  of  Long  Island 
pioneered  this  same  area  east  of  the  Delaware  River  and  at  one 
time  he  and  other  members  of  this  prolific  Stout  family  owned 
most  of  it. 

This  land  was  in  an  area  where  a great  deal  of  the  fight- 
ing was  to  take  place  during  the  Revolutionary  War  that  was  to 
follow.  During  the  war  when  General  Washington  had  his  troops 
quartered  on  Stout  property,  Jonathan's  granddaughter,  Mary 
Stout  (the  daughter  of  David  Stout,  Jr.,  and  Charity  Burroughs), 
about  sixteen  years  old  at  the  time,  picked  a basket  of  straw- 
berries and  presented  them  to  General  Washington  in  person. 

As  settlers  poured  into  this  valley,  much  of  the  land 
was  divided  and  sold.  During  the  Great  Migration  from  Long 
Island  to  New  Jersey  which  started  between  1700  and  1710,  Dr. 
Roger  Parke  was  instrumental  in  getting  a road  built  from 
Woodsville  through  Pennington  and  extending  to  Trenton. 

Another  early  settler  in  the  Hopewell  valley  was  John 
Larison,  Sr.  John  was  a Danish  Nobleman  who,  in  1660,  was 
compelled  to  flee  from  Denmark  and  lost  his  estate  by  confis- 
cation. He  fled  first  to  Scotland.  But  upon  hearing  that  a 
large  reward  had  been  offered  for  his  capture,  he  went  to  Ire- 
land and  remained  there  for  some  time.  Later  on  he  left  some 
of  his  sons  behind  in  Ireland  and  emigrated  to  America.  He 
purchased  a large  tract  of  land  (about  1700  acres)  near  Brook- 
lyn on  Long  Island  and  on  December  20,  1686,  married  Mary 
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Howell,  a widow,  as  his  second  wife. 

On  May  2,  1683,  John  Larison's  son,  John,  Jr.,  who  had 
accompanied  him  to  America,  married  Jemima  Halsey  at  Newtown 
on  Long  Island.  Later  on  both  families  moved  to  Hopewell, 

New  Jersey,  where  John  Larison,  Sr.,  died  and  John,  Jr. 's  son, 
James  Larison,  born  in  1695,  grew  up  and  married  Kesiah  Parke, 
the  daughter  of  John  Parke  and  granddaughter  of  Dr.  Roger  Park< 

One  of  the  earliest  businesses  in  Hopewell  was  Runyan's 
sawmill.  It  was  owned  and  operated  by  Cornelius  and  John  Run- 
yan, who  were  among  the  earliest  pioneers  of  the  Hopewell  val- 
ley. They  were  descendants  of  a distinguished  and  eminently 
pious  Huguenot  family  who  lived  in  the  Province  of  Poitou  on 
the  west  coast  of  France  during  the  religious  wars  between  the 
Protestants  and  the  Catholics  in  that  country. 

Influenced  by  his  scheming  mother,  Catherine  de  Medici 
of  Florence,  Italy,  Charles  IX  was  the  reigning  monarch  in 
France  at  the  time  of  the  bloody  St.  Bartholomew's  Day  Massa- 
cre that  took  place  on  Sunday,  August  24,  1572,  when  thousands 
of  Protestants  were  slaughtered.  This,  however,  was  only  one 
of  many  such  incidents  that  took  place  during  this  time.  WhiL 
many  stayed  on  to  fight  for  their  right  to  worship  as  they 
pleased,  others  fled  the  country  to  seek  refuge  in  a foreign 
land.  Driven  by  this  fierce  persecution,  the  Thomas  Runyan 
family  had  fled  first  to  the  Isle  of  Jersey,  and  from  there 
migrated  to  America. 

All  of  these  families  - the  Parkes,  the  Stouts,  the  Lari- 
sons,  the  Runyans,  and  many  others  - were  destined  to  play  an 
important  part  in  the  lives  of  the  descendants  of  George  1 
and  Katherine  of  Westfield  who  settled  in  this  community  at  a 
later  date. 
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During  the  first  part  of  the  eighteenth  century  and  before 
the  French  and  Indian  War  that  ended  in  1763*  the  Mother  Country 
limited  settlement  to  the  colonies  along  the  Atlantic  Coast. 

This  was  due  in  part  to  the  size  of  the  territory  to  be  gov- 
erned, but  also  due  to  the  dispute  with  France  over  territorial 
rights  and  constant  altercations  with  the  Indians,  However,  as 
the  population  along  the  coast  increased,  more  new  territory 
was  opened  up,  and  more  people  began  to  move  inland. 

Some  of  these  people  went  for  speculation,  prospect- 
ing,  or  to  explore.  Some  went  for  a better  place  to  graze 
their  stock,  or  to  establish  a business.  Some  went  as  mission- 
aries or  circuit  preachers  to  help  the  people  organize  their 
churches,  perform  their  marriage  ceremonies,  and  take  care  of 
other  spiritual  needs.  But  many  of  those  moving  inland  were 
small  farmers  looking  for  a place  to  put  down  their  roots.  As 
the  acquisition  of  land  was  of  prime  importance,  they  staked 
out  homesteads,  purchased  farms,  cleared  the  land  and  tilled 
the  soil.  As  they  settled  mainly  along  the  waterways,  sawmills, 
gristmills,  glass  works,  iron  works,  breweries,  tanneries,  and 
textile  mills  began  to  spring  up  wherever  power  was  available. 
But  high  land  transportation  charges  restricted  commerce  with 
these  small  inland  communities  which  were  seldom  visited  by 
the  peddlers  who  were  common  along  the  coast  where  traveling 
was  less  hazardous.  Accordingly,  household  needs  were  gener- 
ally manufactured  in  the  home,  much  of  it  by  family  members, 
but  later  on  by  indentured  servants  hired  to  work  for  a cer- 
tain number  of  years  to  gain  their  freedom. 

There  was  no  paper  money.  People  had  to  trade  by  engaging 
in  barter,  using  wampum,  tobacco,  rice,  tar  and  indigo.  There 
were  no  newspapers,  and  mail,  a private  matter,  was  slow  and 
uncertain.  When  a ship  came  into  port,  if  someone  thought  he 
might  have  a letter,  he  went  on  board  to  look  for  it.  Un- 
collected letters  were  taken  ashore  and  dumped  on  a coffee- 
house table.  They  remained  there  until  discovered  by  the  ad- 
dressee or  a friend,  or  were  lost  or  defaced  beyond  legibility. 

Delivery  of  mail  to  the  interior  was  slow  and  precarious.  It 
had  to  wait  until  someone  was  going  in  that  general  direction. 

In  Virginia  plantation  owners  were  responsible  for  supplying 
riders  to  transport  mail  from  one  plantation  to  another.  Early 
in  the  eighteenth  century  letters  were  written  on  a single  sheet 
of  paper.  The  paper  was  folded,  sealed  with  a dab  of  sealing 
wax,  and  the  address  written  on  the  outside.  Sometimes  these 
sheets  were  stamped  with  pen  and  ink  markers,  somewhat  resemb- 
ling the  present-day  cancellations,  indicating  the  amount  of 
postage  to  be  collected  on  delivery.  This  amount  varied  ac- 
cording to  the  distance  and  the  weight  of  the  paper.  The  use 
of  adhesive  stamps,  so  much  sought  after  by  present-day  stamp 
collectors,  originated  in  England  and  didn't  come  into  common 
use  in  this  country  until  the  middle  of  the  nineteenth  century. 
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As  industry  built  up  in  the  North,  farming  became  a way  | 
of  life  on  the  large  plantations  in  the  South.  As  trade  and  § 
industry  increased,  British  regulationsra  generally  more  detri-  | 
mental  than  beneficial,  were  imposed.  Although  these  regula-  I 
tions  were  never  strictly  enforced,  they  became  the  source  of  | 
the  irritation  and  discontent  that  led  to  the  Revolution  later  I 
in  the  century.  I 

British  laws  at  this  time  also  prevented  skilled  workers 
from  migrating  to  the  colonies.  However,  the  Mother  Country 
was  not  averse  to  sending  her  vagrants  and  other  undesirables 
to  work  in  the  colonies  as  indentured  servants  to  gain  their 
freedom.  Sometimes  unscrupulous  sea  captains  kidnaped  men, 
women  and  children  and  sold  them  into  servitude  where  they, 
too,  worked  in  a home  or  factory  to  gain  their  freedom. 

Since  their  way  of  life  was  determined  to  a great  extent 
by  their  environment,  the  colonies  became  more  self-sufficient  | 
and  independent,  not  only  of  England,  but  of  each  other.  Due  1 
to  the  lack  of  currency,  most  of  the  colonies  were  still  engag-| 
ing  in  barter;  but  later  on  paper  money  was  issued  on  the  basis! 
of  expected  tax  returns.  This,  too,  varied  from  colony  to  col-| 
ony  and  finally  was  restricted  by  Parliament  (a  measure  re- 
garded as  a violation  of  colonial  rights). 

During  the  time  of  the  Great  Migration  that  started  in 
the  early  1700s,  the  children  of  George  2 and  Daniel  2 who 
had  moved  to  Long  Island  were  growing  up,  marrying  and  start- 
ing to  raise  families  of  their  own. 

George  3 (the  son  of  George  2 and  Hannah  Spencer),  married 
Sarah  Knight  and  lived  at  Westchester  Parish,  Colchester,  Conn, 
where  they  raised  their  family.  George  3 died  there  on  August 
4,  1754.  I 

George  3 's  brother,  Charles  3,  however,  remained  on  Long 
Island  and  married  there.  He  raised  his  family  at  Huntington 
and  became  prominent  in  his  own  home  town. 

Daniel  2 and  Sarah  Bancroft's  children  were  still  in  their 
teens  during  the  early  part  of  the  Great  Migration,  but. by  1720 
some  of  them  were  married  and  leaving  Long  Island.  Their  son, 
William  3,  had  learned  both  the  weaver's  and  the  cooper's  trade 
He  had  married  Anne  Stringhara,  the  daughter  of  Peter  Stringham 
of  Queens  County,  L.I.,  around  1710  and  already  had  several 
children  when  they  settled  at  Upper  Freehold  in  Monmouth 
County,  New  Jersey,  around  1720  in  the  area  where  much  of 
the  action  in  the  Revolutionary  War  was  to  take  place.  Several 
more  children  were  born  to  William  3 and  Anne  (elevan  in  all) 
before  William  died  in  1732,  leaving  a will  in  which  he  lists 
his  wife  and  children.  See  #6  in  the  Numerical  Index. 
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William  3 and  Anne's  son  James  4 married  Rebecca  Mount 
of  Upper  Freehold,  N. J . Their  son  Peter  married  Rachel  Mount, 
and  their  daughter  Anne  4,  married  William  Stout,  a member  of 
the  early  pioneer  Stout  family  of  New  Jersey. 

When  one  James  4's  indentured  servants  ran  away,  he  put 
the  following  ad  in  the  Pennsylvania  Gazette: 

Run  Away  from  Subscriber  living  in  Monmouth,  East  New  Jer- 
sey. A Dutch  Servant  Woman  named  Hannhh  Dorothy  Scouse,  thick- 
set, full  face,  fair  complexion,  very  much  pock-marked,  and 
speaks  good  English. 

Had  on  when  she  went  away  a home -spun  striped  Woolen  Jacket 
and  Petticoat,  two  home -spun  Aprons,  one  Linen,  the  other  Tow, 
but  no  Shoes  nor  Stockings. 

Whoever  takes  up  and  secures  said  Servant  in  Philadelphia 
Gaol  or  any  Gaol  in  New  Jersey,  so  that  her  Master  may  have  her 
again,  shall  have  Forty  Shillings  Reward,  and  reasonable  charges 
paid  by 

James  Sexton 

N.B.  She  is  supposed  to  be  secreted  in  or  about  Philadelphia. 

This  James  4 was  born  about  1728-32  in  Monmouth  County, 

New  Jersey.  He  married  Rebecca  Mount  and  left  a-.will  when 
he  died  about  1808,  listing  his  wife  and  children.  See  #15 
in  the  Numerical  Index. 

In  1754  Daniel  4 (also  a son  of  William  3 and  Anne  String- 
ham)  ran  the  following  ad  in  the  Pennsylvania  Gazette:

JAMES  2 and  HIS  DESCENDANTS 

James  2,  the  second  son  of  George  1 and  Katherine  of  West- 
field,  was  born  in  1658,  probably  in  Ireland.  His  children 
were  all  born  in  Massachusetts,  the  first  five  by  his  first 
wife,  Hannah  Fowler,  the  last  two  by  his  second  wife,  Anna 
Bancroft. 

James  3,  the  first  child  of  James  2 and  Anna  (#8  in 
the  Index),  was  born  in  Westfield,  Nov.  9,  1702.  He  grew  up 
there  and  was  married  on  June  8,  1728,  to  Abilena  Gilbert, 
of  Lebanon,  Conn.,  the  daughter  of  Samual  Gilbert  and  Mercy 
(Mary)  Warner  (or  Warriner).  She  was  born  March  10,  1710/11 
at  Lebanon. 

James  3 and  Abilena  had  eleven  children:  James  4,  Anna 
4,  Mercy  (Mary)  4,  William  4,  Jasper  4,  Asher  4,  Frederick:  4, 
Ebenezer  4,  Desire  4,  and  Rhoda  4.  The  first  seven  of  these 
children  were  born  at  Westfield.  They  moved  to  Sheffield  in 
1742.  Their  last  four  children  were  born  at  Sheffield. 

James  4,  the  oldest  of  these  eleven  children,  was  born 
in  Westfield  September  5,  1729.  About  1750/51  he  married 
Sarah  Noble,  the  daughter  of  Captain  Elisha  Noble  of  Sheffield, 
Mass.  He  was  a member  of  the  foot  company  of  Sheffield  that 
marched  to  the  relief  of  Fort  William  Henry.  In  1760  he  was 
lieutenant  in  Captain  John  Fellow's  Company. 

James  4 and  Sarah  had  eight  children:  Alanson  5,  Eben- 
ezer 5,  William  5,  James  5*  Abalena  5,  Noble  5,  Sarah  5*  and 
Henry  5. 

Alanson,  the  oldest  of  these  eight  children,  was  born 
at  Sheffield,  Jan.  5,  1752.  About  1774  he  married  Susannah 
Doty,  the  daughter  of  Silas  Doty  and  Susannah  Bump.  They  lived 
at  Rensselaerville,  Albany  County,  New  York:,  and  raised  a fam- 
ily of  eleven  children,  five  sons  and  six  daughters,  ail  but 
the  last  three  born  at  Rensselaerville.  One  of  their  daughters 
Agnes  6 (#55  in  the  Index),  married  Sanford  Hunt.  They  had  one 
son,  Washington  7 Hunt,  born  about  1808.  He  was  prominent  as 
an  attorney  at  Lockport,  N.Y.,  a member  of  Congress  from  1843- 
1849,  and  Governor  of  New  York:  1850=1852.  He  declined  the 
nomination  for  Vice  President  in  1866. 

During  the  Revolutionary  War  Alanson  5 served  in  the  Al- 
bany County  Militia.  In  1793  he,  with  two  others,  organized 
a Presbyterian  Church  in  a log  house  at  what  is  known  as  Mount 
Pisgah.  This  was  the  first  church  organization  in  the  town  of 
Rensselaerville.  They  moved  to  Windham,  Greene  Co.,  New  York, 
where  their  last  three  children  were  born. 
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Alanson  5 died  at  Windham  April  22,  1809,  Susannah  at 
Jewett,  also  in  Greene  Co.,  May  30,  1832. 

Their  daughter,  Mary  6,  married  Eli  Parker  Robinson,  and 
their  son,  Lucius  7 Robinson  (#169)  born  in  1810,  was  Gover- 
nor of  the  State  of  New  York  from  1877  to  1879. 

Alanson's  mother,  Sarah  Noble,  died  at  Sheffield  on  Octo- 
ber 18,  1769  and  was  buried  in  the  Noble  burying  ground  there. 
Following  her  death,  contrary  to  custom,  Alanson  5's  father, 
James  4,  did  not  marry  again  as  his  children  grew  to  matur- 
ity. Many  of  his  children  settled  at  Hillsdale,  Columbia 
County,  N.Y.,  and  it  probably  was  here  that  James  4 died  on 
March  24,  1795. 

James  4 and  Sarah  Noble's  second  son,  Ebenezer  5 (#22), 
was  born  at  Sheffield  on  January  1,  1754  and  grew  up  there. 
About  1777  he  married  Hannah  Loomis  of  Wind’sor,  Conn.,  the 
daughter  of  Isaac  Loomis.  They  had  eight  children:  James  6, 
Jehiel  6,  Frederick  6,  Mary  6,  Asa  6,  Betsey  6,  Henry  6 and 
Ebenezer  6,  the  first  born  in  1778,  the  last  in  1797.  In  1790 
the  family  was  living  at  Hillsdale,  Columbia  Co.,  N.Y.,  where 
some  of  their  children  may  have  been  born.  By  1790  they  had 
moved  to  Monkton,  Vermont,  and  were  living  at  Pocock  (now 
Bristol)  when  the  Methodists  were  holding  meetings  in  their 
home. 


Ebenezer  5 served  as  a soldier  in  the  Revolution  from 
New  York.  He  died  at  Bristol,  Vermont,  Sept.  10,  1828.  His 
widow,  Hannah,  died  there  May  4,  1843 . 

Ebenezer  6 (#68),  the  son  of  Ebenezer  3 and  Hannah  Loomis, 
was  born  in  Monkton,  Vermont,  June  2,  1797.  In  1819  he  mar- 
ried Minerva  Munson,  the  daughter  of  Captain  Noble  Munson  and 
Betsey  Furman  of  Bristol.  Their  first  five  children  probably 
were  all  born  at  Bristol,  Addison  County,  Vermont;  but  in 
1829  they  moved  from  Bristol  to  East  Flaraboro,  Canada,  where 
three  more  children  were  born,  and  in  1837  to  Merrillville, 

Lake  County,  Indiana,  where  their  last  two  were  born.  He 
died  at  Merrillville  on  November  29,  1877,  and  she  died  there 
March  18,  1879. 

Ebenezer  6 and  Minerva's  son.  Noble  7 (#204),  was  born 

at  Bristol,  Vermont,  July  13,  1828.  In  1838  he  moved  with 
his  parents  to  Merrillville,  Indiana,  where  he  remained  until 
the  spring  of  1852.  On  March  22  of  that  year  he  set  out  for 
Oregon  to  join  his  oldest  brother,  Henry  7 Sexton  who  had  al- 
ready settled  there.  While  living  in  Oregon  Noble  7 served 
in  the  army  against  the  Indians,  for  which  service  he  later 
received  a pension.  In  the  winter  of  1866  he  returned  to 
Merrillville,  where  he  married  in  December  of  1869  Mary  Ann 
(Mummery)  Saxton,  his  brother  Ebenezer' s widow.  She  died 
December  11,  1903 . In  the  spring  of  1907  he  went  to  Hammond, 
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Indiana,  to  live  with  his  step-daughter,  Cynthia  7 (Saxton)  | 
Merrill,  and  in  June  1908  he  moved  to  Whitewater,  Wisconsin, 
where  he  made  his  home  with  another  step-daughter,  Clara  7 

(Saxton)  Williams.  He  died  at  Whitewater  August  27,  1909,  and 
was  buried  at  Merrillville,  Indiana.  Noble  7 was  a farmer,  a 
member  of  the  Methodist  Church,  and  a Mason. 

Frederick  4 Sexton  (#19)  was  also  the  son  of  James  3 and 
Abilena  Gilbert.  He  was  born  at  Sheffield,  Mass.,  May  22, 

1748  and  grew  up  there.  In  about  1770  he  married  Rhoda  Messen- 
ger, born  February  27,  1750,  the  daughter  of  Nehemiah  Messen- 
ger. Before  the  Revolutionary  War  Frederick  4 and  Rhoda  lived 
at  what  is  now  Chittendon  County,  Vermont,  but  after  Montgomery 
defeat  at  Quebec  in  1776-$,  the  settlement  was  abandoned.  Fred' 
erick  4 and  his  family  had  already  returned  to  Sheffield,  how- 
ever, and  from  there  he  served  in  various  enlistments  as  a 
sergeant. 

In  1783  Frederick  4 had  returned  to  Vermont  with  his  fam- 
ily and  settled  at  Burlington  where  he  was  known  as  Col.  Saxton 
1790  he  was  on  the  committee  to  divide  the  town  into  school  dis 
tricts.  The  first  jury  trial  in  Chittendon  County,  John  Collin; 
vs.  Frederick  Saxton,  was  decided  against  him.  In  1790  he  re- 
moved to  Shelboume,  Vermont. 

Frederick  4 and  Rhoda  had  eight  children,  three  sons  and 
five  daughters.  The  first  three  probably  were  born  in  Vermont, 
the  next  three  at  Springfield,  Mass.,  and  the  last  two  at  Bur- 
lington, Vermont. 

On  April  28,  1796,  Col.  Frederick  Saxton  with  three 
others  started  across  Lake  Champlain  in  a log  canoe.  It  is 
said  that  he  was  taking  a load  of  grain  to  mill.  When  about 
a mile  from  shore  the  canoe  sank  and  the  bodies  were  never  re- 
covered. His  widow,  Rhoda,  died  on  March  5,  1813. 

One  of  Frederick  4 and  Rhoda' s son,  Horace  (#46),  was 
bora  at  Sheffield,  Mass.,  July  13,  1779  and  grew  up  at  Burling- 
ton and  Shelbourne,  Vermont.  He  was  married  twice,  first  in 
the  early  1800s,  to  Caby  Smith,  who  was  the  mother  of  his  five 
children.  Caby  died  on  Feb.  9,  1834,  at  the  age  of  fifty-one, 
and  on  October  4,  1835,  Horace  5. married,  secondly,  at  Shel- 
bourne, Vermont,  Mrs.  Olive  (isham)  Hall,  the  daughter  of 
Jiarb  and  Lois  (Kellogg)  Isham  and  widow  of  Burgess  Hall.  In 
1830  Horace  5 was  president  of  the  local  Temperance  Society, 
and  in  1835  he  was  elected  Representative  to  the  Vermont  Legis- 
lature. He  died  at  Shelbourne  June  9,  1848,  at  age  69. 

Another  of  James  3 and  Abilena  Gilbert's  sons  was  Jasper 
4,  born  February  14,  1739,  at  Sheffield,  Mass.  (#15  in  the  In- 
dex). He  grew  up  In  Sheffield  and  about  1759  married  Martha 
Keyser.  They  had  eight  children.  Their  son  John  5 (#34), 
born  March  1,  1760,  was  the  oldest  of  these  eight  children.  He 
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grew  up  at  Sheffield  along  with  his  four  brothers  and  three 
sisters.  He  served  in  four  different  enlistments  during  the 
Revolution  from  Berkshire  County,  first  as  drummer  and  after- 
wards as  a private.  In  1781  he  served  three  months  on  the 
privateer  Hunter,  commanded  by  Captain  King  Sage. 

John  5 Saxton  was  married  on  November  28,  1782,  at  Canaan, 
Litchfield  County,  Conn,,  to  Lucy  Shead  (or  Shed),  born  Novem- 
ber 30,  1758.  They  lived  first  at  Sheffield,  Mass.,  but  in 
1784  or  1785  they  moved  to  Milton,  Saratoga  County  (then  Ball- 
ston),  Albany  County,  N.Y.,  where  they  lived  about  ten  years. 
They  returned  to  Sheffield  in  1794  or  1795.  Their  first  two 
children  were  born  at  Sheffield,  their  next  four  at  Milton,  N. 
Y.,  and  their  seventh  and  last  at  Sheffield. 

John  5 died  at  Sheffield  February  23,  1829,  and  his  widow 
Lucy  died  November  25,  1844.  John’s  father,  Jasper  4,  died 
May  28,  1798  in  Sheffield  and  was  buried  in  the  Bow  Wow  Ceme- 
tery. After  Jasper's  death,  Martha  went  to  East  Bloomfield, 
Ontario  County,  N.Y.,  where  her  sons  Asher  and  Philander  5 
were  living.  She  died  there  October  24,  1813.  (Records  of 
Congregational  Church,  East  Bloomfield,  N.Y.). 

Jasper  4 and  Martha's  second  son,  Asher  5 (#35),  was 
born  at  Sheffield  April  3,  1782.  He  enlisted  to  serve  in  the 
Revolution  about  1776  at  the  age  of  fourteen.  In  1779,  at  the 
age  of  seventeen,  he  was  described  as  being  five  feet  six  in- 
ches tall  and  of  light  complexion.  He  was  married  three  times 
and  had  six  children.  His  first  marriage  was  to  Polly  Fuller 
and  took  place  about  1780  to  1785.  In  1785  he  was  living  in 
Ballstown,  Saratoga  Co.,  N.Y.  Six  years  later  he  moved  to 
Cooperstown,  Otsego  Co.,  N.Y.  About  1796  he  settled  at  Bloom- 
field, Ontario  Co.,  N.Y.,  where  he  was  agent  for  the  sale  of  a 
tract  of  land  which  his  father-in-law  owned.  For  many  years 
the  town  meetings  were  held  in  his  home.  Asher  5 was  the 
first  overseer  of  the  poor  at  Bloomfield,  and  he  was  also 
commissioner  of  the  highways.  In  1798  he  was  appointed  cap- 
tain in  the  militia  of  Ontario  County,  In  1806  major,  and 
in  1808  lieutenant-colonel  in  command  of  a regiment.  About 
1813  he  removed  to  LeRoy,  Genessee  County,  and  two  years  later 
to  Cambridge,  Niagara  County,  where  he  was  supervisor  of  the 
county  in  l8l8.  In  1821  he  was  living  at  Lockport,  and  about 
1835  he  went  to  Raisinville,  Monroe  County,  Michigan,  so  that 
he  might  live  with  his  children  and  his  son-in-law.  Asher's 
second  wife  was  Arlissa  Brooks, his  third  a Miss  Bacon. 

Asher  5's  brother.  Philander  5 (#39)*  was  born  October 
16,  1772  at  Sheffield,  Mass.  He  was  an  early  settler  at  Bloom- 
field, Ontario  Co.,  NY.,  and  lived  near  Asher  5*  In  1802  he 
was  appointed  lieutenant  in  the  Ontario  Militia  and  in  1806 
captain.  Philander  5 Saxton  moved  to  Niagara  County  and  dur- 
ing the  latter  part  of  his  life  he  lived  at  Cambria,  where 
his  son,  Charles  Truman  6 (#145)  Saxton,  was  born  in  1838. 
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Philander  5 was  married  twice,  the  first  time  probably 
around  1798,  as  his  first  child,  Elijah  R.  6 (#134)  was  bom 
December  13,  1799.  (See  Nos,  134  through  #146  for  a complete 
list  of  his  children).  His  first  wife  was  Cynthia  Cole 
(born  October  24,  1774  and  died  April  &4,  1829).  She  gave 
him  ten  children  before  she  died.  Following  her  death.  Phil- 
ander 5 married  Ellen  Rose, (born  August  24,  1800,  the  widow 
of  Mr.  Dudley  and  Henry  Sheldon).  Four  children  (Nos.  143 
through  146)  were  bom  to  Ellen  and  Philander  5 before  she 
died  on  August  19,  1858  at  Lockport,  New  York.  She  was  bur- 
ied in  the  Budd  Cemetery  at  Cambria. 

Two  of  Philander  5 and  Ellen’s  sons,  Charles  Truman  6 
(#145)  and  Edwin  6 (#146),  served  during  the  Civil  War  period. 

Charles  Truman  6 Saxton  was  bom  December  14,  1838  in 
Cambria,  Niagara  Co.,  NoY.  He  was  the  third  child  of  Phil- 
ander and  Ellen  and  was  brought  up  on  a farm.  He  married 
Alzina  Frolich  on  October  31,  i860.  They  resided  at  Cambria. 

On  November  18,  l86l  he  enlisted  in  the  23rd  New  York  Battery 
and  served  through  the  Civil  War,  being  mustered  out  at  Buffalo 
N.Y.,  on  July  14,  1865.  On  September  1,  1862  he  was  made  a 
corporal  and  on  November  8,  1863,  he  was  promoted  to  sergeant. 
This  battery  was  at  first  attached  to  the  Army  of  the  Potomac, 
but  in  April  of  1862  it  was  sent  south  to  join  General  Sher- 
man’s array.  Of  nearly  300  men  who  served  in  this  battery, 

150  were  mustered  out  in  Buffalo.  (One  of  these  was  still  liv- 
ing in  1932). 

After  the  war  Charles  6 moved  his  family  to  Missouri,  but 
in  a few  years  he  returned  to  Niagara  Fails,  N.Y.  He  trans- 
ferred to  Buffalo,  N.Y.,  where  for  many  years  he  was  ticket 
agent  for  the  Michigan  Central,  retiring  in  1895.  His  first 
wife,  Alzina,  died  at  Buffalo,  November  2,  1887,  and  on  Septem- 
ber 29,  1897,  he  married  Mrs.  Sarah  Craine.  She  died  at  Lock- 
port,  N.Y.  Sept.  12,  1911.  He  died  there  Jan.  15,  1916. 

Charles  Truman  6 and  his  first  wife,  Alzina  M.  Frolich, 
had  two  children:  Frank  A.  7 Saxton  and  Carrie  Ellen  7 Saxton. 

Edwin  6 Saxton  was  born  April  30,  1838,  the  last  child 
born  to  Philander  5 and  Ellen  Rose.  He  grew  up  on  a farm  and 
on  October  21,  l86l,  at  the  age  of  nineteen,  enlisted.. in  the 
Twenty-third  New  York  Battery  and  served  throughout  the  Civil 
War.  On  January  1,  1864,  he  was  made  corporal  and  on  June  7, 
1865,  he  was  promoted  to  sergeant.  He  was  mustered  out  at 
Buffalo,  New  York,  July  14,  1865. 

Immediately  after  the  war  he  took  a business  course  at 
Bryant  & Stratton's  Commercial  College.  On  December  14,  1865 
he  married  Elizabeth  Slocombe  and  settled  at  Lockport,  N.Y., 
where  he  lived  the  rest  of  his  life.  He  was  a machinist  by 
trade  and  was  employed  for  many  years  by  the  Holly  Manufactur- 
ing Company.  Later  on  he  operated  a grocery  store.  His  first 
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wife  died  April  11,  1874,  and  he  married,  secondly,  on  Septem- 
ber J,  1897,  Laura  Marilla  McKee,  who  died  at  Lockport,  Novem- 
ber 27,  1897,  at  age  fifty-six.  Edwin  6 died  December  13, 

1918. 

Other  sons  of  James  4 and  Sarah  Noble  were  William  5, 

James  5,  and  Henry  5,  and  Noble  5. 

William  5 (#23)  and  his  wife,  Mary  Betts  (the  daughter  of 
David  Betts  and  Mary  Raymond),  had  six  children:  John  6,  Ray- 
mond 6,  Polly  6,  Sally  6,  Hannah  6,  and  Sarah  6.  William  5 
served  as  a private  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  died  March 
12,  1832;  his  widow,  Mary,  in  1840. 

William  5 and  Mary's  son.  John  6 (#69),  was  born  in  Cam- 
bridge (now  Washington  County)  N.Y.,  January  27,  1780.  About 
December  1796  he  married  Esther  Niles,  the  daughter  of  Simeon 
Niles  of  Galway,  New  York,  and  Anna  Randall.  They  had  a fam- 
ily of  eight  children,  four  sons  and  four  daughters.  In  1805 
they  moved  to  Otsego  County  and  settled  at  Westville  where 
John  6 was  killed  in  the  woods  by  a falling  tree  on  April  1, 
1821.  John  6 served  in  the  War  of  1812.  Esther  died  November 
28,  1864. 

James  5 (#24)  was  born  in  Sheffield,  Mass.,  Nov.  26,  1758* 
On  June  12,  1780  he  married  Huldah  They  had  a family 

of  seven  children  and  lived,  first,  at  Hillsdale,  New  York, 
later  at  Butternuts  (now  Gilbertsville ) , Otsego  Co.,  N.Y. 

Huldah  probably  was  a member  of  a New  York  family  that  lived 
along  the  Hudson  River.  Their  names  were  on  the  membership 
list  of  the  Baptist  Church  at  Butternuts  for  the  year  1806. 
James  5 was  a soldier  in  the  Revolutionary  War.  He  died  Au- 
gust 24,  1831  at  Pomfret,  Chautauqua,  New  York.  In  1838  his 
widow,  Huldah,  was  granted  a pension  for  her  husband's  Revo- 
lutionary War  service.  She  died  at  Belvidere,  Illinois,  No- 
vember 1,  1848. 

Noble  5 (#26)  was  born  in  Sheffield,  Mass.,  Sept.  17, 

1763.  While  living  at  Spencertown,  New  York,  he  enlisted  on 
March  1,  1778  and  served  nine  months  as  a private  in  Captain 
Joshua  Whitney's  Company  in  Colonel  Alden's  Rangers  in  the 
New  York  Troops.  About  1785  he  married  Rebecca  Berry.  They 
lived  at  Monktown,  Vermont,  for  a few  years  before  returning 
to  Malone  in  Franklin  County,  New  York.  They  were  the  parents 
of  eleven  children.  Noble  died  at  Malone  February  4,  1829. 

Noble  5 and  Rebecca  had  a son,  Ebenezer  6 (#82).  He 
married  Lois  Brigham  and  resided  first  in  New  York,  then  in 
Ohio  and  later  in  Michigan.  Th§?y  had  a large  family  of  eight 
children,  two  sons  and  six  daughters.  (Nos.  234  through  240) 

The  sixth  and  last  son  of  James  4 and  Sarah  Noble  was 
Henry  5 (#28).  He  was  born  at  Sheffield,  Mass.,  on  October 
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26,  1767.  He  was  married  October  27,  1789  at  Guilford,  New 
York,  to  Mary  Alcotfc.  They  made  their  home,  first  at  Hills- 
dale, New  York,  later  at  Butternuts  in  Otsego  County.  They 
had  a family  of  nine  children:  (Nos.  100  - 108).  Henry  was 
a farmer.  He  died  August  27,  lo39  and  was  buried  on  his  own 
farm.  West  Hills,  at  Butternuts.  Hiw  widow,  Mary,  died  there 
August  28,  1846. 

The  two  daughters  of  James  4 and  Sarah  Noble  were  Abalena 
6 and  Sarah  6.  Sarah  6 married  Waltrous  Clark  about  1784,  and 
Abalena  6 married  Benjamin  Doty. 

Sarah  was  born  at  Sheffield,  Mass.,  Oct.  25.,  1765.  She 
and  her  husband,  Waltrous  Clark,  were  married  at  Hillsdale, 

New  York,  about  1784  and  had  a family  of  seven  children.  The 
seventh  child.  Lot  6 Clark  (99),  was  born  May  23,  1796  at 
Hillsdale,  Columbia  County,  N.Y.  He  studied  law  and  was  ad- 
mitted to  the  bar  June  11,  l8l6.  He  practised  law  in  Norwich, 
New  York,  and  later  in  Lockport  and  Buffalo.  He  was  projector 
of  the  first  wire  cable  bridge  over  the  Niagara  chasm  and  com- 
missioner of  the  United  States  land  office  in  Lockport  for  many 
years.  He  was  district  attorney  of  Chenango  County  from  1822 
to  1823  and  elected  to  the  Eighteenth  Congress  March  4,  1821  to 
March  3,  1825.  He  served  as  district  attorney  of  Chenango 
County  from  1828  to  1835.  He  died  at  Buffalo,  New  York,  Decem- 
ber 17,  1862.  (Biographical  Congressional  Directory,  1774  - 
1911;  Senate  Documents,  Vol.  56). 

Frank  Sylvester  8 Sexton  (469)  was  the  second  son  of 
John  Sylvester  7 (#292)  and  Rachel  E.  Howenstein,  and  great- 
great-grandson  of  James  4 and  Sarah  Noble.  He  was  born  at 
Whiteford,  Monroe  County,  Michigan,  on  December  13,  1874.  He 
was  married  there  twice,  first  to  Bertha  L.  Palmer  in  June  of 
1899.  They  had  five  children  before  Bertha  died  on  July  26, 
1913.  He  married  his  second  wife,  Hope  H.  Palmer  (sister  of 
Bertha)  on  September  11,  1920.  They  had  one  child,  Robert 
William  9 Sexton,  born  May  10,  1923.  The  family  resided  at 
Blissfield,  Michigan,  where  Frank  8 engaged  in  various  occu- 
pations: Brick  & Tile  Manufacturing;  Livery  & Ice  Business; 
Real  Estate.  He  was  one  of  the  inventors  and  patentees  of 
the  Saxmeyer  String  Tying  Machine  with  his  brothers,  Albert 
H.  8 and  James  B.  8 and  his  brother-in-law,  Jospph  J.  Bach- 
meyer.  He  organized  and  owned  the  National  Bundle  Tyer  Com- 
pany of  Blissfield. 

Nelson  7 Saxton  (#289)  was  the  son  of  Elisha  6 and  Nancy 
Arletti  Cottrell.  He  was  born  July  26,  1831,  at  Danmark,  New 
York.  He  was  about  four  years  old  when  he  moved  with  his  par- 
ents to  LaGrange,  Ohio.  In  1864  he  married  Harriet  Lucile 
Stearns  of  Olmstead  Falls,  Ohio.  He  served  in  the  Union  Army 
during  the  Civil  War,  enlisting  from  Lambertsville,  Michigan. 

He  was  captain  of  Company  M,  eighth  Michigan  Cavalry.  For 
twenty-five  years  he  was  a minister  of  the  Universalist  Church. 
He  died  at  Marshall,  Michigan,  August  18,  1890. 
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John  Z.  6 Saxton  (#8o)was  also  a descendant  of  James  4 
Sexton  and  Sarah  Noble.  He  was  born  October  4,  1792,  the  son 
of  James  5 and  Huldah  of  Sheffield,  Mass.,  later  Hillsdale 
and  Butternuts,  New  York.  He  removed  from  Fredonia,  Chautau- 
qua County,  N.Y.,  in  1840  to  Wiota,  LaFayette  Co.,  Wisconsin, 
then  known  as  Hamilton  Diggings.  In  1842  he  removed  to  Bel- 
videre.  111.,  and  in  1848  to  Argyle,  LaFayette  Co.,  Wis.  Here 
he  built  the  first  house  in  the  village.  He  was  Chairman  of 
the  town,  and  in  1851  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Argyle 
Baptist  Church.  He  married,  first,  Mary  Akin,  who  died  May 
26,  1862,  at  the  age  of  sixty-eight.  He  married,  secondly,- 
in  1862,  Mrs.  Mary  (Ferguson)  LaFollette,  mother  of  the  late 
Senator  Robert  M.  LaFollette.  John  Z.  6 Saxton  had  no  chil- 
dren but  he  and  his  first  wife  adopted  and  reared  several. 

Jehiel  6 Saxton  (#62),  grandson  of  James  4 and  Sarah 
Noble,  was  born  at  Whitehall,  Washington  Co.,  N.Y.,  August  7, 
1782,  the  fourth  of  twelve  children  born  to  Ebenezer  5 Sexton 
(#22)  and  Hannah  Loomis.  His  first  wife  was  Sally  Fuller, 
whom  he  married  about  1802.  She  bore  him  at  least  two  children 
before  she  died.  He  married  Polly  Stewart  in.  1808.  She  was 
the  daughter  of  Sergeant  Samuel  Stewart  and  Elizabeth  Abbott, 
and  said  to  be  the  first  white  child  born  at  Bristol,  Vermont. 

During  the  War  of  1812  Jehiel  6 raised  an  independent 
company  of  militia  of  which  he  was  captain.  He  took  part  in 
the  Battle  of  Plattsburg.  In  the  fall  of  1818  he  moved  with 
his  family  from  Bristol,  Vermont,  to  Newburgh,  Cuyahoga  Co., 
Ohio.  At  this  time  there  were  six  children  in  the  family,  all 
born  in  Vermont.  The  overland  journey  to  Ohio  took  six  weeks 
traveling  time.  By  the  time  they  got  there  he  had  only  time 
enough  to  put  up  a log  house  to  shelter  his  family  and  store 
the  provisions  they  had  brought  with  them  from  Vermont.  But 
by  the  time  winter  set  in  their  provisions  were  exhausted  and 
they  were  compelled  to  subsist  chiefly  on  wild  game  the  rest  of 
the  winter  and  until >such  a time  as  they  could  harvest  their 
first  crop. 

After  moving  to  Newburgh,  six  more  children  were  born  to 
them.  Nine  of  their  twelve  children  were  girls  (Nos.  192  - 201). 
Captain  Jehiel  6 died  in  1859,  his  widow  Polly,  in  1865.  Their 
oldest  son,  Jehiel  7 Saxton  (#193 ),  was  born  at  Bristol,  Addi- 
son Co.,  Vermont,  July  14;  1812;  before  the  family  moved  to 
Cuyahoga  Co., Ohio.  He  grew  up  in  Ohio  and  on  June  ?7,  1837, 
was  married  to  Emeline  Axtel  Morse,  born  at  Jay,  Maine,  March 
18,  1821,  the  daughter  of  Daniel  Morse  and  Lucretia  Sawyer. 

Jehiel  Clintin  7 (#193)  was  a civil  engineer  and  served 
as  Surveyor  of  Cuyahoga  County  and  Deputy  State  Surveyor  of 
Ohio.  He  laid  part  of  the  first  railway  built  between  Detroit 
and  Chicago.  He  lived  most  of  his  life  fit  Cleveland,  but  lived 
for  six  years  in  Michigan.  He  died  in  Cleveland  January  30, 
1895.  His  widow,  Emeline,  died  September  28,  1898.

JOSEPH  2 AND  HIS  DESCENDANTS 

George  and  Katherine  Sexton's  fourth  son,  Jospph  2,  was  born 
at  Westfield,  Hampden  Co.,  Mass.,  3 Feb.  1664.  He  grew  up  there 
and  on  Nov.  20,  1690  was  married  at  Lebanon,  New  London  Co.,  Conn., 
to  Hannah  Wright  (b.  28  July  1669,  at  Springfield,  Hampden  Co., 
Mass.,  the  da.  of  Abel  Wright  (d.  29  Oct.  1725  a.  94)  and  Martha 
Kitcherell). 

Joseph  2 and  Martha  made  their  home  at  Enfield,  Tolland  Co., 
Conn.,  where  Joseph  2 taught  school,  was  Captain  of  the  Militia, 
and  prominent  in  public  affairs  during  the  time  their  children 
were  growing  up. 

Their  first  child,  Gershom  3 was  married  twice,  first  to 
Abigail  King;  secondly,  to  Hannah  Pease'  Miller. 

Hannah  was  married,  first,  to  John  Harmon;  second,  to  Robert 
Pease. 

Joseph  3 married,  first,  Sarah  Parsons;  second  Mary  Meacham 
Collins. 

Mindwell  3 married  Ebenezer  Pease. 

Daniel  3 married  Mary  Douglas. 

Amos  3 married  Elizabeth  Morris. 

Ezekiel  3 married  Grace  Collins. 

Charles  3 married  Bathsheba  Greer  (or  Geer). 

Charles  3,  the  last  of  these  eight  children,  was  born  Janu- 
ary 27,  1708,  at  Enfield.  That  same  year  Hannah's  mother,  Martha 
Kitcherell,  was  scalped  by  the  Indians  but  lived  on  for  several 
months  before  she  died  in  October  of  1709. 

The  genealogical  statistics  on  Joseph  2 and  Hannah's  descen- 
dants can  be  found  in  the  alphabetical  and  numerical  listings  at 
the  end  of  Part  V.  Here,  too,  many  more  surnames  can  be  found, 
such  as  Alber,  Crane,  Dwight,  Eldridge,  Johnson,  Lane,  Nelsen, 
Prentice,  and  others.  There  were  many  well-known  and  prominent 
men  among  Joseph  2 and  Hannah's  descendants  as  can  be  seen  in  the 
following  pages. 

Gershom  3 and  his  first  wife,  Abigail  King  of  Hartford,  had 
one  child,  Amos  4,  born  at  Enfield,  Conn.,  Feb.  24,  1710/11,  be- 
fore Abigail  died.  His  second  wife,  Hannah  (Pease)  Miller,  was 
born  in  June  1694.  She  was  the  widow  of  David  Miller  who  died 
in  1715  and  the  daughter  of  Robert  Pease  and  Abigail  Randall. 

Gershom  1 and  Hannah  had  eight  children:  Gershom,  Mary, 
Jonathan,  David,  Hannah,  Tabitha,  Ashabel,  and  Penelope  4 Sexton. 
Jonathan  4 and  David  4 were  twins,  and  Tabitha  and  Ashabel  were 
twins . 

The  family  apparently  lived  at  Stafford  in  Tolland  County, 
as  an  excerpt  taken  from  the  Public  Records  of  Conn,  of  May  1722, 
pps.  325-327  (313)  reads  as  follows:  Upon  the  petition  of  Gershom 
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Sexton,  in  behalf  of  the  inhabitants  of  Stafford,  shewing  that 
the  tax  granted  by  this  Assembly  of  fifteen  shillings  on  each 
right  of  land  in  said  town  is  insufficient  to  enable  them  for 
the  settlement  of  a minister  and  building  a meeting  house,  &c  - 
praying  that  the  said  tax  may  be  enlarged:  This  Assembly  grant 
a tax  of  forty  shillings  per  annum  on  each  right  of  land  in  said 
town  for  three  years,  and  Mr.  Ebenezer  Pitcher's  lands  to  be  con- 
sidered as  one  right  and  a half. 

Gershom  4 (#12)  was  the  first  son  of  Gershom  3 and  Hannah. 

He  was  married  on  November  4,  1736  to  Abigail  Gary  at  Enfield, 
Conn.  They  had  two  children,  Abigail  3 and  Jesse  5 Sexton. 

Abigail  5 (#52)  married  Francis  Baxter  on  June  3,  1764.  The} 
had  three  children:  David  6,  Sarah  6,  and  William  6 Baxter.  It 
is  through  Sarah  6 (#98)  who  married  Elizur  Talcott  that  Ger- 
shom 3 and  Hannah's  line  is  carried  on.  See  numbers  179  through 
190  in  the  numerical  index. 
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Joseph  2 (#5)  was  the  third  child  of  Joseph  2 Sexton  and 
Hannah  Wright.  He  was  born  21  Oct.  1694  at  Westfield,  Mass.,  and 
grew  up  there.  He  was  married,  1st,  14  Oct.  1723  to  Sarah  Parsons 
(b.  10  Nov.  1704/5,  the  daughter  of  Samuel  August  Parsons  and  Han- 
nah (Chapin)  Hitchcock:.  They  had  eleven  children  before  Sarah 
died  on  August  25,  17^-7  at  age  42.  See  numbers  20  through  30  for 
a list  of  their  children. 

On  March  16,  1748,  Joseph  3 married,  as  his  second  wife, 

Mrs.  Mary  (Meachara)  Collins.  They  had  one  child,  Mary  4,  who 
died  unmarried  July  20,  1774. 

Joseph  4 (#20),  the  first  of  Joseph  3 and  Sarah  Parson's 
children,  was  born  at  Enfield,  Tolland,  Conn.  He  grew  up  there 
and  on  November  8,  1749,  married,  first,  Rebecca  Chapin  (b.  25 
Feb.  1726,  at  Springfield,  Mass.,  the  daughter  of  Jonathan  Chapin 
and  Elizabeth  Burt).  They  had  five  children  before  Rebecca  died. 
(See  numbers  50  through  59  in  the  numerical  Index). 

In  1760,  the  year  after  Rebecca's  death,  Joseph  4 married 
as  his  second  wife,  Mary  4 Sexton  (b.  2 Aug.  1735  at  Somers,  the 
daughter  of  his  Uncle  Daniel  3 Sexton  and  Mary  Douglas).  They 
had  nine  children.  See  numbers  60  through  68. 

The  descent  from  Joseph  4 is  carried  on  mainly  through  his 
sons,  Benjamin  5 who  married  Hanna  Mae  ; Joseph  5 who  mar- 

ried Hannah  Cadwell;  Ezra  5 who  married  Martha  "Patty"  Chapin; 
and  Freegrace  5 (the  son  of  Joseph  4 and  .'Mary  Sexton)  who  mar- 
ried Anna  Cushman. 
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David  4 (#25)  was  born  August  4,  1734  at  Deerfield,  Somers 
Co.,  Conn.,  the  son  of  Joseph  3 and  Sarah  Parsons.  He  held  a 
prominent  position  and  was  highly  regarded  by  his  peers,  as 
shown  by  an  excerpt  from  the  '’History  of  Deerfield"  by  Sheldon, 

Vo!.  II: 

David  Sexton  was  born  in  1734.  He  was  a shoemaker;  had 
#29  shillings  for  ringing  the  bell  one  year,  1770;  bought  a 
building  lot  in  1760  and  built  there  the  house  now  owned  by 
Robert  Childs;  he  here  set  up  a tavern  keeping  and  his  house  be- 
came the  headquarters  for  the  Whigs  during  the  Revolutionary 
struggle,  in  which  he  took  a prominent  part;  he  is  a good  exam- 
ple of  that  class  of  men  who  came  to  the  front  in  that  great  up- 
heaval of  society  and  supplanted  those  to  whom  they  had  been  accus- 
tomed to  follow  and  proved  he  was  an  able  man  and  held  to  his  deati 
a high  position  among  the  River  Gods  of  the  valley;  he  was  justice 
of  the  peace;  representative  two  years,  and  senator  12  years; 
dying  in  office  September  21,  1800.  He  married  on  the  13th  of 
December  1758  Rebecca  Barnard,  daughter  of  Ebenezer  Barnard  and 
Elizabeth  Foster;  she  was  found  dead  in  her  bed  on  the  morning 
of  July  18,  1805. 

David  4 and  Rebecca  had  four  children:  Anna  5 who  married 
Ebenezer  Wells;  David  3,  a shoemaker  and  Revolutionary  War  soldier, 
who  married  Bathsheba  Faxon;  Ebenezer  5,  a shoemaker,  who  married 
Bethia  Ashley;  and  Rufus  5 (Deputy  sheriff,  representative  seven 
years,  and  prominent  in  other  town  and  country  affairs)  who  mar- 
ried Tirzah  Ashley,  the  daughter  of  Jonathan  Ashley. 

Rufus  5 (#74)  and  Tirzah  Ashley  were  married  28  Oct.  1791 
and  had  seven  children  (numbers  139  through  145).  Their  second 
child,  Jonathan  Ashley  6 (l40),  was  a man  ahead  of  his  times,  as 
brought  out  in  the  following  excerpt  taken  from  the  "History  of 
Deerfield"  by  Sheldon: 

Jonathan  Ashley  Sexton,  born  12  January  1795,  studied  law  at 
Claremont,  N.H.;  admitted  to  Franklin  Co.  Bar  in  1817;  but  law 
was  not  to  his  taste;  his  jurisdiction  and  his  philosophy  would 
not  mix.  To  him  judge's  law  and  the  law  of  right  were  not  in 
harmony,  and  he  gave  little  attention  to  his  profession;  his 
line  of  thought  ran  more  to  trout  than  to  Trent;  to  pickerel 
than  to  Pickering;  to  black  bass  than  to  Blackstone;  his  original 
bent  was  towards  the  occupation  of  "Adam, " but  choosing  rather  to 
chop  logic  than  logs  he  turned  to  literature;  in  1823  he  became 
associated  with  Ansel  Phelps  and  edited  the  "Franklin  Herald;" 
the  partnership  was  dissolved  June  1824;  in  1825  he  established 
the  "Franklin  Post"  and  "Christian  Freeman,"  and  opened  a law  of- 
fice in  Guilford.  Both  were  moved  from  Guilford  to  N.H.  within 
a year  or  two  and  soon  died  of  starvation.  He  published  the 
"Child  Book  of  Atmosphere,"  Boston,  1835;  and  was  a contributor 
to  the  Boston  Quarterly  Review  and  the  Democratic  Review.  He  was 
an  able  and  forceful  writer,  a radical  and  advanced  thinker,  and 
an  ardent  Abolitionist  of  the  old  school  and  one  of  the  first  to 
advocate  "women's  rights;"  in  ethics  and  metaphysics  his  theories 
were  often  impractical,  but  he  held  that  if  the  world  was  not  read? 
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William  Chapin  6 (#111),  the  ninth  child  of  Ezra  6 (#59) 
and  Martha  "Patty"  Chapin,  was  born  April  10,  1805  in  Duryton, 

New  York:.  He  was  married  April  12,  1827  in  Saybrook,  Ashtabula 
Co.,  Ohio,  to  Orline  Hotchkiss,  (b.  22  Oct.  1806  at  Harpersf ield, 
Asht.,  Ohio,  the  daughter  of  Joseph  Hotchkiss  and  Rhoda  Smith). 

Orline 's  father,  Joseph  Hotchkiss,  was  one  of  the  early 
pioneers  of  the  township  and  a member  of  the  little  colony  thfct 
first  settled  in  the  southwest  corner  of  Saybrook.  Their  farm 
was  first  occupied  by  Joseph,  later  by  his  son-in-law,  and  still 
later  by  his  grandson,  remaining  in  the  family  for  over  a hun- 
dred years. 


William  Chapin  6 Sexton  and  Orline  Hotchkiss  had  seven 
children.  The  first  two,  Charles  7 and  Marcia  J,  died  in  infancy. 
Travers  Miller  6,  the  third  child,  Aretas  6,  the  fourth  child, 
Joseph  Freegrace,  the  sixth  child,  and  Corydon  William  6,  the 
seventh,  were  born  and  grew  up  in  Saybrook.  The  fifth  child, 
Newell  J,  died  in  early  manhood. 


William  Chapin  Sexton  and  the 
old  Sexton  homestead  in  Saybrook. 
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to  accept  and  act  upon  his  speculations,  then  so  much  the  worse 
for  the  world;  he  died  September  22,  1874.  He  was  married  Octo- 
ber 7,  1831,  to  Miranda  Wright,  the  daughter  of  Abel  Wright.  She 
died  28  November  1844,  age  44. 

Jonathan  Ashley  6 (#140)  Sexton  and  Miranda  Wright  were  the 
parents  of  nine  children:  See  numbers  264  through  272  in  the 
Index. 

Samuel.  Willard  7 (#267)  was  the  fourth  of  these  nine  children. 
He  was  born  10  or  11  of  August.  1829  and  began  learning  the  print- 
er's trade  at  the  age  of  fifteen  at  Guilford.  He  lived  three  years 
at  Brook  Farm  Association  at  Roxbury.  On  January  6,  l86l  he  mar- 
ried Mary  Wells  Grant  of  Araesburg,  Mass.  They  had  a family  of 
seven  children. 

Samuel  Willard  7 was  a proof  reader  in  the  State  Printers 
office  in  Boston  and  worked  later  as  a printer  in  New  York  and 
Washington,  D.C.,  Ohio,  Indiana,  and  Tennessee.  In  April  of  1862 
he  was  commissioned  Captain  and  A.D.C.  and  placed  on  the  staff  of 
General  Rufus  Sexton  and  served  later  on  the  staff  of  Gen.  R.  K. 
Scott  and  Gen.  .0.  0.  Howard..  He  was  mustered  out  in  July  of  1866 
but  retained  by  Gen.  Howard  for. service  in  the  Treasurer's  Depart- 
ment. He  worked  his  way  up  to  the  head  of  a division  in  the  Comp- 
troller's office,  but  he  was  employed  occasionally  by  the  secre- 
tary on  missions  of  high  financial  trust  and  honor  in  Mexico  and 
Europe.  Being  a true  patriot  during  the  war  he  was  as  "offensive 
partisan"  to  the  South  and  his  head  was  demanded  of  the  new  admin- 
istration. He  was  accordingly  discharged  in  i860. 

Rufus  7 (#265 ),  brother  of  Samuel  Willard  7 and  son  of  Jona- 
than Ashley  6 and  Miranda  Wright,  was  born  October  19,  1824.  He 
graduated  from  West  Point  in  1845.  In  1854  he  led  a U.S.  Survey 
party  over  the  Rocky  Mountains.  In  1855  he  was  a lieutenant  in 
the  Artillery.  On  a Coast  Survey  in  1855  he  invented  ah  instru- 
ment for  deep  sea  soundings  which  bears  his  name.  He  was  Profes- 
sor of  Military  Tactics  at  Wefet  Point  in  1859.  When  the  Rebellion 
broke  out  he  was  stationed  at  St.  Louis.  He  was  with  Capt.  Lyons 
in  breaking  up  "Camp  Jackson"  May  10,  l86l.  He  was  Captain  on 
General  McClellan's  staff  in  West  Virginia,  Brigidier  General  of 
Volunteers,  April  1862,  Commander  at  Harper's  Ferry,  where  he 
checked  Stonewall  Jackson.  He  went  as  quartermaster  under  General 
W.  T.  Sherman  to  Port  Royal  in  1862.  He  was  military  governor  of 
the  Department  of  the  South  1862-65,  Brigidier  General  U.S.  A.  in 
1865,  and  quartermaster  at  the  West  in  1886.  He  married  Matilda 
G.  Thompson  of  Philadelphia  on  May  11,  1863.

Aretas  Lewis  7 Sexton  married  first,  Louise  Schellenger. 

They  had  three  children:  Marcia,  Addle  M.  and  Edgar  L.  8 Sexton. 

Travers  Miller  7 Sexton  was  married  March  6,  1866  to  Mary 
Matilda  Hill.  They  had  six  children:  William  Henry,  Zella, 
Harry,  Winifred  May,  Leo  Lloyd,  and  Effie  Orline  8 Sexton. 

Joseph  Freegrace  7 Sexton  was  married  on  October  13,  1875 
to  Mary  Ella  Harris.  They  had  two  children:  Mary  Louise  and 
Katherine  (Kate)  8 Sexton. 

Corydon  William  7 Sexton  was  married  December  26,  1876, 

1st,  to  Alice  Bentley.  They  had  four  children:  Nellie,  Walter, 
Harriet  Alice,  and  William  8 Sexton,  and  a foster  son,  Clifford 
Shaffer.  The  first  two  children  died  in  infancy.  Following 
Alice's  death,  Corydon  married  Mrs.  Helen  Skinner. 
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Travers  Miller  7 (#231),  the  third  child  of  Ezra  5 and 
Patty  Chapin,  was  born  in  Saybrook,  Ohio,  October  16,  1831.  He 
was  a carpenter.  He  served  as  a soldier  in  the  Civil  War,  en- 
listing at  Monmouth,  Reg.  83,  Illinois  Company  A.  On  March  6, 

1866  he  married  Mary  Matilda  Hill  at  Saybrook.  He  died  in  Berke- 
ley, Calif,  August  10,  1917. 

Of  Travers  7 and  Mary's  six  children,  William  Henry  8 (378) 
was  the  first  to  marry.  He  was  married  19  Sept.  1907  at  Seattle, 
Washington,  to  Emma  Matilda  Peterson  (b.  16  Sept.  1879,  the  daugh- 
ter of  Andreas  Peterson  and  Nansina  Christian  Hansen).  They  had 
two  children,  Jeanette  Marie  and  Frank  William  9 Sexton. 

Jeanette  Marie  9 (468)  was  a nurse.  She  was  born  July  29, 
1908  at  Tacoma,  Pierce  Co.,  Wash.  She  married  Ernest  Michael 
and  has  lived  alone  in  Arizona  and  Provo,  Utah  since  her  husband's 
death. 

Her  brother  Frank  William  9 (469)  was  born  Sept.  28,  1915 
at  Yelm,  Thurston  Co.,  Wash.  On  May  5,  194-3  he  married  Willa 
Leggatt.  Their  children,  William  Henry  10  and  Robert  Louis  10, 
were  born  in  San  Francisco,  California. 

Travers  and  Mary's  second  child,  Zella  8,  died  unmarried 
in  1922. 

Their  third  child,  Harry  8,  died  at  age  two. 

Winifred  May  8 (#381)  , born  in  Indianola,  Warren  Co.,  Iowa, 
Dec.  17,  1875,  was  married  Dec.  31,  1910  to  Maurice  Randall. 

They  had  one  child,  Rodney  9 Randall  (#470),  born  Dec.  21,  1916, 
in  Berkeley,  Calif.  He  was  married  May  21,  1942  to  Dorothy 
Pearson  Nightingale  (b.  Nov.  12,  1920,  Vancouver,  C.D. ) They 
had  three  children,  James  Allen,  Judy  Elizabeth,  and  Stephen 
Jeffrey  10  Randall. 

Travers  and  Mary's  fifth  child,  Leo  Lloyd  8 (#382), was  born 
Dec.  22,  1879  in  Indianola,  Warren  Co.,  Iowa. 

Leo  Lloyd  8 took  his  pre-med  at  the  University  of  Wash.  He 
graduated  from  the  University  of  Cal  Med  School  in  1908.  He  in- 
terned at  Queens  Hospital,  Honolulu,  and  practised  medicine  for 
almost  forty-one  years,  mostly  in  Hilo.  After  leaving  Queens 
Hospital  he  was  the  physician  for  the  Hokalau  plantation  on  the 
Island  of  Kauai.  It  was  there  that  he  met  Emily  Dorothea  Rice 
who  was  to  become  his  wife.  She  was  a descendant  of  William 
Harrison  Rice  who  sailed  around  the  Horn  and  came  to  Hawaii  as  a 
missionary  In  l84l. 

Leo  Lloyd  3 and  Dorothea  had  two  children:  Leo  Lloyd  9 
#471),  who  became  a well  known  artist  in  Hawaii,  and  Harold  9 
(#472),  a medical  doctor. 

Leo  Lloyd  9 was  born  24  Mar.  1912  in  Hilo,  Hawaii.  He 
married  Eleanor  Wishard  (b.  7 Mar.  1919  in  Kohala,  Hawaii).  They 
had  one  child,  Mary  Emily  10  Sexton,  born  5 Apr.  1946  in  Olas, 
Hawaii .

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Harold  9 Sexton  (#472)  was  born  25  Nov.  1914  _in  Hilo,  Hawaii, 
and  was  a pediatrician  in  the  Straub  Clinic  in  Honolulu.  He  was 
married  Mar.  15,  1942  to  Audrey  Boynton  (b.  12  Aug.  1918  In  Oak- 
land, Calif. ) They  had  three  children:  Kenneth  Drake,  Marilyn 
Rice,  and  James  Boynton  10  Sexton. 

Travers  7 and  Mary's  sixth  child,  Effie  Orline  8 (#383), 
was  born  10  Nov.  1882  in  Indianola,  Warren  Co.,  Iowa.  She  mar- 
ried Frank  Edward  Nichols  at  Berkeley,  Calif.  They  had  one  child, 
Richard  Edward  9 Nichols. 

Richard  Edward  9 Nichols  (#473)  was  born  9 July  1918.  On  29 
Aug.  1941  he  married  Dorothy  Pollard.  They  had  three  children: 
Douglas  Edward,  Katherine  Elizabeth,  and  Marilyn  Louise  10  Nichols. 
Richard  worked  for  the  F.B.I  for  about  twenty-five  years,  later  on 
tuaght  classes  in  a police  school.  All  three  of  their  children 
were  born  in  California. 

Aretas  7 (#232)  was  the  fourth  child  of  William  Chapin  6 
and  Orline  Hotchkiss.  He  was  born  at  Saybrook,  Ashtabula  Co., 

Ohio,  October  5,  1834.  On  December  29,  1859  he  married  Louise 
Schellenger.  They  had  three  children,  Marcia  Leona,  Addie  M., 
and  Edgar  L.  8 Sexton,  before  Louise  died  on  Oct.  6,  1867,  during 
the  Civil  War. 

Marcia  8 (#384)  was  born  3 Oct.  i860,  and  died  18  Jan.  1949. 
About  1884  she  married  John  Wesley  Platt  (b.  1857  at  Ithaca,  N.Y.; 
d.  1927).  They  had  five  children,  Vonia  S.,  Louis  William, 

Kenneth,  Kathleen  (or  Kathryn),  and  Aaron  9 Platt.  For  the  des- 
cendants of  these  five  children,  see  numbers  474  through  478  in 
the  Numerical  Index. 

In  1875,  eight  years  after  the  death  of  his  first  wife, 

Louise  Schellenger,  Aretas  Lewis  7 Sexton  married  Netta  Brown. 

They  had  seven  children:  Alice  Lowell,  Lewis  Aretas,  Clarence 
Foster,  Walter  Harold,  Milton,  Lee  Coradon  (Or  Corydon),  and 
Leslie  Elsworth  8 Sexton.  For  the  descendants  of  these  seven 
children,  see  numbers  385  through  391  in  the  Numerical  Index. 

Joseph  Freegracc  7 (#234)  was  the  sixth  child  of  William 
Chapin  6 and  Orline  Hotchkiss.  He  was  born  22  Dec.  1843  at  Say- 
Brook,  Ashtabula  Co.,  Ohio.  On  Oct.  13,  1875  he  married  Mary 
Ella  Harris.  They  had  two  children.  Mary  Louise  8 (#392),  born 
24  June  1876  at  Saybrook.  She  married  Dr.  John  Jackson  and  had 
one  child,  Richard  9 Jackson.  Richard  was  an  osteopathic  doctor. 

He  married  and  had  two  children,  Susan  and  Linda  10  Jackson. 

The  second  child  of  Joseph  Freegrace  7 and  Mary  Ella  Har- 
ris was  Katherine  (Kate)  Harris  8 Sexton(#393 ) , born  at  Say- 
brook, Ashtabula  Co.,  Ohio,  Nov.  3,  1886.  After  her  sister 
Mary  Louise  married,  Kate  remained  at  home  and  took  care  of 
her  parents  as  song  as  they  lived.  Her  father,  Joseph  Free- 
grace 7,  died  8 Jan.  1927.  On  October  13,  1931,  Kate  married 
Eugene  M.  Booth.  In  1978  they  were  both  living  in  the  Willam- 
ette View  Manor,  a retirement  home  in  Milwaukie,  Oregon,  a suburb 
of  Portland,  both  of  them  in  their  early  nineties.

Corydon  William  7 (#235),  born  Feb.  26,  1849  at  Saybrook, 
was  the  seventh  child  of  William  Chapin  6 Sexton  and  Orline 
Hotchkiss. 

Ori  December  26,  1876  Corydon  7 married,  first,  Alice  Bentley 
(b.  25  Jan.  1853  at  Jefferson,  Ashtabula,  Ohio,  the  daughter  of 

Cyrus  Bentley  and  Harriet ).  They  had  four  children,  Nellie 

and  Walter  who  died  in  infancy,  and  Harriet  Alice  8 and  William 
8.  Alice  died  on  April  17,  1886  when  Harriet  8 was  six  years 
old  and  William  8 four.  For  the  next  eight  years  from  the  time, 
of  Alice  's  death,  Corydon  took:  care  of  the  children  himself  until 
he  married  Mrs.  Helen  Skinner  in  November  of  1894,  who  helped  him 
care  for  the  children  as  well  as  their  foster  son,  Clifford 
Shaffer  who  lived  with  them  for  a number  of  years. 

As  his  brothers  drifted  away  from  Saybrook,  Corydon  7 was 
also  left  with  the  care  of  his  parents  until  the  time  of  their 
death.  His  father,  William  Chapin  6 Sexton  died  May  20,  1889. 

His  mother,  Orline,  died  May  30,  1893.  Both  are  buried  at  Say- 
brook. 

In  1893,  the  same  year  his  mother  died,  Corydon  7 joined  the 
Congregational  Church  at  Saybrook,  after  which  time  he  was  the 
church  clerk  for  twelve  years.  His  favorite  hymn  was  "In  the 
Cross  of  Christ  I Glory." 

Corydon-  was  a great  reader,  interested  in  both  national  and 
international  affairs,  a friend  of  nature,  and  a lover  of  birds. 
In  1920  he  suffered  an  illness  that  gradually  grew  until  his 
death  on  January  22,  1926  in  Saybrook  where  he  had  lived  all  of 
his  life. 

Aretas  Loyal  9 Sexton  (#48 1 ) , born  13  July  1913,  was  the  son 
of  Lewis  Aretas  8 Sexton  (#386)  and  Alma  Winters,  and  the  grand- 
son of  Aretas  Lewis  7 (#232)  and  Alice  Bentley.  He  was  born  at 
Freedom,  Nebraska  and  was  married  on  July  18,  1936  to  Ivy  Myrtle 
Sayer  (b.  14  Nov.  1918  at  Cambridge,  Nebraska). 

In  September  of  1937,  the  year  after  Aretas  9 and  Ivy  were 
married,  they  moved  to  Michigan  where  Aretas  9 worked  for  a 
short  time  for  the  Jiffy  Mix  flour  mill  and  later  on  at  various 
occupations  from  running  a resort  to  making  shells  in  a factory. 
He  also  worked  two  and  a half  years  on  the  B-24  Bomber  where 
his  wife  Ivy  worked  also,  before  going  to  work  for  the  University 
of  Michigan  where  she  was  employed  for  twenty  years. 

In  October  of  1944  Aretas  went  to  work  for  a small  factory 
in  Chelsea  making  parts  for  automobile  factories.  Both  he  and 
his  wife  retired  during  the  summer  of  1977  when  he  was  64,  but 
remained  in  Chelsea  until  they  sold  their  home  and  moved  to 
Pleasant  Plains,  Arkansas  in  the  fall  of  1978. 

Their  three  children  were  all  born  in  Michigan.  Mary  Lou 
10  married  David  Fenn  and  lives  in  Belleville,  Michigan.  Donald 
Ben  10  married  Lynda  Day  and  lives  in  Valejo,  California.  Ruth 
Ann  10  married  Alan  Ladd  and  moved  to  Kents  Hill  in  Maine  in  the 
fall  of  1978. 
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Ezra  5 (#59)  was  the  fifth  and  last  child  of  Joseph  4 Sexton 
and  Rebecca  Chapin.  He  was  born  at  Somers,  Conn.,  Jan.  25,  1758, 
the  year  before  Rebecca  died.  He  grew  up  and  was  still  living  at 
Somers  when  he  enlisted  on  January  1,  1776,-  to  serve  in  the  Revo- 
lutionary War.  He  served  as  a private  three  months  in  the  Conn. 
Line  under  Capt.  Abiel  Pease  and  Col.  Douglas  and  eight  months 
from  May  10,  1776  under  Capt.  Pease  and  Col.  Woolcott.  He  also 
served  as  a private  ei&ht  months  from  Mar.  1,1778  under  Capt. 
Robinson  and  Col.  Roger  Eno  and  one  year  as  a private  and  sergeant 
from  June  1,  1780,  under  Capt.  Converse  and  Col.  Wells.  His  Claim 
S.3879  for  pension  made  September  5 after  he  removed  to  Ohio,  was 
allowed. 

On  January  25,  1785,  after  the  Revolutionary  War,  Ezra  5 
married  Martha  "Patty"  Chapin  (b.  29  Aug.  1764  at  Chicopee,  Hamp- 
den, Mass.,  the  daughter  of  William  and  Martha  Chapin\  They  had 
nine  children. 

Their  first  child,  Rebecca  6 (#103)  married  a Mr.  Galloway 
and  had  three  children,  surname  Galloway. 

Ezra  6 married  Harriet 

Asaph  6 married  Elextra  Northrup. 

Lucius  6 died  young. 

Martha  "ratty"  6 married  Rodney  Willey 

Sylvester  6 married  Sarah  Hotchkiss. 

Horace  6 married  Hannah  . 

William  Chapin  6 married  ~0rline  Hotchkiss.

Ezra  6 (#104)  was  born  8 May  1788 . His  wife's  name  was 
Harriet  , They  had  four  children:  Edwin,  David,  Harriet, 

and  Leonard  7 Sexton. 

Leonard  7 # 199)  was  born  6 Nov.  1817  in  Painesville,  Ohio. 

He  was  still  a small  boy  when  the  family  moved  from  Ohio  to 
New  York.  They  returned  to  Ohio,  however,  after  about  a year 
in  New  York  and  remained  there  until  they  moved  to  Illinois  in 
1844,  and  to  Iowa  in  l86l. 

In  the  meantime,  while  the  family  was  still  living  in  Illi- 
nois, Leonard  7 joined  the  Masonic  Lodge  in  1854,  and  the  follow- 
ing year,  on  July  1855,  he  married  Mary  Keziah  Sharron  in  Newton 
Falls,  Ohio.  Mary  Kesiah  Sharron  was  born  15  March,  1838,  the 
daughter  of  Hugh  Sharron  (b.  Nov.  1790,*  d.  Mar.  20  1838)  and  Anna 
DePue  (b.  17  Apr.  1801;  d.  7 May  1890). 

Leonard  7 and  Mary  had  a family  of  seven  children:  Ezra, 
Hugh,  Henry,  Riley,  Leonard,  Frank,  and  Mary  8 Sexton,  the  first 
three  born  in  Illinois,  the  last  four  in  Iowa. 

Ezra  8 (#369)  was  nineteen;  Hugh  8 (370),  was  eighteen; 

Henry  8 (#371)  was  fifteen;  Riley  8 (#372)  was  thirteen;  Leonard 
8 (#373)  was  seven;  Frank  8 (#374)  was  four;  and  Mary  8 (#375) 
was  one  when  the  family  decided  to  move  out  West  in  1875* 
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Leonard  Sexton  Mary  Kaziah  Sharron  Sexton 
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In  San  Francisco  they  boarded  the  sailing  ship,  "John  L. 
Stevens,"  bound  for  Portland,  Oregon.  Shortly  out  of  port  they 
ran  into  the  teeth  of  a gale  which  buffeted  the  vessel  and  its 
500  passengers  for  five  nights  and  four  days  before  it  finally 
limped  into  the  Columbia  River  and  the  harbor  at  Portland. 

From  Portland  the  family  went  on  to  Albany,  several  miles 
farther  south  in  the  Willamette  Valley  and  engaged  in  farming 
there  for  about  two  years.  But  not  liking  the  rain  in  the 
Valley,  Leonard  7 decided  to  look  over  the  wheatlands  of  the 
Palouse  Country  in  Washington  and  set  out  in  company  with  George 
Charmichael  on  a pair  of  ponies. But  when  they  got  to  Walla  Walla, 
Leonard  7 ra^.de  up  his  mind  that  "this  was  it,  " and  stopped  only 
long  enough  to  buy  provisions  for  the  return  trip  to  Albany  to 
get  his  family. 

In  Albany  Leonard  7 bought  two  good  teams  and  two  wagons 
and  supplies,  and  they  left  for  Walla  Walla  in  June.  The  trip 
was  long  and  exhausing  for  the  entire  family.  They  ran  into 
lots  of  rain  while  passing  through  the  Cascades,  and  getting 
through  the  Santiam  Pass  where  they  crossed  and  re-crossed  the 
river  many  times  was  very  difficult. 

They  finally  arrived  in  Walla  Walla,  Wash.,  however,  on 
July  8,  1877  and,  after  driving  down  Main  Street,  stopped  for 
the  night  at  what  was  later  the  site  of  the  Green  Park  School. 

The  following  day  they  went  on  to  the  home  of  the  Joe  Paul  family, 
former  Iowa  neighbors,  at  the  mouth  of  Dry  Creek  on  the  Touchet 
River. 

Liking  what  he  saw  of  the  land  in  the  Dry  Creek-Toucftet 
area,  Leonard  7 filed  a preemptive  claim  of  160  acres  near  the 
Paul  place  and  farmed  it  for  three  or  four  years.  After  selling 
this  place,  he  first  rented,  then  bought  200  acres  of  farm  land 
east  of  the  Tum-a-lum  School  and  south  of  the  Washington  line 
a few  miles  from  Freewater  (now  Milton-Freewater ) in  Umatilla 
County,  Oregon.  Later  on  he  added  another  eighty  acres  which, 
his  sons  helped  him  f am  for  a number  of  years.  However,  in  1886, 
two  of  the  sons,  Hugh  8 and  Leonard  8,  bought  the  280  acres  from 
their  father  and  farmed  it  themselves,  along  with  an  additional 
400  acres  they  rented  from  John  Hill  of  Walla  Walla,  and  160 
acres  they  rented  from  Major  Kiefer  of  Walla  Walla.  Theif  father, 
Leonard  7,  died  on  the  farm  at  Umatilla  on  March  2,  1897. 

In  the  meantime,  three  of  the  children  had  married.  Henry 
8 was  married  on  March  12,  1889  in  Walla  Walla,  Wash.,  to  Amy 
(Stetson)  DeHaven  and  became  the  father  of  four  children:  Basil, 
Beryl,  Mildred  and  Kenneth  9 Sexton,  the  first  three  born  in 
Walla  Walla,  the  fourth  and  last  at  Enterprise,  Oregon. 

Ezra  8 married  Edith  Florea  on  November  28,  1889*  at  Wasco, 
Oregon.  They  had  two  children.  Rosette  and  Hughie  9*  both  of 
whom  died  at  an  early  age. 
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The  next  of  Leonard  7 Sexton's  family  to  marry  was  his  daugh- 
ter, Mary  8 (#375),  who  married  William  Kaseberg.  They  had  three 
children  before  William  died  on  April  23,  1904:  Frankie,  Eliza- 
beth, and  an  infant  who  died.  Following  William's  death,  Mary  8 
married  Thomas  Eubanks  (b.  9 Nov.  1874;  d.  15  Dec.  1924,  at  Walla 
Walla,  Wash. ) Mary  8 was  born  24  Nov.  1874  at  Palmyra,  Warren 
County,  Iowa,  and  died  Feb.  19,  1932  at  Walla  Walla,  Washington. 

Riley  8 Sexton  (#372)  was  the  fourth  child  of  Leonard  7 and 
Mary  Keziah  Sharron.  Like  his  father  and  brothers,  he  was  a wheat 
farmer  in  Eastern  Oregon  and  Washington.  But  due  to  an  unusual 
and  remarkable  chain  of  events,  probably  could  lay  claim  to  more 
fame  than  all  of  tais  brothers  put  together.  Born  November  9, 

1862  at  Marshalltown,  Iowa,  he  was  thirty-nine  or  forty  years  old 
when  he  was  married  at  Pendleton,  Oregon,  April  25,  1901,  to 
Jennie  Wilkinson. 

Jennie  (June  Mathilda)  Wilkinson  was  a first  generation 
descendant  of  a family  which  crossed  the  plains  in  a covered 
wagon  in  1889.  Her  maternal  grandparents  were  Nathan  Bliss  (b. 

4 Mar.  1813  at  Genesee,  N.Y.;  d.  5 Dec.  1887 ) and  Aberlielah 
Haines  (b.  7 Sept.  1822;  d.  26  Nov.  1898)  who  were  married  on 
16  April  1845. 

Nathan  Bliss  and  Aberlielah  Haines  were  the  parents  of 
Jennie's  mother,  Amanda  Claranada  Bliss  (b.  9 Oct.  1848;  d.  9 
Oct.  1933  in  Milton,  Oregon). 

Amanda  Claranada  Bliss  was  married,  first,  20  August  1871 
to  Peter  Balliett  (b.  Feb.  1843;  d.  16  Dec.  1876).  Three  chil- 
dren (Rock,  Hattie,  and  John)  were  born  to  them  before  Peter 
died..  .1 

On  15  Sept.  1878,  two  years  after  Peter's  death,  Amanda 
was  married  in  Nebraska  to  David  Wilkinson  as  his  second  wife. 

David  and  Amanda's  first  child,  Jennie  (June  Mathilda),  was 
born  12  June  1879,  the  year  after  they  were  married,  in  Oakdale, 
Nebraska.  Four  more  children  (Minnie,  Frank,  Emma,  and  Bessie) 
were  born  to  them  in  Nebraska  before  the  family  crossed  the 
plains  in  a covered  wagon  and  settled  in  Milton,  Oregon. 

According  to  tradition,  David  Wilkinson  was  a man  of  many 
talents,  perhaps  some  of  them  due  to  necessity  as  much  as  from 
choice.  He  was  said  to  be  doctor,  veterinarian,  dentist  (he 
made  his  own  forceps),  justice  of  the  peace,  and  hotel  owner, 
as  well  as  blacksmith.  The  bell  used  to  call  the  people  to  their 
meals  in  the  hotel  is  still  in  the  family. 

During  the  war  David  tried  to  enlist,  but  he  was  not 
accepted  due  to  a crooked  arm.  However,  his  brother  Willard 
enlisted  and  not  only  fought,  but  was  captured  and  imprisoned, 
and  had  a bullet  in  his  hip  that  was  never  removed. 
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On  September  5,  1862  Jennie's  grandfather,  Nathan  Bliss, 
enlisted  in  the  Civil  War  and  served  as  a Corporal  in  the  Grey- 
beards - an  order  of  older  men  (near  50)  who  were  protectors  of 
the  home  folks  and  cleaned  and  repaired  guns. 

Jennie  Wilkinson  was  about  twenty- two  and  Riley  8 (#372) 
Sexton  about  forty  when  they  met  and  were  married  at  Pendleton, 
Oregon,  on  April  25,  1901. 

They  had  been  married  just  under  a year  when  their  first 
set  of  twins,  Maude  9 and  Myrtle  9,  were  born  on  March  6,  1902. 
There  had  been  other  twins  in  the  family,  so  this  was  not  too 
unusual,  and  when  their  third  child,  Milo,  arrived  at  Milton, 
Oregon  on  July  20,  1904,  things  seemed  to  be  quite  normal.  But 
on.  October  23,  1909,  a second  set  of  twins,  Dorsey  9 and  Dale  9, 
were  born  at  Walla  Walla,  Washington.  Then  on  March  29,  1913, 
a third  set  of  twins,  Leonard  9 and  Lowell  9,  were  born  at  Dixie, 
Washington,  and  on  April  16,  1916,  a fourth  set,  Mary  9 and 
Martha  9,  arrived  at  Dixie,  Washington.  All  nine  children  were 
born  in  the  space  of  fourteen  years,  setting  a record  that  would 
be  difficult  to  match  anywhere. 

After  farming  for  several  years  in  Eastern  Oregon  and  Wash- 
ington, the  family  moved  to  the  Bellingham-Sedro-Wooley  area  in 
Western  Washington  where  Riley  died  on  January  22,  1929,  leaving 
Jennie  a widow  at  age  50.

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Jennie  Sexton  Greets  Another  Busy  Year

Jennie  Sexton,  young  in  heart 
tnd  blithe  of  spirit,  celebrated 
her  82nd  birthday  here  Sunday. 

On  band  for  the  party  were  all 
of  her  nine  children— four  sets  of 
twins  and  another  son. 

“We've  always  said  Mama  had 
four  pairs  and  a peach.”  whimsi- 
cally noted  Martha  (Mrs.  Harry 
Sanford)  at  whose  home  the 
party  was  held. 

“I  had  to  think  that  one  up  be- 
fore tile  girls  decided  on  four 
pairs  and  a lemon,”  added  Milo, 
the  “peach”  of  the  family. 

As  the  clan  gathered  — 38 
counting  "twigs  and  leaves” — 
they  filled  the  house  with  their 
laughter  and  searched  back 
through  the  years  for  all  the  hap- 
py times  on  the  farms  in  Belling- 
ham and  Sedro  Woolley,  Wash., 
when  the  gang  was  growing  up. 

Here  they  were  together  again 
—a  closely-knit  family:  Martha’s 
twin,  Mary — they’re  45  and  the 
youngest;  Maude  and  Myrtle,  the 
first-born,  now  59;  Dorsey  and 
Dale,  who  share  52nd  birthdays 
this  year;  Leonard  and  Lowell, 
who  claim  48  anniversaries;  Milo, 
the  peach,  who  arrived  alone,  in 
1904.  But  he  says  he  never  felt 
left  out  because  he  wasn’t  a twin 
— after  all,  he  “had  the  privilege 
of  being  baby  of  the  family  the 
longest  time,  five  years.” 


Strangely  enough,  there  were 
no  twins  on  either  side  of  Mrs. 
Sexton’s  family  — and  there 
have  been  no  twins  in  her  chil- 
dren’s or  their  children’s  fami- 
lies. Asked  if  she  was  a bit  flab- 
bergasted when  the  second  and 
third  sets  arrived,  she  said: 

“There  wasn’t  time  to  wonder 
about  anything  — there  was  too 
much  work  to  do!” 

When  the  fourth  pair  was  an- 
nounced, she  was  a bit  surprised 
— the  doctor  had  said  “possibly 
triplets.”  Her  only  question  was 
“is  there  a girl  among  them?" 
for  the  five  before  that  had  been 
boys. 

Nine  children  in  14  years  — at 
one  time  there  were  six  under 
seven  years  of  age  — spelled  a 
lot  of  work.  But  Jennie  Sexton 
managed  cheerfully  without  any 
outside  help. 

“She  sewed  for  all  of  us,  did 
all  the  baking,  and  when  she 
washed  overalls  for  five  boys, 
there  were  plenty  on  the  line,” 
exclaimed  Martha. 

“But  when  a neighbor  was  sick, 
she  took  care  of  him  along  with 
her  own  family,”  added  Maude. 

NO  TEEN  TROUBLE 

Widowed  at  50  when  the 
youngest  set  of  twins  was  only  13, 
Jennie  Sexton  knew  how  to  man- 
age. She  was  resourceful,  a hard 


worker,  and  never  lacked  a sense 
of  humor,  this  woman  who  had 
been  born  in  Nebraska  and  1879 
and  come  to  Oregon  by  covered 
wagon  when  she  was  only  12  to 
settle  with  her  parents  on  a wheat 
ranch  near  Milton-Freewater. 

“Mamma  learned  to  drive  the 
old  Model  T touring  car  and  we 
all  piled  in  to  go  to  ballgames 
and  dances,  and  for  swims  and 
skates,”  recalled  Martha.  And 
Maude  added: 

“All  the  neighbors  said  to  their 
children  *if  Mrs.  Sexton’s  going, 
you  can  go  along,’  so  really  a par- 
ty depended  on  whether  or  not 
Manu  would  go.” 

Six  teenagers  at  home  was  no 
problem.  Everybody  pitched  in  to 
help  and  the  boys  learned  to  cook 
and  clean  as  well  as  the  girls. 
Mama  was  the  bookkeeper  and 
often  was  “at  her  wit’s  end  keep- 
ing track  of  whose  money  was 
in  which  pocket  and  which  en-j 
velope.”  Everyone  learned  to  i 
swim  at  the  “Y”  and  played  ball 
on  the  church  teams.  Mama  was 
interested  in  lodges  and  church, 
but  she  was  always  home  when 
the  children  arrived  from  schooL, 
She  encouraged  them,  too,  to  fol- 
low the  line  of  work  they  wanted 
to  do. 

WAR  AND  PEACE 

When  the  war  came.  Jennie 
Sexton  said  the  prayers  that 
brought  four  of  her  brood  back 
from  far  corners  of  the  world. 
Maude  was  in  Korea  with  the 
American  Red  Cross;  Lowell  was 
in  the  Army  Air  Corps;  Leonard, 
chief  machinist's  mate  in  the 
Navy,  saw  action  on  every  major 
front,  going  in  with  the  first 
wave  in  invasions  of  Africa,  Italy, 
France,  Okinawa;  Dale  was  with 
the  Navy  Seabees  in  Alaska  and 
the  South  Pacific. 

Jennie  herself  learned  to  type 
and  took  a job  with  the  Washing- 
ton State  Civilian  Defense  Coun- 
cil, mailing  material  to  the  135 


stations  around  the  state,  and 
bolstering  up  everybody's  mor- 
ale with  pots  of  coffee  and  quiet 
courage. 

Today,  Mrs.  Sexton  lives  in  Se- 
attle in  a house  that  has  every 
modern  labor-saving  gadget,  in- 
cluding an  electric  can  opener. 
Making  their  home  with  her  are 
Maude,  Dorsey  and  Leonard. 
She’s  still  cooking  (and  it’s  hard 
to  remember  there  aren’t  nine  at 
home).  She  has  a flower  garden, 
reads,  does  needlepoint  and  keeps 
up  with  ball  games,  wrestling 
matches  and  every  news  com- 
mentator on  TV. 

She  still  banks  money  for  the 
family  and  shops  for  everyone — 
“Mama  can  pick  out  things  we 
like  better  than  if  we’d  gone 
down  town  ourselves  for  she 
seems  to  understand  what  people 
need  and  want" 

After  all — Jennie  Sexton  has 
always  been  happiest  doing  some- 
thing for  someone  else,  and  why 
bother  to  change  at  82! 
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Maude  9 (#^55)  was  a teacher.  She  lived  in  Seattle,  Wash- 
ington, where  she  shared  her  home  with  her  brothers,  Dorsey  and 
Leonard.  As  the  "oldest"  twin,  she  kept  the  family  genealogi- 
cal records  and  shared  them  with  other  relatives. 

Myrtle  9 (#^56)  was  also  a teacher.  She  married  H.  M.  Nel- 
sen  at  Sedro  Woolley,  Washington,  on  June  21,  1928.  They  had 
three  children,  Janet,  Gwen,  and  John  10  Nelsen.  Their  home  is 
in  Tacoma,  Washington. 

Milo  9 (#^57)  was  married  August  13,  1927  at  Bellingham, 
Washington,  to  Nada  Hall.  They  have  three  children,  David,  Sharon 
and  Mary  Lee  10  Sexton.  They  live  at  Sedro  Woolley,  Wash.,  where 
Milo  9 is  owner  of  a conservation  tree  farm  and  a cattle  ranch. 

Dorsey  9 (#^58)  and  Leonard  9 (#460)  are  both  welders  in 
Seattle  where  they  live  with  their  sister,  Maude.. 

Dale  9 (#^59)  was  married  December  5,  19^8  at  Silverton, 
Oregon,  to  Emma  Reed.  They  had  one  daughter,  Darlene  10  Sexton. 
For  a number  of  years  Dale  9 was  co-owner  of  a plywood  plant  with 
his  brother,  Lowell  9 in  McMinnville,  Oregon.  During  his  last 
years  he  was  in  a Nursing  Home.  He  died  in  Gresham,  Oregon,  on 
August  28,  1978. 

Lowell  9 (#^6l)  married  Marie  Dalstrom  in  Rochester,  Wash., 
on  June  5,  19^-3.  They  have  two  children,  Karen  and  Leonard  10 
Sexton  and  live  in  McMinnville,  Oregon,  where  he  and  his  brother 
Dale  9 were  co-owners  in  a plywood  company  for  a number  of  years. 

Mary  9 (#462)  was  married  in  Seattle,  Washington,  January 
17 , 1937  to  Philip  Frickel.  They  have  two  sons,  Verlin  and  Larry 
10  Frickel. 

Martha  9 (#463)  was  married  January  7,  1937 , to  Harry  C. 
Sanford.  They  have  four  children,  Jennie,  Harry  C.,  Mary  Lou, 
and  John  0.  10  Sanford,  and  live  in  Eugene,  Oregon,  where  Mr. 
Sanford  is  store  and  sales  manager  of  a local  firm. 

Most  of  the  children  in  these  families  are  now  married  and 
have  families  of  their  own. 
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The  last  reunion  was  held  in  Tacoma,  Wash.,  in  1974  when  all  nine  of  the 
children  were  present.

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Riley's  brothers,  Hugh  8 and  Leonard  8 (#370  & #373)  had 

continued  to  operate  the  farm  at  Umatilla  until  1906  when  they 
sold  out.  After  retiring  from  farming  Leonard  8,  who  had  never 
married,  was  deputy  sheriff  for  Umatilla  County  for  over  twenty 
years.  On  January  12,  1953,  friends  and  relatives  gathered  to 
pay  him  homage  with  a birthday  cake  ablaze  with  a veritable 
"bonfire"  of  85  candles  and  a "necklace"  of  dimes,  one  for  each 
year.  Leonard  8 died  in  Pendleton,  Oregon,  November  11,  1961. 
His  brother,  Hugh  8,  died  August  8,  1926  in  Walla  Walla,  Wash. 
Another  brother,  Henry  8,  who  died  in  Deming,  New  Mexico,  and 
married  Amy  (Stetson)  DeHaven,  left  a number  of  descendants  in 
the  Walla  Walla  Country. 

Frank  8 died  in  Walla  Walla  on  October  31,  1928,  and  Mary 
8,  who  married  William  H.  Kaseberg,  died  Feb.  19,  1943  and 
left  several  descendants  in  the  Umatilla  area. 

Interesting  data  about  more  of  Joseph  2 and  Hannah's  des- 
cendants can  be  found  in  the  genealogy  section  of  Part  V.  How- 
ever, Freegrace  2 (#67),  the  son  of  Joseph  4 and  Mary  4 Sexton, 
holds  the  record  for  fatherine  the  most  children  with  only  one 
mother.  His  wife,  Anna  Cushman,  gave  birth  to  sixteen  children 
between  1798  and  1827  (numbers  112  through  127  in  the  Index). 

Another  cousin,  William  H.  6 Sexton  (#147),  the  son  of 
John  5 and  Tirzah  Hawks,  fathered  seventeen  children  by  two 
wives.  His  first  wife,  Nancy  Ball,  gave  birth  to  fourteen 
children  between  1932  and  1955.  His  second  wife,  Hannah  Briggs, 
had  three  children  between  1956  and  i860)  numbers  275  through 
291). 
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Edward  Bailey  8 Sexton  (#368)  was  the  son  of  Joseph  7 Sex- 
ton and  Georgiana  Hazard.  He  was  born  Jan.  24,  1852,  at  Ware- 
house Point,  Conn.  His  father,  Joseph  J,  was  Superintendent  of 
the  Hazard  Powder  Company  at  Hazardville,  Conn. 

Edward  8 was  educated  at  Chester  School.  Having  inherited 
a fortune,  he  devoted  his  life  to  handling  his  own  investments 
and  philanthropic  activities.  He  was  a member  of  the  National 
Geographic  Society  and  the  American  Historical  Association,  N. 

H.,  Chamber  of  Music  Society,  and  Church  Club  of  New  York:.  He 
was  vestryman  in  the  Church  of  the  Transfiguration  (Little  Church 
Around  the  Corner)  1893-1907)  and  of  The  Church  of  The  Heavenly 
Rest  1907-198©-  He  was  married  December  20,  1883  to  Ella  Marion 
Smith,  daughter  of  John  Jewell  Smith  of  Somerville,  N.J.  They 
had  no  children.  From  the  National  Cyclopedia  of  American  Bio- 
graphy, Vol . 25,  p.  130. 

The  following  is  also  from  The  National  Cyclopedia  of 
American  Biography: 

William  Lord  Sexton  (9)  (#448),  investment  banker,  was  born 
at  Warehouse  Point,  Conn.,  April 
22,  1875,  the  son  of  George  Ho- 
bart and  Mary  (Lord)  Sexton.  His 
first  known  paternal  American  an- 
cestor was  George  Sexton  who  same 
from  England  and  settled  at  West.- 
field.  Mass.  From  him  and  his 
wife,  Katherine,  the  descent  is 
through  Capt.  Joseph  Sexton  and 
Hannah  Wright;  Joseph  Sexton  and 
Sarah  Parsons;  Joseph  Sexton  and 
Rebecca  ChapinJ  Joseph  Sexton 
and  Hannah  Cadwell;  Chester  Sex- 
ton and  Linda  Warriner;  and 
Bazaleel  Sexton  and  Elizabeth 
Phelps,  the  grandparents  of 
William  Lord  Sexton.

broker  for  the  Equitable  Mortgage  Company  of  New  York.  In  1907 
he  became  a partner  in  the  firm  of  Bertron,  Grissoom  & Jenks, 
investment  bankers  of  New  York  and  Philadelphia.  When  the  com- 
pany was  incorporated  in  1918  he  was  made  president.  He  re- 
signed in  1921^ and  since  has  not  been  in  business.  In  1926 
he  and  his  sister  inherited  the  New  Almaden  Mines  Corp.,  in 
California.  This  Corporation  owns  what  was  once  the  fourth 
largest  quicksilver  mine  in  the  world,  which  produced  76,000,000 
pounds  of  the  metal  from  1824  to  1926.  The  mine  was  purchased

by  his  father  in  1915*  In  1939  they  leased  it  for  thirty-five 
years  to  the  banking  firm  of  W.  H.  Newbold  & Co.  of  Philadelphia. 
He  is  chairman  of  the  advisory  committee  of  the  Germantown  Trust 
Co.,  Germantown,  Pa.  At  one  time  he  belonged  to  many  clubs  from 
which  he  later  resigned.  He  is  now  a member  of  the  Magna  Charta 
Society,  Society  of  Foreign  Wars,  Society  of  Colonial  Wars,  the 
Metropolitan  Club  of  New  York  City  and  the  Midday  Club  of  Phila- 
delphia. An  Episcopalian  in  religion,  he  was  for  twenty  years 
senior  warden  of  St.  Paul's  Episcopal  Church  at  Chestnut  Hill, 
Philadelphia,  and  is  now  senior  warden  and  rector's  warden 
emeritus  of  St.  Margaret's  Episcopal  Church,  Belfast,  Maine. 

He  was  married  in  New  York  City,  April  10,  1901,  to  Ida  Jose- 
phine Hyde,  daughter  of  Frederick  Erastus  Hyde  (q.v.)  a New  York 
physician,  and. has  two  sons:  Eric  Hyde  Lord  Sexton  and  Richard 
Hyde  Lord  Sexton.

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PART  VI 

GEORGE  2 AND  HIS  DESCENDANTS 

George  2,  the  oldest  son  of  George  1 and  Katherine,  was  born 
in  Ireland  about  1652  and  was  still  a small  boy  when  the  family 
fled  to  America  in  the  early  l660s  and  settled  at  Westfield,  Mass. 
He  grew  up  with  his  brothers  in  Westfield,  but  went  to  Hartford, 
Conn.,  as  a young  man.  Here  he  married,  about  1676,  Hannah 
Spencer,  the  daughter  of  Sgt.  Thomas  Spencer.  After  their  first 
child,  George  3,  was  born  in  Hartford,  they  niched  to  Westfield 
and  remained  there  about  a year  before  moving  to  Newtown  on  Long 
Island  where  they  were  living  at  the  time  of~the  death  of  George's 
mother,  Katherine  in  1688  and  his  father,  George  1,  on  October  30, 
1689.  In  the  meantime,  two  more  sons  had  been  born  to  them, 
Charles  3 and  Nathaniel  3. 

These  three  sons  grew  up  and  received  their  education  on 
Long  Island  before  their  father  died  sometime  before  1698.  After 
his  death,  their  mother,  Hannah,  returned  to  the  mainland  and  on 
November  28,  1698,  married  Daniel  Brainard  of  Haddam,  Conn.,  as 
his  third  wife.  He  died  April  1,  1715,  leaving  Hannah  a widow 
for  a second  time. 

The  oldest  son,  George  3,  and  possibly  the  youngest,  Nathan- 
iel 3,  removed  to  the  mainland,  also,  probably  along  with  their 
mother.  Here  George  3 married  Sarah  Knight,  the  daughter  of 
George  Knight  and  Sarah  Church.  They  had  two  sons,  George  4 and 
Knight  4. 

The  middle  son,  Charles  3,  born  in  Suffolk  County,  L.I., 
and  baptized  in  the  church  there,  made  his  home  in  Huntington 
where  he  married  twice  and  raised  a large  family  of  children. 

No  record  has  been  found,  however,  of  the  name  of  his  first  wife, 
or  the  date  of  their  marriage,  which  must  have  been  around  1710. 

Charles  3 was  active  in  his  community,  as  shown  by  The  Hunt- 
ington Town  Records.  Compiled  and  published  in  Huntington  in 
1887,  they  give  some  idea  of  the  extent  of  his  participation  in 
civic  affairs  and  his  standing  in  the  community.  They  state  that 
"at  a town  meeting  on  May  4,  1713,  Charles  Sexton  was  elected 
Constable  for  that  year.  April  17,  1723,  he  was  among  those  from 
whom  money  was  received  for  defraying  the  charges  in  connection 
with  Crabmeadow.  May  4,  1725,  he  was  one  of  two  chosen  as  assess- 
ors to  make  the  minister's  rate  and  he  was  elected  to  a similar 
task  May  2,  1727.  May  4,  1725  he  was  one  of  two  chosen  to  take 
an  account  of  the  invested  estates  that  year,  and  he  was  elected 
to  a similar  task  May  3,  1726.  He  was  elected  president  of  the 
trustees  of  the  town  May  7,  1734,  May  6,  1735,  May  3,  1737,  and 
May  2,  1738." 

Charles  3's  first  eleven  children  were:  Hannah,  Sarah, 
Esther,  Elizabeth,  Charles,  Kesiah,  George,  Bathsheba,  Mabel, 
Joseph,  and  Nathaniel  4,  all  born  ca  1711-1732.  Mabel  and 
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Joseph  were  twins. 

Charles  3's  first  wife  died  sometime  after  Nathaniel  3 was 
born  in  1732.,  and  in  1734  he  married  Sarah  :(Whihson)  Brush,  widow 
of  Ebenezer  Brush,  a member  of  a large  Brush  family  living  on 
Long  Island.  Sarah  was  the  mother  of  his  last  three  children, 
Nehemiah,  Taphath,  and  Jared  4 who  was  baptized  at  the  church  in 
Huntington  on  March  10,  1737/8.  Sarah  was  also  the  mother  of 
Elizabeth,  born  in  1726  by  her  first  marriage  to  Ebenezer  Brush. 

Well  established  in  his  own  community,  Charles  3 had  remained 
in  Huntington  at  the  time  his  brother,  Daniel  3,  joined  The  Great 
Migration  from  Long  Island  to  the  mainland  earlier  in  the  century. 
By  the  time,  he,  too  decided  to  join  others  who  were  leaving  Long 
Island,  several  of  his  children  were  already  grown  and  married 
and  raising  families  of  their  own. 

Hannah  4,  the  oldest,  was  married  to  the  Hon.  Zephaniah  Platt 
and  had  a son,  Zephaniah  5 • At  the  time  of  the  Revolutionary  War 
that  followed  later,  this  Zephaniah  was  one  of  the  signers  of  the 
Declaration  of  Independence. 

Bathsheba  4 was  married  to  a Mr.  Hill. 

Sarah  was  married  to  William  Hallock. 

Esther  4 was  married  to  Philip  Rogers. 

Kesiah  4 was  married  on  December  20,  1739  to  Timothy  Brush, 
also  a member  of  the  large  Brush  family,  a number  of  whom  migrated 
to  New  Jersey  at  a later  date. 

All  of  these  daughters  and  their  damilies  except  Esther  4 
and  her  husband  Philip  remained  on  Long  Island  when,  around  1740- 
43,  Charles  3,  along  with  Benjamin  Pelton,  Stephen  Humphrey,  and 
other  prominent  residents  of  Long  Island  formed  a caravan  and 
crossed  over  into  New  Jersey.  They  settled  near  Stony  Brook:  in 
Hunterdon  County  in  Hopewell  Township,  just  east  of  the  Delaware 
River  where  it  divides  New  Jersey  from  Pennsylvania.  This  was  a 
few  miles  west  of  Monmouth  County  where  Charles  3's  cousin  Will- 
iam 3 had  settled  earlier  and  directly  in  the  path  of  the  route 
General  Washington  was  to  take  during  Revolution  when  he  made  his 
famous  "crossing  of  the  Delaware." 

The  children  who  went  along  with  Charles  3 were  Esther  4, 
Elizabeth  4,  Charles  4,  George  4,  Mabel  4,  Joseph  4,  Nathaniel 
4,  Nehemiah  4,  Taphath  4,  and  Jared  4,  also  Sarah's  daughter, 
Elizabeth  Brush,  with  the  possible  exception  of  Joseph  4. 

In  1744,  soon  after  the  family  settled  in  Hopewell,  New  Jer- 
sey, Charles  4 married  his  step-sister,  Elizabeth  Brush.  They  ha< 
one  daughter,  Bathsheba  5,  before  Elizabeth  died,  either  in  Hope- 
well  or  in  Virginia,  where  Charles  4 was  married  sometime  later 
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to  Peggy  Stuart  and  had  two  sons,  Charles  5 and  Nathaniel  5. 

Charles  3 purchased  his  first  tract  of  land,  57^-  acres,  from 
Dr.  Roger  Parke,  along  the  north  side  of  Stony  Brook  in  Hopewell 
Township,  a few  miles  from  Woodsville  in  Hunterdon  County,  and 
added  to  his  holdings  later  on. 

At  least  five  of  the  children  who  accompanied  Charles  3 and 
Sarah  to  Hopewell  were  still  of  school  age  when  the  family  made 
the  trip.  Jared  4,  the  youngest,  probably  was  about  six  years 
old.  Nehemiah  4,  Taphath  4,  and  Jared  4 were  all  still  in  the 
early  grades  in  school  when  a log  schoolhouse  was  built  in  the 
Hopewell  community.  Because  of  its  proximity  to  the  residence 
of  William  F.  Golden,  Esq.,  it  was  called  the  Golden  Schoolhouse. 

Many  branches  of  higher  learning  were  taught  in  this  school- 
house  over  the  years  by  Baptist  ministers.  Here  the  children  of 
the  Harts,  the  Larisons,  the  Sextons,  the  Corwines,  the  Humphries, 
the  Goldens,  the  Peltons,  and  many  others  (some  from  a great  dis- 
tance) received  their  education. 

The  Rev.  Isaac  Eaton  taught  in  the  log  schoolhouse  from 
1748  until  1753.  At  this  time  his  father-in-law,  David  Stout  of 
Amwell,  built  an  academy  for  him.  Opened  in  1756,  this  academy 
flourished  until  1767  and  became  the  foundation^  of  Brown  Univer- 
sity in  Rhode  Island. 

The  Rev.  Oliver  Hart,  also  a minister  of  the  Baptist  Church 
at  Hopewell  and  a man  of  superior  education,  taught  in  the  old 
log  schoolhouse  for  a number  of  years.  When  the  schoolhouse  was 
no  longer  large  enough,  the  district  was  divided  and  a new  build- 
ing was  built  in  the  vicinity  of  the  cemetery. 

Ralph  Ege  states  in  his  "Pioneers  of  Old  Hopewell"  that 
these  old  schoolhouses  were  very  plain,  unpretentious  structures 
but  that  hundreds  of  noble  men  and  women  who  made  their  mark  in 
the  world  were  educated  in  the  old  log  and  stone  schoolhouse  and 
their  children's  childred  have  risen  up  to  call  them  blessed." 

Stipulations  set  down  in  a contract  between  the  Rev.  James 
Ewing,  also  a pastor  of  the  Baptist  Church  In  Hopewell,  and  his 
employers  might  well  be  copied  today.  "The  employers  shall  in- 
dividually support  him  in  keeping  impartial  order  in  the  school, 
and  in  chastising  any  scholar  for  immorality,  such  as  filthy  or 
profane  language,  or  action,  or  lying,  fighting,  wilful  disobe- 
dience, etc."  He  agrees  "not  to  chastise  any  scholar  until  it 
is  proven  guilty  and  the  employers  to  support  him  in  expelling 
any  scholar  who  may  prove  incorrigible  in  wicked  ways." 

The  terms  of  the  tuition  are  also  interesting  in  light  of 
present-day  charges:  "for  teaching  reading,  writing  and  arith- 
metic to  the  rule  of  three,  two  dollars  a quarter;  and  for  arith- 
metic beyond  that,  in  all  branches,  two  dollars  and  a half.  For 
English  grammar  and  the  general  principles  of  mensuration,  three 
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dollars;  for  Trigonometry,  Navigation,  Surveying  and  Algebra, 
six  dollars  a quarter,  with  not  more  than  25  or  30  scholars." 

Among  the  pillars  of  the  Baptist  Church  it  Hopewell  were 
several  members  of  the  large  Stout  family  which,  over  a period 
of  time,  became  related  in  one  way  or  another  to  almost  every 
family  in  the  community. 

In  1746/7,  about  three  years  after  the  arrival  of  Charles  3 
and  his  family  in  Hopewell,  George  4 was  married  to  Hannah  Stout, 
the  daughter  of  Jonathan  Stout  and  Mary  Lee  Stout.  They  made  their 
home  in  Frederick  County,  Maryland,  but  D.A.  R.  records  give  the 
daate  and  place  of  the  birth  of  their  first  son,  George  5,  as  Hope- 
well. 

A year  or  so  after  Joseph  4 was  married,  his  twin  sister, 

Mabel  4,  married  John  Stout,  the  son  of  Zebulon  Stout  and  Char- 
ity Burroughs.  John's  father;  Zebulon,  was  the  son  Richard  Stout, 
also  a member  of  the  early  pioneer  Stout  family. 

The  first  two  or  three  of  Kesiah  4 and  Timothy  Brush's  chil- 
dren were  born  in  Huntington  before  they  other  members  of  the 
Brush  family  joined  Charles  3 in  Hopewell  where  the  rest  of  their 
children  were  born. 

The  family  had  lived  in  Hopewell  not  more  than  eight  or  ten 
years  when  Charles  3 died  there  in  1752,  at  the  age  of  seventy- 
two.  His  lengthy  will  (thirteen  pages)  dated  January  24,  1750- 
51)  is  presently  (1978)  in  the  Museum  at  Hopewell.  A portion  of 
the  will  lists  his  fourteen  children: 

SEXTON,  CHARLES,  of  Hopewell  Township,  Hunterdon  County, 

New  Jersey,  Yeoman,  "stricken  in  years,  will  of:  Wife, 

Sarah  Sexton;  Children--Charles,  George,  Joseph,  Nathan- 
iel, Nehemiah,  Jared,  Taphath,  Esther  Rogers,  Elizabeth 
Adams,  Kesiah  Brush,  Bathsheba  Hill,  Mabel  Stout,  Sarah 
Hallock,  and  Hannah  Platt. 

Home  farm  of  160  acres;  land  in  Huntington  Town- 
ship, Suffolk  County,  Long  Island;  other  real  or  personal 
estate . " 

Executors--wife,  Timothy  Brush,  and  Henry  Wollsey. 
Witnesses--Isaac  Eaton,  Stephen  Barton,  and  John  Gano. 

Proved  April  13,  1752. 

1752,  Apr.  16.  Inventory,  #228.1.4,  incl.  2 bush,  wheat, 

#4,  a lookingglass,  #5;  a silver  cup  and  2 spoons,  #5, 
gold  buttons  and  silver  buckles,  #1;  made  by  William 
Waters  and  John  Hart. 

Joseph  4,  the  oldest  unmarried  son,  was  about  twenty-two 
years  old  at  the  time  of  his  father 1 s^ death,  and  probably  still 
on  Long  Island,  apprenticed  to  a wheelwright  or  blacksmith. 

However,  he  apparently  had  mastered  the  trade  two  years  later, 
as  he  was  married  at  Oyster  Bay  on  Long  Island  on  February  4, 
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1754,  to  Phoebe  Campbell,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  Campbell  and 
Elizabeth  (Conklin)  Brush  (widow  of  Timothy  Brush  of  the  large 
Brush  family  of  Long  Island). 

Following  their  marriage,  Joseph  4 and  Phoebe  made  their  home 
on  a large  farm  two  miles  west  of  Hopewell  where  Joseph  4 prac- 
tised his  trade  of  wheelwright  and  became  the  father  of  ten  Chil- 
fren:  Benjamin  5,  Jared  5,  Jesse  5,  Charles  5,  Thomas  Campbell  5, 
Elizabeth  5,  Kesiah  5,  Joseph  5,  Phoebe  5,  and  Zadok  5,  all  born 
between  1755  and  1777. 

Nehemiah  4 was  about  seventeen  years  old  at  the  time  of  his 
father's  death.  He  remained  on  the  homestead,  married  about  1760 
and  raised  a family  of  three  children:  Joab  5,  Mary  5,  and  Nathan- 
iel 5,  the  last  generally  known  as  "Natty." 

Nehemiah  4 (#19  in  the  Index)  was  about  twenty-two  years  old 
when  one  of  his  horses  was  stolen  from  the  plantation  and  he  ran 
an  ad  for  its  recovery  in  the  Pennsylvania  Gazette: 

Strayed  or  stolen,  on  the  14th  of  February  from 
the  plantation  of  Nehemiah  Sexton  in  Hopewell,  New 
Jersey,  a black  horse  with  a star  in  his  forehead; 
about  14  hands  high.  He  can  both  pace  and  trot  . . . 

Supposed  to  be  branded  on  the  rear  thigh  with  the 
letters  IK.  Some  part  of  his  tail  is  cut  very  close 
and  was  shod  before.  Whoever  takes  up  and  brings  him 
to  said  Nehemiah  Sexton  shall  have  Twenty  Shillings 
reward,  and  reasonable  charges,  paid  by:

April  1,  1756. 

Jared  4 was  about  fourteen  or  fifteen  when  his  bather  died. 

He  was  still  in  school  and  took  up  the  study  of  law. 

Taphath  4 was  about  sixteen,  the  only  unmarried  daughter. 

Among  other  things  in  her  father's  will,  she  "was  to  have  the 
bed  upon  which  she  loved  to  lye." 

It  was  about  two  years  after  Charles J-  death  that  Israel 
Brush, (the  son  of  Timothy  and  grandson  of  Thomas  Brush), and 
younger  brother  of  Kesiah 's  husband,  Timothy,  Jr.,  followed 
them  to  Hopewell.  Born  in  Huntington,  Long  Island,  August  10, 

1730,  Israel  was  baptized  there  on  September  13,  1730.  He  re- 
mained on  Long  Island  until  after  1754.  On  November  lo,  1752, 
while  still  living  there,  he  sold  his  negro  boy.  Jack  Coper, 
to  Treadwell  Brush  and  bought  several  parcels  of  land  in  Hun- 
tington, the  last  one  on  April  15,  1754.  About  1754/55  he  re- 
moved to  Hopewell  and  in  1755  married  Taphath  4 Sexton.  Their 
first  child,  Ruth  5 was  born  in  Hopewell  on  February  25,  1757- 
On  September  26  that  same  year,  Taphath  4 joinedithe  church  at 
Hopewell.  Sometime  after  that  date  they  removed  to  Crum  Hollow, 
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Dutchess  County,  New  York,  where  Israel  was  an  innkeeper  at  Nine 
Partners.  His  name  first  appeared  on  the  tax  list  there  in  1760. 
Their  second  child,  Isaac  5,  was  born  either  in  Hopewell  before 
they  left  or  in  Dutchess  County,  New  York,  where  Israel  remained 
an  innkeeper  for  a number  of  years.  Their  third,  fourth,  fifth, 
and  sixth  children  (jerusha,  Sarah,  Anna,  and  Jared  5)  were  pro- 
bably all  born  in  Dutchess  County,  but  their  seventh  child,  Nehe- 
miah  5*  may  have  been  born  in  Hopewell,  N.J.,  as  they  returned 
to  Hopewell  early  in  the  Revolution. 

After  George  4 (#14  in  the  Index)  and  Hannah  Stout  married 
and  went  to  Maryland  to  live,  they  bought  a home  in  Frederick 
County  on  the  Monocacy  River  called  "Broad  Run, " near  the  present 
site  of  Washington,  D.C.  Business  dealings  in  1754  and  1756  in- 
dicate that  George  4 may  have  been  a trader  in  grain,  horses  and 

cattle.  In  1759  he  sold  his  130  -acre  tract  (Probably  an  inheri- 
tance from  his  father)  at  Hopewell  to  his  brother-in-law,  Timothy 
Brush,  husband  of  his  sister  Kesiah  4. 

George  5 (#48)  grew  up  at  Broad  Run  in  Frederick  County  and 

about  1767  married  Sarah  Harlan,  the  daughter  of  John  Harlan  and 

Martha  Ashby  who  resided  at  the  time  on  Lot  58  at  Monocacy  Manor, 
an  8,983-acre  tract  a few  miles  northwest  of  Frederick-Town.  This 
tract  had  been  in  the  Lord  Baltimore  family  for  a number  of  years, 
but  was  presently  owned  by  Daniel  Dulaney  who  leased  the  lots  to 
tenants . 

About  a year  after  George  5 and  Sarah  Harlan  were  married, 
George  5's  father,  George  4,  bought  a lot  in  Taneytown,  about 
twelve  miles  north  of  Monocacy  Manor,  to  provide ^a  separate  home 
for  George  5,  Sarah,  and  their  young  son,  James  6,  who  was  born 
February  12,  1768.  During  the  time  George  5 and  Sarah  lived  at 
Taneytown,  four  more  children  we re  born  to  them:  Joshua  5* 

George  Harlan  0,  Daniel  5*  and  a daughter. 

George  4 had  been  baptized  in  the  First  Church  (indepen- 
dent, or  Congregational  - later  Presbyterian)  by  the  Rev.  Ebene- 
zer  Prime  at  Huntington,  L.I.,  soon  after  his  birth  there  in  1723. 
It  is  not  known  whether  or  not  he  joined  the  Baptist  Church  in 
Hopewell  where  the  family  of  his  wife,  Hannah  Stout,  were  among 
the  main  pillars  at  the  time.  However,  it  was  not  until  after 
he  established  his  home  in  Maryland  that  both  he  and  Hannah's 
uncle,  Malachi  Bonham  (a  former  Baptist  preacher)  came  under  the 
influence  of  Robert  Strawbridge,  the  first  Methodist  preacher  in 
America . 

In  "Scharf 's  History  of  Western  Maryland,"  George  4 is  listed 
as  one  of  those  who  had  joined  the  Methodist  Church  almost  imme- 
diately after  that  church  first  became  established  in  America.  He 
is  also  listed  by  John  Ledum,  one  of  the  Methodist  Church's  early 
historians,  as  being  among  the  principal  Methodists  in  Frederick 
County  at  that  early  date. 
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Strawbridge  and  his  family,  natives  of  Drummer's  Nave,  Car- 
rick-on-Shannon  in  County  Leitrim  in  Ireland,  were  among  the 
early  settlers  in  that  part  of  Maryland  where  he  began  preaching 
in  his  home  as  early  as  1760.  In  1764  he  built  the  first  Metho- 
dist Chapel  in  America.  It  was  built  of  logs,  about  twenty-two 
feet  square,  with  a door  sawed  out  on  one  side  and  openings  for 
windows  on  the  other.  First  his  home  and  later  this  chapel  be- 
came the  base  of  his  preaching  circuit  which  extended  as  far  as 
Fairfax  County,  Virginia.  The  pioneer  preachers  1 appointments 
on  this  circuit  included  Pipe  Creek,  Frederick-Town,  Westminster, 
Durbin's,  Sexton's  (sometimes  spelled  "Saxton"  or  Saxon"),  Sen- 
eca, Sugar-Loaf,  Rocky  Creek,  Georgetown  (Dist.  of  Columbia), 
and  Adams. 

These  preachers  were  hardy  souls,  prepared  to  face  many 
dangers  and  endure  a great  deal  of  hardship,  even  some  persu- 
cution,  especially  from  the  Baptists  who  opposed  them. 

This  persecution  was  brought  out  at  a later  date  in  one  of 
the  journals  of  Francis  Asbury,  the  First  Methodist  Bishop  in 
America.  Born  in  Hamstead,  England,  in  1745,  Francis  Asbury 
was  sent  to  America  as  a missionary  in  1771.  Traveling  on  horse- 
back, he  made  his  way  through  New  York,  Philadelphia  and  other 
points  in  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  and  Maryland,  paying  his  own 
expenses  out  of  an  allowance  of  twenty-four  pounds  a year.  In 
one  week,  between  Friday,  October  22  and  Saturday,  October  31, 
1772,  he  traveled  150  miles  from  New  York  to  Philadelphia,  cros- 
sing the  Schuylkill  River  on  a raft.  This  trip  cost  him  about 
three  pounds  out  of  his  meager  salary  of  24  pounds  a year. 

By  early  November  of  that  same  year  he  was  heading  in  the 
direction  of  Robert  Strawbridge  ' s log  chapel  which  was  still  in 
use  at  that  time,  and  homes  of  other  Methodists  where  he  expected 
to  preach.  He  states  in  his  journal  that  "there  were  some  Bap- 
tists in  the  area  who  went  away  displeased,  or  who  opposed,  per- 
plexed or  troubled  their  young  beginners,  though  they  let  him 
alone . " 

After  spending  some  time  in  the  home  of  Robert  Strawbridge, 
and  preaching  in  the  Durbin  home,  he  headed  towards  the  home  of 
George  Sexton.  In  his  Journal  of  the  following  day,  November 
19,  1772,  he  states:  "Friend  Durbin  and  I set  off  for  Fredercik. 
We  came  to  George  Sexton's  where  I had  expected  to  have  preached; 
but  there  was  a disappointment;  so  we  pursued  our  way,  though  my 
little  horse  was  unwell  and  very  weary  . . . .Frederick  is  a neat 
little  town,  having  one  main  street  and  three  cross  streets.  It 
contains  about  a thousand  houses,  and  the  inhabitants  are  chiefly 
German.  There  are  two  German  churches,  one  Calvinist,  and  one 
Lutheran.  There  is  also  one  English  church  and  one  Roman  chapel. 
(About  five  and  twenty  Baptists  are  the  greatest  enemies  the 
Methodists  have  in  this  place).  Many  people  came  to  hear  me  in 
this  town. 

Whether  or  not  there  was  ever  any  more  Methodist  preaching

in  George  4 and  Hannah  (Stout)  Sexton's  home  is  not  known;  but 
it  was  the  Methodist,  rather  than  the  Baptist  religion  thfet  con- 
tinued on  into  future  generations  of  this  family.  However,  Francis 
Asbury  continued  his  preaching  and  was  made  Bishop  in  1784.  He  was 
the  first  Methodist  Bishop  consecrated  in  America.  It  has  been 
estimated  that  he  traveled  about  270,000  miles  (mostly  on  horse- 
back), preached  16,500  sermons,  and  ordained  more  than  4000  prea- 
chers. He  ranks  with  the  English  religious  reformers,  John  Wes- 
ley, George  Whitefield,  and  Thomas  Coke  in  the  Methodist  movement 
of  his  time.  His  monument  stands  at  the  intersection  of  Mt.  Plea- 
sant and  l6th  St.  in  Washington,  D.C. 

After  Strawbridge  1 s log  chapel  was  abandoned,  it  was  replaced 
with  a new  chapel  known  as  Bethel  Chapel  and  located  a short  dis- 
tance from  the  old  log  building  which  remained  without  a door  or 
windows  until  it  was  demolished  in  1844.  At  this  time  hundreds 
of  canes  were  manufactured  out  of  the  logs  and  distributed  among 
Methodist  ministers  and  denominational  relic-hunters.  The  last 
log,  however,  was  converted  into  an  ornament  and  placed  in  the 
Episcopal  Church  at  Washington,  D.C.,  the  remnants  made  into  canes 
and  mallets  to  be  presented  to  various  parties  as  mementos.  The 
original  site  of  the  log  chapel,  however,  is  a Mecca  for  thou- 
sands of  Methodists  who  make  pilgrimages  to  view  the  spot  that 
was  the  cradle  of  their  religion  in  America.

From  THE  JOURNAL  AND  LETTERS  OF  FRANCIS  ASBURY 
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It  was  during  the  great  crisis  before  the  Revolutionary  War 
that  Jared  4 Sexton  (#31)  finished  law  school,  was  admitted  to 
the  Bar,  and  began  the  practice  of  law  in  Hunterdon  County,  N.J. 

He  was  thirty-one  years  old  when  he  was  married  on  March  28, 

1768  to  Anna  Larison,  the  daughter  of  James  Larison  and  Kesiah 
Parke,  granddaughter  of  Dr.  Roger  Parke,  and  great-granddaughter 
of  Thomas  Runyan.  During  the  next  few  years  seven  children  were 
born  to  them:  Elijah,  Sarah,  Anna,  Acksah,  Margaret,  William  , 
and  John  5 Sexton. 

A few  years  after  he  was  married,  Jared  4 was  elected  Jus- 
tice of  the  Peace  and  later  on  Surrogate.  During  the  war  which 
followed,  he  was  called  upon  many  times  to  serve  in  other  capa- 
c ities . 

After  the  French  and  Indian  War  that  ended  in  1763 , England 
controlled  all  of  the  land  extending  from  the  Atlantic  Ocean  to 
the  Mississippi  River.  But  the  size  of  the  territory  to  be  ad- 
ministered, coupled  with  the  trouble  with  the  Indians  and  the 
expense  of  the  recent  war,  caused  new  problems,  and  laws  were 
passed  forbidding  the  settlement  of  land  west  of  the  Appalachian 
Mountains.  These  laws,  however,  were  generally  disregarded,  but 
new  duties  were  imposed.  The  Stamp  Act  of  1765  was  levied  on 
newspapers,  legal  papers,  and  other  documents.  The  outcome  of 
these  regulations  was  violent  opposition  and  denial  of  political 
authority  of  the  Mother  Country  over  the  colonies. 

Many  of  the  measures  were  repealed  and  a period  of  compara- 
tive quiet  followed  until  the  passage  of  the  Boston  Tea  Act, 
which  resulted  in  the  Boston  Tea  Party.  After  this,  a Continental 
Congress  was  formed  to  enforce  the  demands  of  the  colonists. 

The  Hon.  John  Hart,  father-in-law  of  Elizabeth  "Betsey" 

5 (Stout)  Hart  (#52  - da.  of  Mabel)  was  appointed  to  the  First 
Continental  Congress  held  at  Philadelphia  September  5,  1774,  at 
which  time  an  appeal  was  made  to  restore  harmony. 

Agitation  for  independence  continued,  however,  and  in  Octo- 
ber before  the  Second  Continental  Congress  was  held  on  May  10, 
1775,  the  Battle  of  Concord,  preceded,  by  the  famous  "Ride  of 
Paul  Revere,”  occurred.  At  this  second  Congress  at  which  the 
Hon.  John  Hart  also  served,  trade  regulations  were  formulated; 
paper  money  was  issued;  emissaries  were  sent  abroad  to  negotiate 
with  foreign  powers  for  financial,  diplomatic  and  military  aid, 
and  the  colonies  were  urged  to  establish  their  own  local,  inde- 
pendent governments.  By  the  time  the  Declaration  of  Independence 
was  made  on  July  4,  1776,  the  war  was  well  underway. 

Among  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of  Independence  living 
in  an  around  Hunterdon  County  were  the  Hon.  John  Hart  of  Hope- 
well  and  Francis  Hopkinson  of  Bordentown.  During  the  war  these 
two  men  were  among  those  for  whom  large  rewards  were  offered 
for  their  capture. 
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The  Continental  Congress  had  many  problems  to  face  at  the 
beginning  of  the  war.  Many  of  the  events  leading  up  to  the  war 
were  causing  a great  deal  of  dissension  (even  within  families) 
between  those  who  remained  loyal  to  Great  Britain  and  those  who 
favored  separation.  Not  everyone  in  the  colonies  was  a patriot. 
About  one-third  of  the  American  people  remained  loyal  to  Great 
Britain.  Some  of  the  Tories  joined  the  British  Army.  Others 
fled  from  their  homes  to  safer  places.  These  were  mainly  the 
Grown  officials,  southern  planters  who  feared  debtor  laws  and 
mob  rule,  the  merchants  who  dared  not  risk  their  extensive  in- 
terests and  the  Anglican  clergy  who  enjoyed  special  privileges 
in  some  of  the  colonies. 

There  were  differences  in  economic  and  social  conditions 
that  bred  rivalries  between  the  New  Englanders  and  the  southern 
planters.  There  were  conflicts  between  the  aristocrats  and  the 
small  inland  farmers.  These  conditions  and  many  more  had  to  be 
overcome,  in  addition  to  procuring  war  supplies,  financing  the 
war,  and  supplying  civilian  needs. 

While  the  Continental  Congress  was  conducting  its  business 
in  the  name  of  all  of  the  states,  it  did  not  as  yet  have  the  power 
to  tax  and  had  to  depend  upon  loans  and  requisitions  to  carry  on 
the  war.  Much  of  the  clothing  for  the  army  and  some  of  the  food- 
stuffs had  to  be  imported  because  of  the  shortages  of  supplies  in 
the  colonies.  Since  this  had  to  be  paid  for  througn  solicitation 
of  the  loyalists,  committees  appointed  for  this  purpose  were 
often  slow  in  obtaining  money  and  other  donations  and  many  of  the 
soldiers  underwent  a great  deal  of  hardship  while  waiting  not  only 
for  their  pay,  but  for  food  and  supplies  as  well.  Committees  were 
also  appointed  at  this  time  to  report  all  those  disloyal  to  or 
disaffected  by  the  government  in  order  that  their  property  could 
be  confiscated  and  sold. 

Judge  Jared  4 Sexton  was  appointed  by  the  government  at  this 
time  to  serve  on  the  committee  whose  duty  it  was  to  report  all 
those  disloyal  to  the  government  and  to  sell  their  confiscated 
property.  As  Chairman  of  this  committee  of  three,  he  sat  at  the 
inquisition  against  a large  number  of  citizens  of  Hunterdon 
County. 

Not  all  of  the  people  were  disloyal,  however.  Some  were 
Quakers  and  conscientious  objectors  who  lived  at  Quakertown  in 
the  vicinity  of  Princeton.  Some  of  these  Quakers  and  their 
sons  served  as  privates,  refusing  commissions,  and  were  among 
the  most  ardent  patriots. 

Judge  Jared  4 Sexton  also  served  on  a committee  appointed 
to  procure  clothing  for  the  soldiers  of  Hunterdon  County,  and 
when  a similar  committee  was  organized  by  the  ladies  of  Hunterdon, 
Jared  4's  wife,  Anna,  served  along  with  the  wives  of  other  promin- 
ent men  of  the  country. 
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In  1775*  shortly  before  the  Revolutionary  War  started, 

Charles  4 Sexton  (#  12)  whose  second  wife,  Peggy  Stuart,  had 
died  in  Virginia,  returned  to  Hopewell,  New  Jersey.  Soon  after 
he  arrived  there  he  married  as  his  third  wife,  Elizabeth  Pelton, 
the  daughter  of  Benjamin  Felton  who  had  accompanied  his  father, 
Charles  3 and  their  family  to  Hopewell. 

Elizabeth's  father,  Benjamin,  owned  a fine  hotel  at  the  top 
of  a long  hill  on  the  Great  Road  near  Stony  Brook  where  the  cara- 
vans and  other  travelers  stopped  to  rest  and  sleep  as  they  tra- 
veled from  one  place  to  another.  This  was  a fine  location  for  a 
blacksmith  shop,  and  in  1776  Charles  4 bought  the  adjoining  57i 
acres  from  Adam  Ege  and  established  his  blacksmith  business  there. 
When  the  Revolutionary  War  broke  out  that  same  year,  he  enlisted 
and  served  in  Capt.  Henry  Phillips'  Company,  also  Capt.  Carle's 
Light  Horse  Brigade.  In  1780,  after  the  war  was  over,  he  built 
a house  on  his  property.  He  engaged  his  brother-in-law,  John 
Stout  (husband  of  his  sister  Mabel)  to  do  the  masonry  and  John 
carved  his  name  on  the  west  end  of  the  house. 

Situated  in  an  area  where  much  of  the  action  took  place,  a 
number  of  the  descendants  of  George  1 and  Katherine  Sexton  of 
Westfield  were  involved;  but  so  far  as  is  known,  George  4 was  the 
only  one  who  refused  to  sign  the  "Association  Paper"  declaring 
allegiance  to  the  patriotic  cause,  even  though  his  son,  George 
5,  had  already  enlisted  three  months  before  and  was  serving  in 
Capt.  Reese's  Company. 

In  the  "Journal  of  the  Committee  of  Observation"  of  the 
Middle  District  of  Frederick  County,  as  published  in  Vol.  II 
(1916)  of  the  "Maryland  Historical  Magazine."  George  4 is  listed 
(with  38O  others)  as  having  been  fined  6 pounds  10  shillings  and 
John  Harlan,  Jr.,  4 pounds  on  April  18,  1776.  George  4 apparently 
did  not  feel  it  safe,  however,  at  this  time,  for  his  daughter-in- 
law  and  grandchildren  at  Taney town,  and  he  moved  them  to  Lot  No. 

40  which  he  leased  for  them  at  Monocacy  Manor.  Here,  less  than 
two  miles  separated  them  from  his  own  home  in  Frederick  on  the 
one  hand  and^ the  home  of  Sarah's  father  on  the  other. 

By  1778-80  the  war  was  still  going  badly.  Morale  was  low 
among  the  soldiers.  The  Continental  currency  had  depreciated  to 
the  extent  that  a soldier's  pay  was  insufficient  to  provide  for 
his  barest  necessities.  Aside  from  the  gold  the  Congress  was  able 
to  borrow  from  France,  Spain  and  Portugal,  there  was  little  money 
to  carry  on  the  war.  While  some  taxes  were  levied  at  this  point, 
this  means  (in  part  the  cause  of  the  war)  was  unpopular  among  the 
colonies.  Few  thought  the  colonies  would  win  the  war, . and  re- 
quests by  Congress  were  generally  ignored  or  met  only  in  pari:. 

The  condition  of  the  army  at  this  time  can  perhaps  best  be 
described  by  the  experiences  of  Col.  Arthur  St.  Clair's  Bat- 
talion in  Canada  (in  which  George  5 Sexton  was  serving  in  Capt. 
Reese's  Company)  as  set  forth  in  the  Second  Series,  Vol.  10  of 
the  Pennsylvanis  Archives: 
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TO  THE  HONORABLE  THE  COUNCIL  OF  SAFETY  HELD  IN  AND 
FOR  THE  CITY  OF  PHILADELPHIA,  Sec. 

THE  HUMBLE  PETITION  OF  THE  NON - COMMIONED  OFFICERS 
AND  SOLDIERS  OF  THE  2ND  BATTALION  OF  PENNSYLVANIA, 
COMMANDED  BY  COLONEL  JOSEPH  WOOD: 

AS  HUMBLY  SHEWETH:  THE  INDIGENT  AND  MISSERABLE  CON- 
DITION OF  YOUR  HONOR'S  PETITIONERS  WHO  HAS  SPENT  ONE 
YEAR  IN  THE  SERVICE  OF  THE  COUNTRY  EITHER  IN  A 
COUNTRY  WHERE  THIS  CURRANCY  WOULD  NOT  PASS,  OR  IN 
DESERTS  WHERE  FEW  OF  THE  NECESSITIES  OF  LIFE  WERE 
TO  BE  GOT,  AND  IF  AT  ALL  AT  AN  EXTRAORDINARY  PRICE: 

AND  ENDURED  MUCH  FATIGUE  AND  HARDSHIPS  IN  MARCHING, 

HARD  LABOUR,  BUILDING  BREASTWORKS  & c,  AND  LOST  MANY 
OF  OUR  DEAR  FRIENDS  AND  ACQUAINTANCES,  NOR  COULD  OUR 
RATIONS  BE  GOT . AS  ALLOWED  BY  THE  HONOURABLE  CONGRESS, 

AS  WE  SELDOM  GOT  ANY  BUT  BREAD  OR  FLOWER,  AND  SALT 
PORK  OR  BEEF,  AND  ALL  WE  RECd  IN  RESTITUTION  FOR  THE 
REMAINDER  WAS  SOME  THREE  DOLLARS  AND  SOME  TWO  AND 
SOME  NONE.  ALL  THIS  WE  ENDURED  WITH  CHEEARFULLNESS, 
RESTING  ON  PROMISES  OF  BEING  RIGHTED  (WHEN  WE  CAME  TO 
THIS  CITY)  IN  ALL  THINGS.  BUT  NOW  WE  HAVE  BEEN  HERE 
THREE  WEEKS,  WE  CANNOT  GET  OUR  WAGES  OR  SETTLED  WITH 
ON  ANY  TERMS  UNTIL  PART  IS  GONE  TO  CAMP  AND  PART  GONE 
TO  SEE  THEIR  FRIENDS,  WITHOUT  MONEY  TO  DEFRAY  THEIR 
EXPENSES,  IN  A RAGED  DIRTY  CONDITION,  ENOUGH  TO 
AFFRIGHT  AN  INDIAN  FROM  INLISTING,  MANY  OF  WHOM  LEFT 
HOME  IN  CREADIT  AND  PART  IN  TOWN  LIVING  ON  THE  PUB- 
LICK  EXPENSE:  AND  IF  WE  WERE  PAID,  AN  AFTER  SEEING 
OUR  FRIENDS,  WOULD  FREELY  JOIN  INSTANTLY  IN  DEFENSE 
OF  THE  COUNTRY  AGAIN. 

SO  WE  ARE  SORRY  TO  BE  UNDER  THE  DISAGREEABLE  NECESSITY 
OF  TROUBLING  YOUR  HONOURABLE  COUNCIL  FOR  REDRESS:  BEGGS 
THEREFORE  IN  THE  HUMBLEST  MANNER  FOR  JUSTICE,  ONLY 
HOPING  YOUR  HONOUR  TO  CONSIDER  OUR  UNPOLISHED  BUT 
TRUE  PETITION,  AND  AFTER  BEGGING  PARDON  FOR  OUR 
PRESUMPTION,  WE  BEGG  LEAVE  TO  REST.  YOUR  HONOURS 
LOYAL  ,ND  HUMBLE  SERVANTS  AND  PETITIONERS  AS  EVER 
BOUND  TO  PRAY. 

PHILADELPHIA,  MARCH  3d  1777. 

N.B.  AS  THIS  IS  THE  CAUSE  OF  THE  WHOLE  BATTn  IT 
WOULD  TAKE  UP  TOO  MUCH  ROOM  TO  INCERT  ALL  OUR  NAMES. 
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Among  the  men  who  served  from  Hunterdon  County,  N.J.,  was 
Esther  4's  husband,  Philip  Rogers,  a captain  in  the  army. 

Kesiah  4’s  husband,  John  Stout,  called  "Tailor"  John  to 
identify  him  from  another  John  Stout  in  the  same  locality,  served 
under  that  name  during  the  war  in  Capt.  William  Tucker’s  Regiment. 

Timothy  5 Brush  (#47),  son  of  Kesiah  4 and  Timothy  Brush, 
was  a member  of  Col.  Joab  Houghton's  Company.  After  the  war  he 
operated  a grocery  store  in  Hopewell  on  the  corner  of  Greenwood 
Avenue . 

Military  records  show  that  Israel  Brush,  husband  of  Taphath 
4 Sexton,  served  from  October  23  to  October  31  in  Capt.  William 
Tucker's  Hopewell  Company  of  the  First  Hunterdon  County  Militia, 
and  was  mustered  out  as  a "substitute  on  duty."  On  May  28  he 
enlisted  for  nine  months  from  the  First  Hunterdon  County  Militia 
in  Capt.  John  Polhemus's  Company  of  the  First  Regiment  of  N.J. 

Line  under  Col.  Matthias  Ogden.  He  was  described  as  51  years 
old,  born  on  Long  Island,  five  feet  eleven  inches,  fair  complexion, 
nand  grey  eyes.  He  was  ill  at  Elizabethtown,  N.J.  on  July  14, 

1778  and  continued  ill  in  the  hospital  until  February  2,  1779, 
when  he  was  reported  ill  at  Hopewell  and  discharged  there  on  Feb- 
ruary 28,  1779  (Adj.  Gen.  Off.,  Wash.,  D.C.)  He  died  there  in 
1779. 


Witnesses  to  Israel's  will  were  Judge  Jared  Sexton  and  Jeru- 
sha  Smith.  Inventory  taken  by  Aaron  Runyan  and  Minnie  Gulick  on 
April  2,  1779,  showed  an  estate  of  #441.12.6  including  cattle  and 
household  furnishings  but  no  real  estate.  Among  assets  was  an 
order  on  the  Treasurer  of  N.J.  for  #100  with  interest  at  6fo  dated 
May  1778,  evidently  a bounty  or  a cash  loan  to  the  state.  Among 
other  items  were  carpenter  tools  and  two  guns  with  bayonets. 

The  houses  of  many  of  the  people  of  Hunterdon  County  were 
visited  by  scouts  looking  for  those  for  whom  rewards  had  been 
offered  .if  they .were  captured.  Cattle  were  driven  off,  grain 
was  destroyed  and  everything  of  value  that  could  be  carried  taken 
away . 


The  homestead  of  the  Hon.  John  Hart  which  Betsey  5 (Stout) 
Hart  occupied  with  her  husband,  Nathaniel  Hart,  and  his  brother, 
Jesse,  was  often  visited  by  scouts  searching  for  the  Hon.  Francis 
Hopkinson  as  well  as  the  father  of  these  two  brothers. 

From  time  to  time  the  Hart  homestead  was  an  asylum  for  the 
sick  and  wounded  who  were  cared  for  by  Dr.  Benjamin  VanDirk  who 
charged  the  visits  to  the  United  States. 

It  is  said  that  at  one  time  during  the  war  these  two  Hart 
brothers  guided  the  Army  of  General  Washington  from  Croyell's 
Ferry  to  Hopewell  and  from  there  to  their  father's  farm  where 
it  was  encamped  for  three  days,  from  June  23,  to  June  25.  As 
it  rained  constantly  during  this  time,  leaving  the  roads  and 
fields  in  a very  miry  condition,  a reasonably  solid  location 
was  found  for  them  at  the  top  of  a hill  on  the  Hart  property . 
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At  the  end  of  three  days,  the  Hart  brothers  led  the  Army  to  Mon- 
mouth. 

During  the  time  the  Hon.  John  Hart  was  out  recruiting  for 
the  Army  and  his  farm,  his  neighbors,  their  own  farms  plundered 
and  driven  from  their  homes,  had  sought  refuge  in  the  Sourland 
Mountains,  a wilderness  too  impenetrable  for  the  Hessian  soldiers 
the  British  had  hired?  to  follow  them. 

After  the  death  of  the  Hon.  John  Hart  in  1779?  Jared  4 Sex- 
ton was  elected  to  the  State  Legislature  as  Hart's  successor. 

After  the  expiration  of  the  term,  he  was  appointed  judge  of 
Common  Pleas  where  he  was  one  of  three  magistrates  (Rensaler 
Williams,  Jared  Sexton,  Esq.,  and  Col.  Joab  Houghton)  to  sit 
at  the  house  of  Thomas  Bullman  in  Pennington  to  determine  the 
appeals  for  excessive  fines  for  delinquents  belonging  to  the 
First  New  Jersey  Regiment. 

Before  the  Battle  of  Trenton  and  Washington's  famous  "cross- 
ing of  the  Delaware, " the  British  seemed  to  be  winning  the  war. 
Homes  were  divided  in  their  allegiance.  Many  in  Hopewell  Township 
fled  for  their  lives  with  their  sick:  and  wounded,  with  scarcely 
any  means  of  crossing  the  Delaware  River,  during  a period  between 
Washington's  retreat  into  Pennsylvania  and  the  Battle  of  Trenton 
on  December  26th.  Having  despaired  of  the  struggle  for  liberty 
they  accepted  the  terms  of  Lord  Howe's  proclamation  at  the  rate 
of  200  a day  for  over  two  weeks,  most  of  them  along  the  route 
of  the  conquering  army.  Even  Samuel  Tttcker  of  Hunterdon  County, 
chairman  of  the  committee  of  safety,  treasurer  and  judge  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  took  protection  of  the  British  and  vacated  his 
office . 

These  protection  papers  stated:  " I do  hereby  certify 

that  the  bearer  or  , came  and  subscribed 

the  declaration  specified  in  a certain  proclamation  published 
in  New  York  on  the  l8th  day  of  November  last,  by  the  Right  Honor- 
able Lord  Howe. 

"Thereby  he  is  entitled  to  the  protection  of  all  officers 
for  himself,  his  family  and  property,  and  to  pass  and  repass 
on  his  lawfull  business  without  molestation. 

"Given  under  my  hand  this  l8th  day  of  December  1776." 

C.  Maywood,  Lieut.  Col. 

But  those  who  had  taken  the  "protection  papers"  soon  found 
to  their  dismay  that  they  had  been  cruelly  deceived,  for,  dur- 
ing the  period  when  the  British  held  undiputed  sway,  the  country 
was  ravaged  by  the  Hessian  soldiers  who  could  -not  read  a word  of 
English,  and  when  the  so-called  "protection  papers  ' were  shown, 
they  regarded  them  no  more  than  if.,  they  had  been  passes  from 
General  Washington  and  shewed  no  more  mercy toi  them  than  to  those 
who  had  remained  loyal  to  the  cause  of  liberty.  Property  was 
destroyed.  Stock  was  driven  off.  Furniture  that  could  not  be 
carried  was  destroyed.  Houses  were  completely  stripped  of  bedding 

leaving  women,  children  and  the  aged  without  so  much  as  a blanket 
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to  cover  them,  and  other  crimes  were  committed  too  horrible  to 
relate . 

The  atrocities  inflicted  upon  the  people  along  the  line  of 
march  perhaps  had  a greater  effect  than  anything  else  in  uniting 
the  people  to  resist  the  invaders  and  revenge  their  personal  in- 
juries, so  that  when  Washington  recrossed  the  Delaware  and  won 
his  great  victory  at  Trenton,  they  were  ready  to  flock:  to  him 
and  burn  their  "protection"  papers,  and  renew  their  allegiance 
to  the  United  States. 

But  at  last  the  war  was  over.  The  Treaty  of  Paris  in  1783 
assured  American  Independence  from  England.  The  United  States 
was  granted  all  of  the  land  lying  eastoof  the  Mississippi  River 
between  Canada  and  Florida.  Loyalist  property  was  restored  or 
paid  for.  Fishing  rights  in  territorial  waters  were  established, 
and  the  country  was  now  able  to  turn  its  attention  towards  bringing 
about  unity  out  of  confusion  and  developing  industry  and  commerce 
and  the  completion  of  a constitution. 

The  writing  of  the  constitution  covered  a period  of  several 
years,  however,  and  Judge  Jared  -4  Sexton,  who  had  served  so  loyally 
throughout  the  entire  period,  didn't  live  to  see  its  completion. 

He  died  in  1785  in  Hunterdon  County  at  the  age  of  forty-eight. 

Following  the  judge's  death,  his  widow,  Anna,  married  Benja- 
min Parke,  son  of  William  Parke  and  grandson  of  Dr.  Roger  Parke. 

A sociable  person,  a brilliant  and  entertaining  conversationalist, 
and  on  intimate  terms  with  the  wives  of  many  of  the  leading  men 
of  the  Revolutionary  period,  she  was  welcome  in  many  circles  and 
lived  to  the  age  of  ninety-two. 

Of  Jared  and  Anna's  seven  children,  two  of  them,  William  5 
and  Elijah  5^  were  blacksmiths  and  lived  in  Sussex  County,  N.J. 

John  5 married  Rachel  Parke,  a granddaughter  of  Dr.  Roger 
Parke . 

Sarah  5 married  Moses  Quick  and  had  three  children:  Jared 
6,  Elijah  6,  and  John  6 Quick. 

Anna  5 married  William  Stout,  son  of  Judge  John  Stout  of 
Somerset  and  had  three  children:  Richard  6,  Abraham  6,  and 
Zephanian  6 Stout. 

Acksah  5 married  Charles  Stout,  grandson  of  David  Stout  and 
Elizabeth  Larison.  They  had  four  children:  Lesis  6,  Charles  6, 
John  6 (a  doctor)  and  Elizabeth  6 Stout. 

Margaret  5 married  William  Houghton,  son  of  Col.  Joab  Hough- 
ton. They  had  nine  children:  Sarah  6 married  William  Golden; 

Nancy  married  Palmer  Price;  Caroline  6 married  Joseph  Joseph 
Hart;  William  6 died;  John  6 married,  raised  his  family  in  Las 
Vegas,  New  Mexico,  and  died  there,  leaving  a wife  and  six  chil- 
dren; Elizabeth  6 married  Jeremiah  Devoe;  William  6 (2nd)  mar- 
ried, raised  his  family  in  Chase  family,  Kansas,  and  he,  too, 
died  leaving  a wife  and  family  of  six  children. 
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After  the  death  of  his  first  wife,  Nehemiah  4 (#19)  married 
Elizabeth  Campbell  (probably  the  sister  of  his  brother  Joseph  4's 
wife  Phoebe).  This  second  marriage  took  place  on  April  15,  1779, 
during  the  Revolutionary  War. 

Following  the  death  of  Taphath  4's  husband,  Israel  Brush, 
Taphath  married  Capt.  Timothy  Titus,  as  his  second  wife.  His 
will,  dated  January  13,  1807  and  probated  October  4,  l808, 
mentions  "wife  Tabitha  (Taphath  is  a form  of  Tabitha)  to  whom 
he  left  considerable  personal  property,  also  Anna  Brush  (relation- 
ship unknown)  to  whom  he  gave  a cow,  a bed  and  #54.  Nehemiah  4 
Brush  was  a witness  to  his  will. 

Mabel  4 Sexton  and  her  husband,  John  Stout,  had  seven  chil- 
dren. 

The  oldest,  Zephaniah  5,  married  Rhoda  Stout,  the  daughter 
of  Nathaniel  Stout  and  Charity  Furman.  They  had  two  children. 

Charity  5 Stout  married  John  Parke,  the  son  of  William  Parke 
and  grandsoncof  Dr.  Roger  Parke. 

Rachel  5 Stout  married  Jonathan  Stout,  the  son  of  Samuel 
Stout. 

Kesiah  5 Stout  married  Lewis  Gordon. 

Amos  5 Stout  married  a Miss  Furman. 

In  1770  (as  mentioned  before)  Elizabeth  5 Stout  married 
Nathaniel  Hart,  the  son  of  the  Hon.  John  Hart,  prominent  during 
the  Revolutionary  War  period. 

The  oldest  son,  Zephaniah  5 Stout,  probably  didn't  serve  dur- 
ing the  Revolution.  He  was  married  right  at  the  beginning  of  the 
war  and  died  soon  after  the  birth  of  their  two  children,  Ebenezer 
5,  and  another  son  who  died  as  a small  child. 

After  Zephaniah 's  death,  Rhoda  married  Rev.  Burgess  Allison. 
According  to  Ralph  Ege  in  his  "Pioneers  of  Old  Hopewell,"  "Rev. 
Allison  was  an  eminent  clergyman  of  Bordentown  who  had  served  in 
the  pulpit  at  Hopewell  before  the  installation  of  Oliver  Hart. 

Born  in  1753,  he  received  his  education  at  the  school  of  Dr.  Jones 
of  Pennsylvania  and  Rhode  Island  College.  He  was  not  only  an  ac- 
complished scholar,  but  he  was  a skilled  and  ingenious  mechanic 
as  well,  and  made  most  of  the  apparatus  and  instruments  used  in 
the  scientific  experiments  conducted  in  the  classes  of  his  select 
school  for  boys  at  Bordentown.  He  was  well  versed  in  several  lan- 
guages and  many  students  came  to  his  school  from  as  far  away  as 
France,  Spain  and  Portugal  and  other  European  countries.  After 
turning  his  interest  in  the  school  over  to  a predecessor,  he  de- 
voted his  time  to  the  ministry  and  also  was  Chaplain  of  the 
House  of  Representatives  in  Washington  after  the  war." 

Rhoda  and  Zephaniah' s son,  Ebenezer  6 Stout  (#93),  grew  up 
in  the  home  of  his  step-father.  Rev.  Burgess  Allison,  in  Borden- 
town (named  for  its  founder.  Judge  Joseph  Borden). 

Bordentown  was  also  the  home  of  the  Hon.  Francis  Hopkinson 
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(musician,  artist,  lawyer,  statesman,  and  writer  of  prose  and 
poetry).  He  was  also  one  of  the  signers  of  the  Declaration  of 
Independence . 

Born  in  Philadelphia  in  1737,  Francis  was  the  son  of  Thomas 
Hopkinson,  a lawyer,  president  of  the  American  Philosophical  So- 
ciety, and  Trustee  of  the  College  of  Philadelphia  (predecessor 
of  the  University  of  Pennsylvania).  Francis  was  the  first  student 
to  enroll  there.  He  received  his  master's  degree  in  1760,  his 
LL.D.  in  1790,  a year  after  his  death.  His  wife,  Anne  Borden  of 
Bordentown,  was  the  daughter  of  Col.  Joseph  Borden,  one  of  the 
most  active  patriots  of  the  Revolution  and  father  of  Bordentown. 

Several  years  after  the  war,  Rhoda  and  Zephaniah  Stout's  son, 
Ebenezer  6 (#93)  married  Anna  Hopkinson,  born  October  18,  1777, 

the  daughter  of  Anne  Borden  and  Francis  Hopkinson. 

By  this  time  many  people  from  the  coastal  area  had  moved 
farther  inland,  and  farming  and  manufacturing  became  the  leading 
industries  in  the  North.  By  the  beginning  of  the  new  century 
the  Mississippi  River  had  been  crossed.  The  Columbia  River  in 
the  great  northwest  had  been  discovered,  and  the  United  States 
laid  claim  to  the  Oregon  Country.  The  Louisiana  Purchase  had 
been  completed,  and  in  1805  President  Jefferson  sent  Lewis  and 
Clark  on  their  expedition  that  took  them  from  St.  Louis,  Missouri 
to  the  Pacific  Ocean  and  back,  much  of  it  through  Indian  country. 

To  encourage  migration,  more  roads  were  built  by  the  govern- 
ment and  the  building  of  private  turnpikes  was  encouraged.  But, 
because  the  people  who  were  accustomed  to  the  free  use  of  roads 
resented  the  toll  charges,  the  building  of  a north-south  turnpike 
by  the  federal  government  was  recommended  by  Secretary  of  State, 
Albert  Gallatin, ; also  an  east-west  road  to  connect  the  eastern 
states  with  the  Ohio  River. 

When  the  83^-mile-long  Cumberland  Road  was  completed,  it 
formed  a connecting  link  from  the  Atlantic  Ocean  through  Wheeling, 
West  Virginia  and  Columbus,  Ohio,  to  Vandalia,  Illinois,  and  added 
a great  deal  to  the  convenience  of  the  people  moving  west.  The 
large  number  of  canals  built  at  this  time  also  formed  a network  of 
waterways  throughout  the  eastern  states. 

The  young  nation  was  faced  with  many  problems  at  this  time, 
however,  due  to  over-extension  of  credit  and  unsound  banking  prac- 
tises. But  the  price  of  land  was  low,  selling  for  as  little  as 
50^  to  65^  an  acre  in  some  localities,  except  for  the  fertile 
land  in  Ohio  which  was  priced  at  $2.00  an  acre. 

Wages  were  low.  For  a typical  working  day  from  sunup  to  sun- 
set a farm  worker  earned  from  5C#  to  75^  a day.  Skilled  workmen 
received  $1.25  to  $1.50  a day,  and  the  wages  of  women  and  children 
in  factories  were  much  lower. 

While  industry  and  small  scale  farming  were  increasing  in 
the  North,  cotton  was  becoming  the  basis  of  the  economy  in  the 
South.  By  the  time  the  cotton  gin  was  invented  in  1793,  the 
indentured  servants  had  been  replaced  with  slaves.  While  pro- 
duction increased  to  supply  the  European  markets,  the  aristocrats 
dominated  the  economic  and  social  &s  well  as  the  political  life 
of  the  southern  states.  As*  the  South  became  more  proud  and  pros- 
peroud,  a gulf  - began  to , form*,  between  the  two  sections  of  the 
country.  " •••“.  ''*c 
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Several  of  Joseph  4 (#17)  and  Phoebe  Campbell's  ten  children 
were  born  on  their  farm  west  of  Hopewell  (bordered  on  the  south  by 
land  belonging  to  Jared  4 and  Nehemiah  4)  before  Joseph  4 sold  it 
and  mo  ed  his  wheelwright  business  to  a new  location  where  there 
was  a great  deal  of  traffic  over  the  King's  Hiway  leading  from  the 
New  England  States  through  Princeton  to  Philadelphia,  Baltimore 
and  the  South.  Their  last  child,  Zadoc  5 (#66),  was  born  at  Prince- 
ton in  1777. 

About  two  years  after  Zadoc  was  born,  Benjamin  5 (#57),  the 
oldest  son,  was  married  to  Catherine  Larison  on  Nov.  24,  1779- 
They  had  two  children. 

Jared  5 (#58)  married  Polly  (Mary)  Stout.  This  was  the  same 
Mary  Stout  who  presented  the  basket  of  strawberries  to  General  Wash 
ington.  They  had  five  children:  Stephen,  Joseph,  Jared,  Silas, 
and  Arlissa  6 who  married  Charles  Stout  (son  of  James  Stout). 

Silas  6 married  Harriet  Clark. 

Jared  6 also  married  and  had  a son,  Jared  7 married  Nancy 

in  New  Jersey,  and  they,  too,  had  a son,  Jared  8. 

According  to  "Representative  Men  of  Michigan,  Jared  8's 
parents  (Jared  7 and  Nancy)  emigrated  from  New  Jersey  to  Dearborn, 
Wayne  County,  Michigan,  in  1833.  Their  son,  Jared  8,  (#300),  born 
in  Dearborn,  Sept.  29,  1838,  grew  up  in  Michigan.  The  article 
goes  on  to  state  that:  "His  father  was  a skilled  workman  in  the 
building  and  cabinet  trade  and,  during  the  construction  of  the 
Michigan  Central  railroad,  superintended  the  building  of  the  brid- 
ges and  culverts.  Upon  opening  the  road  for  traffic  to  Ypsilanti, 
he  was  appointed  by  the  company  as  agent  at  Dearborn.  About  this 
time  he  purchased  from  the  Government  a large  tract  of  land  in 
the  township  of  Ray lor,  in  the  southern  part  of  Wayne  County.  In 
the  latter  part  of  1847  he  removed,  with  his  family,  onto  this 
land,  and  began  to  clear  and  bring  it  under  cultivation  in  the 
wilds  of  Michigan. 

Here  Mr.  Sexton  (Jared  8)  first  displayed  that  spirit  of  in- 
domitable perseverence  which  has  characterized  his  every  under- 
taking. Here  he  passed  his  boyhood,  working  with  the  unflagging 
zeal  of  a young  pioneer  in  the  summer  and  attending  the  district 
school  during  the  winter  months.  At  the  age  of  nineteen  he  en- 
tered the  Normal  School  at  Ypsilanti  to  study  with  a view  to  be- 
coming a teacher,  defraying  the  exnense  of  his  collegiate  course 
by  teaching  penmanship  during  his  Vacation.  His  course  was  com- 
pleted at  the  age  of  twenty-three;  «uen,  w ith  education,  energy 

and  the  strong  impulse  of  necessity,  he  commenced  life.  Owing  to 
the  death  of  his  mother  in  January  l86l,  he  returned  home  to  take  i 
care  of  his  father  who  had  reached  the  age  of  seventy,  and  to  cul- 
tivate the  farm  which  had  been  the  home  of  his  early  boyhood.  In  s 
May  l86l  he  married  Harriet  E.  Bradford,  eldest  daughter  of  Benja- 
min Bradford,  a farmer  in  the  township  of  Canton,  Wayne  County.  ] 
The  home  farm  again  became  the  scene  of  earnest  work;  but  small 
capital  and  poor  market  facilities  rendered  the  outlook  anything 
but  encouraging.  After  two  years  of  unremitting  toil,  having  ] 

accumulated  a capital  of  one  hundred  fifty  dollars,  Mr.  Sexton  ; 
opened  a store  with  a post  office  attached,  called  Taylor's  Centre.! 
This  was  the  pioneer  post  office  of  the  township.  The  enterprise  < 
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was  the  first  step  towards  the  exclusive  adoption  of  mercantile 
pursuits.  The  next  was  the  selection  of  a larger  and  more  desir- 
able field  of  labor,  having  railway  communication.  Finally  the 
farm  was  rented,  and  the  store  and  post  office  in  Taylor's  Center 
changed  owners.  In  1868  Jared  Sexton  built  a brick  Store  in 
Dearborn;  and  in  the  spring  of  1869,  opened  for  business.  This 
business  he  carried  on  successfully  until  the  spring  of  1874, 
when  a still  larger  field  of  work  became  necessary.  He  sold  the 
store  at  Dearborn  and  moved  to  Detroit.  Taking  the  advice  of 
friends,  during  the  political  campaign  of  1874,  he  accepted  the 
nomination  for  Sheriff  of  Wayne  County,  and  was  elected.  In  1876 
he  was  again  nominated,  but  defeated  owing  to  the  enmity  of  the 
small  liquor  dealers,  incurred  by  the  faithful  performance  of 
duty  as  Sheriff,  in  enforcing  the  payment  of  the  heavy  liquor 
tax.  In  1877  he  opened  the  present  banking  business,  in  associa- 
tion with  Mr.  0.  P.  Hall,  under  the  name  of  Sexton  & Hall.  Mr. 
Sexton  began  his  public  career  as  School  Inspector  and  Town  Clerk 
in  the  township  of  Taylor,  serving  two  terms  in  each  of  these 
positions.  He  was  in  the  State  Legislature  in  1867;  Supervisor 
of  Dearborn  1870  to  1871;  and  Sheriff  of  Wayne  County  in  1875  and 
1876.  He  has  always  been  a warm  supporter  of  the  Democratic 
party,  and  by  the  manifestation  of  well-directed  zeal  and  untir- 
ing energy  in  the  interest  of  the  party,  has  won  general  confi- 
dence and  the  attachment  of  its  leaders.  He  is  strictly  temper- 
ate in  all  things,  and  a man  who  commands  the  respect  of  the 
community.  He  has  been  a member  of  the  Masonic  Fraternity  since 
1865.  Mr.  Sexton  is  today  a fair  specimen  of  a man  who  has  made 
his  own  way  from  poverty  to  prosperity.  His  character  is  marked 
by  integrity,  geneality,  and  true  benevolence.  He  is  a fine 
representative  of  the  self-made  man  of  our  day." 

Joseph  4 and  Phoebe's  next  child  was  Jesse  5 (#59).  He  mar- 
ried Keziah  Allen.  They  had  no  children. 

Charles  5 (#60)  Sexton's  first  wife  was  Peggy.  His  second 
was  a Mrs.  Blackmore  (or  Blakemore).  They  had  no  children. 
Charles  5 died  in  Ohio. 

The  fifth  child,  Thomas  Campbell  5 (#6l),  was  born  in  Hope- 
well  in  1764.  He  married  Charity  Current  (b.  in  17 68)  before 
the  family  moved  to  Loudoun  County  in  the  Chenandoah  Valley  in 
Virginia.  Apparently  only  Thomas  5 and  the  five  younger  chil- 
dren accompanied  Joseph  4 and  Phoebe  when  they  made  this  move  to 
Virginia. 

Not  much  information  is  available  about  Thomas  Campbell  5 
(#6l)  and  Charity's  eleven  children,  but  some  of  them  were  born 
in  N.J.  At  least  two  of  them,  however,  were  born  at  Currents- 
town,  Shenandoah  Co.,  Va.  These  were  Joseph  6 (#117,  born  there 
about  1804,  and  John  G.  6 (#119),  born  May  19,  1808 . 

By  1828  some  of  this  family  had  moved  still  farther  west  to 
Chatham  Hill,  Smyth  County,  Virginia,  where  Joseph  6 was  living 
when  William  C.  7 (#214),  the  first  of  his  five  sons,  was  born 
on  May  30,  1828. 
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All  of  Joseph  6's  five  sons  except  William  C.  7 served  in 
the  Civil  War  later  in  the  century. 

According  to  nSouth-West  Virginia  and  the  Valley; " 

"William  C.  Sexton,  Esq.,  was  educated  in  the  schools  of 
Smyth  County  and  occupied  himself  with  farming  until  the  age  of 
nineteen  when  he  went  into  the  mercantile  business.  He  continued 
in  this  business  until  1858  when  he  was  elected  County  Clerk,  a 
position  he  held  for  thirty-three  consecutive  years." 

William  C.  7 remained  at  his  post  during  the  Civil  War, 
while  his  four  brothers  were  fighting  at  the  front.  Three  of  them 
were  killed. 

In  1852  William  7 married  Rachel  C.  Roberts,  the  daughter  of 
Hon.  John  Roberts,  Broadford,  Smyth  County,  Virginia,  one  of  the 
old  settlers  whose  grandfather  had  bought  the  lots  on  which  his 
descendants  lived  for  at  least  through  four  generations. 

Eight  children  were  born  to  William  and  Rachel:  John  R.  8 
of  Marion  County;  Joseph  K.  8,  a druggist  at  Ridge,  Arkansas; 
Edward  J.  8 of  Sturgis  Springs,  South  Dakota;  Ann  M.,  wife  of 

Judge  P.  Du Elizabethtown,  Tenn.;  Lucretia  8,  wife  of 

A.  T.  Lincoln  of  Lincoln  Co.,  wagon  and  agricultural  machinery 
manufacturers  of  Marion;  and  Rachel  M.  R.,  the  youngest. 

Held  in  high  esteem  by  his  fellow  townsmen,  William  7 was  a 
trustee  and  steward  of  the  Methodist  Church  where  his  wife  and 
family  were  active  members.  His  wife,  Rachel,  died  in  1866. 

Thomas  Campbell  5 Sexton  and  Charity; s ninth  child,  John  G. 
(#119 ),  was  married  February  23,  1836  to  Sarah  B.  McDonald  of 
Smyth  County,  Virginia.  She  was  the  daughter  of  Solomon  McDon- 
ald and  Nancy  Cox  of  Maryland.  John  6 was  a farmer.  He  was  edu- 
cated in  Smyth  County  and  was  a strict  member  of  the  Baptist  Church 
John  6 and  Sarah  had  nine  children. 

Helen  V.  7 (#219)  married,  first.  Dr.  Samuel  B.  Goodwin  and 
had  two  sons.  She  married,  secondly,  Capt.  M.  Treadway. 

Charles  McDonald  7 (#220)  married  about  I86O-65  and  had  a 
family  of  four  children. 

Elenor  C.  7 (#221)  married  J.  F.  Haller  of  Chatham  Hill  in 
Smyth  County. 

Susan  J.  7 (#223)  married  Capt.  N.  B.  Whitehead  of  Virginia. 

Edward  J.  7 (#224)  resided  at  Nickerson,  Nebraska,  and  had  a 
family  of  eight  children. 

Laura  M.  7 (#225)  married  H.  S.  Buchanan  of  Ellendale,  Vir- 
ginia, and  had  a family  of  nine  children. 

Nancy  E.  7 (#226)  resided  at  Chathem  Hill,  and  Emma  7 (#227) 
the  youngest,  died  at  age  five. 

The  fourth  child,  Thomas  Campbell  7 (#222),  born  at  Chatham 
Hill,  August  24,  1343,  is  the  only  one  of  these  nine  children  dbout 
whom  a great  deal  is  known.  He  grew  up  and  received  his  early 
education  in  private  schools  and  the  academic  schools  of  Marion, 
Virginia.  Between  the  time  of  his  common  school  work  and  his 
academic  schooling,  he  served  four  years  in  the  Confederate  Army 
as  a member  of  Company  D.,  Fourth  Virginia  Volunteer  Infantry, 
the  old  "Stonewall"  Jackson  Brigade,  and  participated  in  all  of 
the  principal  battles,  including  the  Peninsula  Campaign.  He 
was  wounded  at  Chancellorville  with  a bullet  through  his  leg 
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at  the  knee  and  was  incapacitated  for  further  service  during  the 
war. 

After  the  close  of  the  war  he  entered  the  academy  with  a 
view  of  fitting  himself  for  a physician  and  at  that  time  affilia- 
ted with  the  Masonic  Lodge.  He  remained  at  the  academy  two  years 
with  N.  Po  Watson,  M.  D.,  as  his  preceptor.  He  graduated  from 
the  Baltimore  College  on  February  21,  1871,  and  set  up  his  prac- 
tise in  Nebraska.  On  December  4,  1872,  he  married  Emma  Peters 
(born  in  New  Lisbon,  Ohio,  December  23,  1850,  the  daughter  of 
James  H.  Peters  and  Jane  Ferguson).  They  had  two  children, 
Gertrude  8 and  Laura  8 Sexton. 

After  practising  medicine  in  Fremont,  he  removed  to  Fontan- 
elle  and  practised  there  for  two  years  before  moving  oack  to  Fre- 
mont where  he  built  a fine  residence  on  the  corner  of  Nye  Avenue 
and  Tenth  Street,  and  continued  his  practise  until  1888.  Previous 
to  this  time  he  had  bought  several  hundred  acres  of  land  a few 
miles  from  town  and  put  it  under  cultivation  with  improvements 
made  under  his  own  supervision.  Later  on  he  purchased  more  land 
in  Stanton  and  Wayne  Counties  and  turned  his  entire  attention  to 
agriculture . 

Politically,  Thomas  7 was  a Democrat,  and  like  his  fore- 
bears, a strict  Baptist. 

Of  him  the  "History  of  Elk  Horn  Valley"  goes  on  to  state: 

"Not  infrequently  does  the  man  who  makes  a success  of  any  pro- 
fession of  business  calling,  as  he  advances  in  life,  take  great 
delight  in  retiring  to  the  independent  life  found  in  the  possess- 
ion and  care  of  a landed  estate.  Even  Daniel  Webster,  it  is  said, 
was  never  so  happy  as  when  looking  over  his  broad  acres  in  New 
England,  watching  the  growth  of  crops  and  feeding  his  large  sleek 
oxen  with  ears  of  corn  from  his  own  hand,  and  indeed  there  can  be 
no  more  honorable  calling  for  either  the  rich  or  the  poor  than 
the  production  of  grain,  grasses,  vegetables  and  live  stock  upon 
which  the  race,must  subsist.  Many  of  the  earlier  settlers  in 
Washington  and  Dodge  Counties  will  recall  the  professional  visits 
made  by  the  good  doctor  of  whom  we  write  in  the  seventies  and 
eighties.  And  doubtless  there  are  those  who  would  not  be  here 
today  had  it  not  been  for  the  knowledge  and  skill  he  possessed; 
so  whether  the  Doctor  is  referred  to  in  the  role  of  physician 
and  surgeon,  or  that  of  an  agriculturist,  he  must  necessarily  be 
thought  of  as  filling  a useful  position. " 

Joseph  and  Phoebe's  sixth  child,  Elizabeth  7,  married  Lewis 
Hustal.  They  had  no  children. 

Their  seventh  child,  Kesiah  5 (#83),  married  William  Elzy 

after  the  family  migrated  to  the  Shenandoah  Valley  in  Virginia  in 
the  late  1790s.  They  had  seven  children. 

Joseph  A.  5 (#6 4),  the  eighth  child,  was  married  twice  in 
Virginia,  first  to  Barbary  Bush;  second,  to  Barbary  Catron. 

Phoebe  5 married  Thomas  Bunton.  They  had  no  children. 

Zadoc  5 (#86),  the  youngest  child,  married,  first,  Pegty 
Reader  in  Wythe  County,  Virginia,  where  the  family  lived 
following  the  death  of  Joseph  4 in  the  Shenandoah  Valley  on 
October  9,  1804.  He  married  secondly,  in  Ohio,  Nancy  Enoch, 

He  was  the  'ather  of  five  children  of  his  first  wife. 
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As  mentioned  earlier,  Joseph  A.  5 (#64)  was  married  twice, 
first  in  the  Shenandoah  Valley,  later  on  April  14,  1804,  in 
Wythe  County  to  Barbary  Catron.  That  same  year  he  returned  to 
the  Shenandoah  Valley  following  the  death  of  his  father,  Joseph 

4,  on  October  9 of  1804,  and  took  his  mother,  Phoebe,  back  to 
Wythe  County  with  him. 

Joseph  5 and  Barbary  Catron  had  four  children.  One  of  them, 
Lavina  6,  married  a Mr.  Richardson.  David  6 (#134)  married 
Letitia  Simmerman;  and  John  6 (#135)  was  married  twice,  first  to 
Priscilla  Richardson,  secondly,  to  Julia  Ann  Witten. 

John  6 (#135)  was  a Chief  Justice  and  manufacturer  of 
Leather  goods.  He  and  his  first  wife,  Priscilla,  were  married 
about  1830.  They  had  five  children  before  Priscilla  died  in 
l84l:  Joseph  C.  7 , Napoleon  Bonaparte  7,  Margaret  3.  7,  and 
John  McAllister  7. 

About  1850,  following  Priscilla’s  death,  John  6 married 
Julia  Ann  Witten  (born  October  12,  1812  and  died  in  1880).  They 
had  six  children:  George  Stuart  7,  Thomas  Witten  7 , Henry  Clay  7, 
James  Witten  7,  Barbara  7,  and  Fanny  7 , all  born  in  Sythe  County, 
Virginia . 

Joseph  C.  7 (#229),  the  firtet  of  John  6 and  Priscilla's 
children,  was  a distinguished  Confederate  officer  and  a Major  of 
the  Second  Corps  Army  of  Northern  Virginia.  At  the  close  of  the 
Civil  War  he  was  serving  on  General  Gordon's  staff. 

The  second  son,  Napoleon  Bonaparte  7 (#230),  served  in 
King's  Battery,  Confederate  Army  in  the  Civil  War.  He  died  in 
Baltimore,  Maryland,  in  1868. 

Margaret  7 (#231)  married  Henry  S.  Keller  of  Staunton,  Vir- 
ginia . 

The  third  son,  John  McAllister  7 (#232),  served  in  the  4th 
Regiment,  Virginia  Infantry,  in  "Stonewall1'  Jackson's  Division. 

He  was  killed  at  the  Battle  of  Antietam. 

A half-brother,  Thomas  Witten  7 (#234),  son  of  John  6 and 
Julia  Witten)  also  served  in  the  Confederate  Army.  All  four  of 
these  men  were  great-grandsons  of  Joseph  4 Sexton  and  Phoebe 
Campbell . 

George  Stuart  7 (#233)  was  the  first  child  of  John  6 and 
Julia  Ann  Witten.  He  was  married  twice,  first,  December  23, 

1873,  to  Elizabeth  D.  Williams,  the  daughter  of  Thomas  J.  Wil- 
liams. George  and  Elizabeth  had  five  children:  Annie  Lucinda 
3,  Joseph  Garland  8,  Roy  Williams  8,  Charles  3,  and  George  Nor- 
vill  3,  before  Elizabeth  died  on  February  6,  1904. 

Following  Elizabeth's  death,  George  S.  7 married,  secondly, 
on  October  12,  1911,  Louisa  S.  White  (born  Sept.  15,  1375,  the 
daughter  of  E.  A.  White  and  Adrienne  Lewis).  Louise  and  George 

5.  7 had  two  children:  Julia  Adrienne  8 and  John  Edward  8. 
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According  to  the  Encyclopedia  of  Virginia  Biography,  Vol. 

14, "George  Stuart  was  born  at  Wytheville,  Wythe  County,  Virginia, 
February  29,  l8fj2.  He  attended  the  private  school  of  Rev.  E.  H. 
McDonald  in  Wytheville  from  l86l  until  1868,  then  became  a clerk  in 
a mercantile  house  where  he  remained  five  years.  In  1876  he  es- 
tablished himself  in  the  grocery  business  in  Wytheville,  and  con- 
tinued in  that  business  until  1830,  after  which  he  engaged  in 
general  trade,  selling  farm  machinery,  fertilizers,  and  lumber 
until  1896.  After  that  he  was  engaged  in  both  farming  and  the 
insurance  business. 

He  was  elected  mayor  of  Wytheville,  the  capital  of  Wythe 
County,  an  important  city  on  the  Norfolk  & Western  Railroad, 
finely  situated  in  an  elevated  valley  and  surrounded  by  mountains. 
The  office  of  mayor  is  an  important  one,  as  Wytheville  with  its 
many  manufacturers  and  three  educational  institutions,  Wytheville 
Seminary,  Plumer  Memorial  Female  College,  and  McDonald  Institute 
all  demanded  tnat  modern  municipal  government  has  taught  necessary 
for  a well  governed,  healthful  town.  Under  Mayor  Sexton  these  de- 
mands have  been  met  and  at  the  expiration  of  his  first  term  in 
1912  he  was  elected  to  succeed  himself.  He  is  a member  of  the 
Presbyterian  Church  and  the  Royal  Arcanum,  being  secretary  of  the 
latter  organization.  In  political  faith  he  is  a Democrat,  pro- 
gressive and  loyal." 

Joseph:4  and  Phoebe's  family  was  only  one  of  many  of  the 
descendants  of  George  and  Katherine  who  left  New  Jersey  for  other 
parts  of  the  country  following  the  Revolutionary  War. 

Ruth  6 Sexton  (#172),  the  daughter  of  John  5 (#83)  and 
Rachel  Parke,  was  born  in  Hopewell  in  1794.  She  married  John  L. 
Phillips  and  had  five  children  in  Hopewell  (Catherine,  Ruth, 
Elizabeth,  John,  and  William  7 Phillips)  before  she  died  in  1833. 

Following  Ruth's  death,  John  5 married  her  sister,  Cather- 
ine 6 . 

In  the  spring  of  1839  John  and  Catherine  6,  the  five  Phillips 
children,  and  Catherine's  brother,  Joseph  Rue  6 (#171)  Sexton, 
joined  William  and  Catherine  Marshall's  and  Elizabeth  Cool's 
large  families  and  others  in  a specially  outfitted  caravan.  They 
left  Marshall's  Corner,  headed  west,  and  after  a fifty-three  day 
journey  reached  the  banks  of  the  Mississippi  River  where  they 
settled  on  the  broad  uncultivated  prairie  at  the  present  site  of 
Cordova,  Illinois. 

At  that  time  there  was  no  means  of  communication  with  the 
Atlantic  States  except  by  a three  thousand  mil  pilgrimage  by 
wagon  road,  or  by  way  of  the  Mississippi  River  to  New  Orleans 
and  from  there  by  ocean  steamer  to  Philadelphia  or  New  York. 

Here  Joseph  Rue  6 and  John  Phillips  contributed  a great 
deal  towards  making  that  remote  outpost  of  the  United  States 
a wealthy  and  prosperous  as  well  as  a model  community. 

John  and  Ruth  6 (Sexton)  Phillips  ' third  daughter,  Eliza- 
beth 7 Phillips  (#26l)  (born  around  l8l8  in  Hopewell)  was  mar- 
ried in  Cordova,  first,  to  Stephen  Humphrey,  the  son  of  John 
Humphrey  of  Hopewell.  They  had  one  son,  Edgar  8 Humphrey  (#362) 

, born  in  Cordova  before  Stephen  died.  Following  his  death, 
Elizabeth  7 Phillips  married  William  Golden  Marshall,  a wealthy 
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farmer  and  grain  dealer  of  Cordova.  They  had  no  children,  but 
William  Marshall  left  the  bulk:  of  his  estate  to  Edgar  8 Humphrey 
(Elizabeth  7's  son  by  her  former  marriage). 

William  Marshall's  brother,  Philip  Marshall,  was  the  father 
of  James  Wilson  Marshall,  the  discoverer  of  gold  in  California 
in  1848 . 

William  was  a Justice  and  known  all  over  the  region  as  Esq. 
Marshall.  He  represented  the  district  in  the  Legislature  from 

1830  to  1836. 

Elizabeth's  father-in-law,  John  Humphrey,  Jr.,  left  Hope- 
well  and  moved  to  New  York  following  the  death  of  his  first 
wife.  Experience  Dunn,  taking  several  of  his  younger  children 
with  him.  By  a second  marriage  he  also  had  a family  of  children. 
He  died  in  1870  at  the  age  of  93  and  his  body  was  brought  back  to 
Hopewell  and  interred  in  the  old  cemetery. 

Another  of  Joseph  4 and  Phoebe's  descendants  was  John  S.  7 
(#212)  the  son  of  Silas  6 (#109)  and  Harriet  Clark..  He  pro- 
bably was  born  at  Princeton  or  in  Philadelphia  around  1786.  He 
was  the  grandson  of  Jared  5 (#58)  and  Mary  "Polly"  Stout  of 
Hopewell.  John  S.  7 was  a member  of  the  firm  of  Burnet  & Sexton. 
He  worked  as  cashier  for  the  banking  firm  of  Jay  Cooke  & Co., 
the  famous  financiers  of  the  Civil  War  period  who  did  more  than 
any  other, or  more  than  all  others  combined,  to  pull  the  country 
through  the  grave  crisis.  John  was  described  as  the  ideal  of 
a perfect  gentleman  in  appearance  and  manner  - - tall,  very  digni- 
fied and  courteous,  very  social  and  proud  of  his  Hopewell  heri- 
tage . 


Among  the  descendants  of  Jared  4 and  Anna  Larison's  children 
were  Susan  7 (# 256)  and  Sarah  & (#257)  Sexton.  They  were  the 
daughters  of  William  Parke  6 Sexton  and  his  second  wife,  Hannah 
Wyckoff  (the  daughter  of  Andrew  Wyckoff).  These  two  daughters 
operated  the  old  Sexton  homestead  farm  very  successfully  for 
some  years  after  the  death  of  their  father.  Eventually,  however, 
they  sold  the  farm  to  their  brother-in-law,  Zephaniah  S.  Drake. 
They  moved  to  Hopewell  and  started  the  first  drug  store  there, 
managing  it  for  several  years  before  they  married.  They  were  not 
only  women  of  business  ability,  but  as  ladies  of  culture  and  re- 
finement and  very  accomplished  singers.  They  were  in  demand  at 
all  of  the  social  events  where  vocal  music  was  one  of  the  features 
Eventually  they  both  married,  Susan  7 to  a Mr.  Alburtus,  Sarah  7 
to  a Mr.  Cody.  Sarah  and  her  husband  had  one  daughter,  Lida  8 
Cody. 


Margaret  5 Sexton  (#8 1 ) , another  of  Jared  4 and  Anna's 
children,  and  her  husband,  William  Houghton,  left  Hopewell  some- 
time after  the  Revolutionary  War  and  went  north  to  the  Lake 
Country  of  New  York  to  live. 

Charles  4 (#  12)  and  his  wife,  Elizabeth  Pelton  also  left 
Hopewell.  They  joined  a caravan  of  Hopewell  friends  and  rela- 
tives and  went  north  to  Pennsylvania  where  they  settled  on  the 
Great  Forks  of  the  Susquehannhh  River. 
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Several  other  descendants  of  Charles  3 left  New  r 
Jersey  and  settled  at  Maysville,  Kentucky. 

Nathan  4,  the  eleventh  child  of  Charles  3,  probably  died 
young,  as  there  appears  to  be  no  further  record  of  him. 

Nehemiah  4 (#19)  was  the  only  one  of  Charle's  3 ' s sons  to 
remain  in  New  Jersey  after  the  Revolution.  He  lived  on  the  old 
homestead  until  after  1872  when  he  went  to  live  on  the  Major  Hart 
farm  near  the  Presbyterian  Church.  He  died  there  Septe.  30,  1819 
His  wife,  Elizabeth,  died  March  2,  1828,  at  the  age  of  eighty-one 

Nehemiah' s oldest  son,  Joab  5 (#67 ) ^ married  the  daughter  of 
Benjamin  Clark  who  lived  near  the  Ewing  Church  at  the  time  of  the 
Battle  of  Trenton.  Joab  5 was  an  ensign  in  Capt.  Andrew  Phillips 
Company,  a lieutenant  in  l8l4.  He  and  his  wife  lived  with  his 
father  on  the  farm  until  after  his  father's  death,  after  which 
they  moved  to  the  Lake  Country  in  New  York. 

Nehemiah 's  daughter,  Mary  5 (#68),  married  Charles  Sexton 
Weiling,  son  of  John  Welling,  Esq.,  of  Pennington  and  they  became 
the  parents  of  ten  children. 

Nathaniel  5 (#69),  or  "Natty,"  as  he  was  called,  was  Nehe- 
miah 's  youngest  child. ^ He  was  born  in  1767.  When  a young  man 

he  went  to  Flemington  and  was  for  several  years  a deputy  in  the 
office  of  the  County  Clerk.  He  studied  law  at  the  same  time. 

His  biographer  says  of  him  "that  in  the  chancery  line  he  was 
without  a peer  in  the  state."  In  1834  he  served  a term  in  the 
State  Senate.  Hon.  L.Q.C.  Elmer  in  his  "Remininscences  of  the 
Bench  and  Bsr  of  New  Jersey, "page  183,  speaks  of  Natty  Sexton, 
the  "Chancery  Reporter, " as  one  of  the  leaders  in  the  fun  at 

the  Rising  Sun  Tavern,  (which  stood  on  the  site  of  the  American 

Hotel  in  Trenton)  where  songs  were  sung,  old  stories  revived,  and 
flashes  of  wit  sparkled,  each  one  deeming  it  a duty  to  contri- 
bute as  well  as  he  could  to  the  general  amusement. 

Natty  never  married.  He  died  in  1347  and  was  buried  in  the 
Presbyterian  Church  yard  at  Flemington. " 
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Following  LaSalle's  discoveries  around  1669,  the  Ohio  terri- 
tory was  in  dispute  between  the  French  and  the  English  until  1763. 
After  that  time  it  was  under  the  control  of  the  English  until  it 
was  formally  relinquished  to  the  United  States  at  the  end  of  the 
Revolutionary  War  by  The  Treaty  of  Paris  in  1783. 

This  valley  was  once  one  of  the  most  fertile  in  the  world. 
Great  mounds  were  discovered  there  by  the  early  explorers  in  the 
territory  north  of  the  Ohio  and  between  the  Scioto  and  Miami 
Rivers.  Altars,  pyramids,  effigies  were  discovered.  Portions  of 
human  skeletans,  ornaments,  shell,  bone,  stone,  mica  and  copper 
were  uncovered,  indicating  that  prehistoric  tribes  had  once  in- 
habited the  area  before  the  white  man  came.  By  the  time  the  Euro- 
pean settlers  entered  the  territory,  these  civilizations  had  van- 
ished, and  the  land  was  occupied  principally  by  the  Ohio  Indians 
comprizing  the  Delawares,  the  Shawnees,  the  Miamis,  the  Wyandots 
or  Hurons,  the  Ottowas,  the  Senecas,  and  the  Mingoes. 

After  the  war  the  states  as  well  as  the  federal  government 
were  deeply  indebted  to  the  soldiers  for  their  services.  For  lack 
of  money,  many  of  the  soldiers  were  rewarded  with  land  donations, 
and  the  government  began  to  look  tov/ards  this  territory  to  fulfill 
their  obligations.  After  some  dispute  of  the  claims  between  the 
United  States  and  certain  states  (Virginia,  New  York,  Connecticut 
and  Massachusetts)  regarding  the  territory,  all  the  land  in  ques- 
tion was  relinquished  to  the  United  States  except  that  claimed  by 
the  State  of  Virginia. 

This  tract,  called  the  Virginia  Military  lands,  located  in 
the  southwestern  pafct  of  what  is  now  the  State  of  Ohio,  was 
divided  and  allotted  to  the  Virginia  soldiers.  Prominent  among 
the  recipients  of  these  military  lands  were  General  George  Wash- 
ington (who  received  four  tracts  in  Clermont  County  amounting  to 
3,051  acres),  George  Rogers  CTark  and  Daniel  Morgan. 

Other  tracts,  known  as  the  United  States  Military  Lands, 
the  Donation  Tract,  the  Symmes  Purchase,  Congress  Lands,  The 
Fire  Lands,  the  Seven  Ranges,  Zehe's  Tract,  The  Refugee  Tract, 

The  Moravian  Lands  and  others,  were  set  aside  for  various  pur- 
poses, such  as  turnpikes,  canals,  schools,  and  religious  in- 
stitutions (the  only  state  that  ever  set  aside  land  for  religious 
purposes).  At  this  time  settlers  were  swarming  into  the  terri- 
tory, and  on  March  1,  1803,  Ohio  became  the  seventeenth  state  to 
be  admitted  to  the  Union.  Chillicothe  was  chosen  as  its  capital. 
But  the  availability  and  the  fefeer  of  land  speculation  soon  re- 
sulted in  the  exhaustion  of  the  soil,  and  many  farmers  were  forced 
to  turn  to  dairying  and  gardening  too  supply  the  growing  market 
both  at  home  and  abroad  while  new  methods  of  fertilization  and  crop 
rotation  were  undertaken  in  an  effort  to  replenish  the  depleted 
soil . 


While  industrial  growth  and  small  farming * developed  in  the 
North,  cotton  became  king  in  the  South,  with  slaves  to  do  the 
work.  The  small  farmers  in  the  North  felt  no  need  for  slaves, 
but  the  proud  and  aristocratic  plantation  owners  in  the  South,  un- 
willing to  give  up  their  extravagant  way  of  life,  felt  they  could 
not  survive  without  them,  and  a breach  began  to  form  between  the 
two  sections  of  the  country. 
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As  the  debate  between  the  slaves  owners  in  the  South  of 
the  abolitionists  in  the  North  continued,  the  lives  of  those  des- 
tined to  play  important  roles  in  the  future  of  our  country  were 
shaped  by  the  controversy.  Also,  the  Democrats  and  the  Whigs, 
previously  supported  both  in  the  North  and  in  the  South,  began  to 
split  over  the  question  of  slavery,  and  a new  party  began  to  emerge 
in  the  early  1350s,  calling  itself  the  Republican  Party. 

It  was  during  this  time  of  controversy,  growth  and  expansion 
that  the  man  who  was  to  lead  the  new  party  was  born. 

William  McKinley,  son  of  William  McKinley  and  Nancy  Allison 
of  Scotch-Irish  descent,  was  born  on  January  29,  1845,  in  Niles, 
Trumbull  County,  Ohio.  He  grew  up  and  received  his  education  in 
the  schools  of  Trumbull  County  and  Alleghany  College  at  Meadville, 
Pennsylvania,  from  which  he  graduated  in  i860.  Following  his 
graduation,  he  taught  school  and  studied  law  before  becoming  a 
politician  and  advocate  of  the  business  interests  backed.,  by  the 
new  party. 

It  was  here,  too,  in  Stark:  County,  Ohio,  that  the  woman  who 
was  to  become  his  wife  and  the  mother  of  his  children  was  born. 
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The  home  that  George  4 Sexton  leased  at  Monocacy  Manor  for 
his  daughter-in-law  and  his  grandchildren  probably  gave  them  some 
protection  during  the  war  while  his  son,  George  5 was  away  fight- 
ing at  the  front;  but  the  entire  tract  of  eighty-five  lots  was 
confiscated  and  sold  on  October  1,  1781  following  the  passage  of 
an  Act  ih  November  of  the  previous  year,  whereby  all  of  the  pro- 
prietary lands  were  confiscated  by  the  State  of  Maryland. 

Lot  No.  40,  consisting  of  125  acres,  on  which  Sarah  and  the 
children  had  lived  during  the  war  was  sold  to  Capt.  Haltzell  for 
625  pounds. 

Lot  No.  58,  consisting  of  197  acres  on  which  Sarah's  father, 
John  Harlan,  was  a tenant,  sold  for  1,265  pounds. 

The  sale  of  these  and  other  confiscated  property  made  it 
possible  to  redeem  the  pay  certificates  issued  to  the  "Maryland 
Line"  for  their  services  during  the  war.  However,  many  of  the 
tenants  of  the  Manor  were  allowed  to  remain  there  for  a number  of 
years . 

Since  they  were  not  all  forced  to  vacate  immediately,  Gaorge 
5 and  Sarah  and  the  children  remained  there  during  the  time  the 
children  were  small. 

In  1786,  however,  their  oldest  son,  James  6 (#88),  who  had 
been  apprenticed  to  a cordwainer  (shoemaker),  left  Maryland  and 
went  to  Huntingdon  County,  Pennsylvania,  where  he  became  known  as 
James  Saxton.  The  year  after  he  arrived  there  he  bought  two  lots. 
Nos.  424  and  426,  from  his  Uncle  John  on  Penn  Street  and  set  him- 
self up  in  business. 

Three  years  later,  George  5,  Sarah  and  their  remaining  chil- 
dren moved  to  Huntington  County,  also  and  bought  a 50-acre  farm 
in  Tyrone  Township,  a few  miles  from  Huntingdon  . 

Eventually  their  son  Daniel  6 went  to  Desha  County,  Arkan- 
sas, and  died  there  in  1843. 

Joshua  6 went  to  Gallatin  County,  Illinois,  where  his  trail 
seems  to  have  been  lost,  and  the  daughter  married  a Mr.  Martin. 

In  1798  George  Harlan  6 (#90)  was  married  to  Sarah  Burke 
and  went  to  Kansas  City  where  they  raised  a family  of  ten  chil- 
dren. See  Nos.  185  through  194  in  the  Index. 

At  one  time  George  6 was  engaged  in  farming,  carried  the 
mail,  and  was  a stage  line  operator.  His  wife,  Tarah,  died 
and  was  buried  in  Boone  Co.,  Missouri. 

While  working  at  his  shoemaking  trade  in  Huntingdon,  Pa., 
James  6 learned  the  art  of  making  handmade  nails  and  went  into 
that  business.  In  1791  he  married  Hannah  Ashbaugh  who  was  born 
in  Frederick  County,  Maryland,  and  shared  his  Methodist  religion. 
He  continued  in  the  nail  manufacturing  business  for  a number  of 
years  while  raising  a family  of  eleven  children,  several  of  whom 
attained  positions  of  prominence.  Two  of  theLr  seven  sons, 

George  7 and  Wilson  Lee  7,  died  unmarried  at  an  early  age.  Of 
the  four  daughters,  Ruth  7 died  in  infancy,  and  Catherine  7 died 
unmarried  at  the  age  of  eighteen. . Rebecca  7 married  Christian 
Piegtall.  They  made  their  home  in  Huntingdon  and  both  died  there, 
Rebecca  7 in  1864,  Christian  in  1836.  Peniniah  7 married  the 
Rev.  Mordecai  3arry,  minister  of  the  Methodist  Church,  in  1322. 

He  died  July  20,  1823. 
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Their  remaining  five  sons,  John  7 (#17*0*  Joseph  7 (#178), 
James  7 (#l8l),  Joshua  7 (#182),  and  William  Ashbaugh  7 (#184), 
all  became  outstanding  in  their  fields.  Growing  up  in  an  age  of 
new  developments,  their  interests  centered  around  science,  indus- 
try, business  and  technology.  Three  of  them,  John  7*  Joseph  7, 
and  Joshua  7*  developed  an  early  interest  in  the  printing  business 
but  during  their  formative  years  all  of  them  worked  in  their 
father's  nail  factory  or  were  apprenticed. 

The  first  son,  John  7 (#174),  was  born  in  Huntingdon  in 
1792.  He  grew  up  there  and  was  apprenticed  to  a printer.  He  had 
made  considerable  advancement  in  learning  the  newspaper  business 
before  he  enlisted  during  the  War  of  1812  where  his  hearing  was 
impaired  from  standing  too  close  to  a cannon  when  it  was  fired. 
Released  from  further  military  service,  he  returned  to  his  job 
with  the  newspaper.  He  was  in  his  early  twenties  when  another 
Great  Migration  took  place.  Having  mastered  the  newspaper  trade, 
he  joined  this  migration  and  set  out  for  Ohio  at  the  age  of  twenty 
three . 

Chillicothe  was  still  the  capital  of  Ohio  when  John  7 Sexton 
established  his  newspaper  in  Canton,  Stark  County  in  the  spring  of 
1815.  The  following  year  Columbus  became  the  state's  permanent 
capital. 

This  was  the  first  newspaper  in  the  area  and  one  of  only 
seven  in  the  state  at  the  time.  In  the  editorial  appearing  in 
the  first  issue  of  the  Repository,  John  7 pledged  to  the  public 
that  so  long  as  he  controlled  the  paper  the  truth  should  be  his 
guide  and  the  public  good  his  aim.  He  returned  to  Huntingdon  in 
August  of  the  same  year  and  married  Margaret  Laird  who  accompanied 
him  back  to  Canton,  riding  horseback  in  front  of  him.  During  the 
next  sixteen  years  eight  children  were  born  to  them:  James  Asbury 
8,  John  Laird  3,  William  8,  Hannah  Jane  8,  George  Reynolds  8, 
Joshua  8,  and  Thomas  Wilson  8. 

James  7 (#178)  another,  of  James  6 and  Hannah's  remaining 
sons,  was  born  in  Huntingdon  in  1805.  He  was  a merchant.  He 
was  married  first  on  December  15*  1828,  to  Mary  Ann  Fockler  who 
bore  him  six  children  before  she  died  on  May  21,  1839.  The 
following  year  on  September  9,  l34o,  James  7 married  Mary  Ann's 
sister,  Catherine  Fockler.  She  had  four  children,  before ( she, 
too  died,  on  June  22,  1846.  Two  years  later,  on  October  4,  1848, 
James  7 married  Emily  Brotherline  as  his  third  wife. 

% 

During  the  time  John  7 was  learning  the  printer's  trade, 
his  brother  Joseph  7 (#132),  born  in  1799*  was  ’working  in  his 
father's  nail  factory  and  at  the  same  time  learning  to  be  a watch- 
maker. He  also  made  a printing  press  at  this  time  on  which  he 
printed:  a-  small  ~ newspaper.  <*  vlnnlSlT  he : moved:  ter  Philadelphia. 

While  engaged  in  making  watches  there,  he  invented  a machine  for 
facilitating  the  making  of  the  wheels  for  the  works  of  watches. 
With  Isiah  Lukens,  he  made  an  ingenious  clock  which  gave  the  move- 
ments of  the  planets.  He  made  the  clock  which  was  placed  in. the 
belfry  of  Independence  Hall  in  Philadelphia.  According  to  his 
biography,  he  went  to  London  in  1328  and  became  associated  with 
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The  Adelaide  Gallery  of  Practical  Science.  He  was  admitted  to 
the  meetings  of  the  Royal  Institution. 

In  June  of  1833  he  demonstrated  before  the  British  Associa- 
tion for  the  Advancement  of  Science  the  workings  of  his  magnetic- 
electric  machine,  capable  of  decomposing  water  and  producing 
brilliant  sparks  and  steady  light  by  bringing  charcoal  points  to- 
gether. He  also  invented  a pully  for  measuring  the  velocity  of 
vessels--an  air  gun  with  metallic  cartridge;  apparatus  for  ob- 
taining electrical  sparks  from  magnetism  of  the  earth.  He  was 
awarded  The  Scott  Legacy  medal  of  the  Franklin  Institute  of 
Philadelphia  in  1834  for  his  reflecting  pyrometer.  He  declined 
the  offer  of  director  of  the  printing  machinery  of  the  Bank  of 
England  and  returned  to  the  United  States  in  1837  and  became  cura- 
tor for  the  standard  weighing  apparatus  of  the  U.S.  Mint  in  Phila- 
delphia and  superintended  construction  of  the  standard  balances, 
weights  and  measures  for  branch  mints  and  assay  offices  of  the 
government.  He  also  invented  an  automatic  machine  for  measuring 
the  height  of  tides,  one  for  determining  the  temperature  of  deep 
sea,  an  immersed  hydrometer.  He  was  awarded  a Gold  Medal  at  The 
Crystal  Palace  Fair,  London,  1851,  for  a nearly  precise  balance. 

He  was  a member  of  the  Franklin  Institute  and  American  Philo- 
sophical Society  1837-73  and  a charter  member  of  The  National  Aca- 
demy of  Science  in  1863. 

In  1850  Joseph  7 Saxton  married  Mary  Harcourt  Abercrombie, 
the  daughter  of  James  Avercrombie  (Rector  of  Christ  Church,  St. 
Peter  and  St.  James,  the  historically  famous  Methodist  Episco- 
pal Church  in  Philadelphia) 
and  Mary  Riddell  of  Baltimore. 

Joseph  7 and  Mary  had 
one  child,  Mary  Riddell  8 
Saxton,  who  was  born  June  we, 

1851,  in  Washington,  D.C.  She 
was  married  about  1872  to 
Edwin  Conway  Pendleton  (USNA), 
the  son  of  Alexander  Garland 
Pendleton.  They  had  one  child, 

Joseph  9 Pendleton,  born  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  October  28, 

1873 . 

Joshua  7 (#182),  brother 
of  John,  James  and  Joseph  7 
Saxton,  was  born  in  Huntingdon, 

Pa.,  in  1807.  He  was  about 
fifteen  years  old  when  his 
mother,  Hannah  Ashbaugh  Saxton, 
died  in  1822.  Following  her 
death  Joshua  7 was  sent  to  Can- 
ton, Ohio,  and  apprenticed  to 
his  older  brother  John  7 at  the 
Repository.  After  serving  a 
six-year  apprenticeship,  Joshua 
7 returned  to  Pennsylvania  and 
worked  for  the  next  few  years 
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as  a "devil"  in  Philadelphia,  Pittsburgh,  Cleveland,  and  other 
points  before  returning  to  Canton  in  1§30. 

John  7 Saxton  had  been  in  business  at  The  Repository  about 
sixteen  years  at  the  time  Joshua  7 returned.  He  had  moved  his 
business  headquarters  from  the  small  two-story  building  on  the 
west  side  of  the  public  square  to  a new  location  in  the  Kaufman 
house  (Later  known  as  the  Herbst  House)  on  South  Market  Street 
(one  of  the  oldest  brick:  buildings  in  the  city  at  the  time). 

Later  on  he  built  a residence  and  a printing  office  on  two  lots 
purchased  for  the  purpose,  completing  an  entire  block  which  be- 
came known  as  the  Saxton  Block. 

Up  to  this  time  the  press  used  at  the  Repository  was  the  old 
style  lever  type,  operated  by  hand  and  known  as  the  Washington 
Press.  In  1830  Joshua  7 made  the  first  composition  roller  used 
in  Canton,  and  in  1831  he  was  taken  into  partnership  in  the  firm 
which  was  known  for  several  years  as  the  J.  & J.  Company. 

During  this  time  a childhood  acquaintance,  Margaret  A.  Hemp- 
hill, the  daughter  of  Samuel  Hemphill  and  Sarah  Laird,  came  to 
Canton  to  visit,  renewing  their  early  acquaintance.  In  1834 
Joshua  7 and  Margaret  were  married.  Their  first  child,  John  Laird 
8,  was  born  in  Canton  on  June  28,  1836. 

In  1838  Joshua  7 was  asked  toy  the  leading  Whigs  of  Urbana, 
Ohio,  to  take  charge  of  the  Urbana  Citizen  & Gazette.  Their  se- 
cond child,  Frances  Rebecca  8,  was  born  in  Urbana,  Champagne 
County,  Ohio,  on  November  17,  1838,  followed  by  Emma  Fogle  8, 

Sarah  Peniniah  8,  and  Kate  Reynolds  8. 

Among  others  who  were  apprenticed  at  the  Repository  in  the 
early  days  was  Joseph  Medill  who  became  the  proprietor  of  the 
Cleveland  Leader  and  still  later  attained  a national  reputation 
as  head  of  the  Chicago  Tribune. 

William  Ashbaugh  7 Saxton  (#184),  youngest  son  of  James  6 and 
Hannah  Ashbaugh,  was  born  in  Huntingdon,  Pa.,  January  19,  1817. 

He  grew  up  and  received  his  education  in  Pennsylvania  before  be- 
coming a clerk  in  the  United  States  Treasury  Decpartment  in  Wash- 
ington, D.C.  On  April  28,  1859  he  married  in  Washington,  D.C., 
Sarah  Abercrombie  of  Baltimore,  sister  of  Mary  Abercrombie  and 
the  daughter  of  James  Abercrombie  and  Mary  Riddell.  They  had 
one  child,  Mary  Riddell  8 Ssxton,  born  July  14,  i860,  in  Hunting- 
don, Pa. 

Mary  Riddell  8 Saxton  (#289)  was  married  on  May  10,  1888,  to 
I.  C.  Williams. 

William  Ashbaugh  7 Saxton’s  wife,  Sarah  Abercrombie,  died  in 
Washington,  D.C.,  in  1879;  William  7 in  1895.  Both  are  buried 
there . 

By  the  end  of  this  generation,  the  spelling  of  the  name  in 
this  family,  as  well  as  many  other  branches  of  the  Sexton  family, 
had  changed  from  Sexton  to  Saxton. 
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The  earliest  paternal  ancestor  of  Joseph  Saxton  9 Pendleton 
(grandson  of  Joseph  7 and  Mary  Harcourt  (Abercrombie)  Saxton) 
was  Philip  Pendleton  who  came  from  Norwich,  England,  in  1675 
and  settled  in  Carolina  County,  Virginia.  From  him  and  his  wife, 
Isabel  Hunt,  the  descent  is  through  their  son,  John  Pendleton. 

According  to  his  biographer,  Jospph  Saxton  Pendleton  received 
his  B.S.  degree  from  Columbia  (later  George  Washington)  University 
in  1897  and  in  the  same  year  entered  the  employ  of  the  Carpenter 
Steel  Company  of  Reading,  Pennsylvania,  which  specialized  in  the 
manufacture  of  high  grade  tools,  alloy  and  stainless  steels,  and 
wire  specialties.  He  was  associated  with  this  company  the  remain- 
der of  his  life.  Starting. as  an  assistant,  he  was  later  made  assis 
tant  superintendent  and  then  assistant  to  the  manager  in  1906; 
assistant  treasurer  in  1914;  and  secretary-treasurer  and  member  of 
the  board  of  directors  in  1916. 

Upon  the  organization  of  the  Temple  State  Bank:  in  1927, 
Pendleton  was  elected  president  and  continued  in  that  capacity 
until  his  death.  In  addition  he  was  president  of  the  Reading 
Savings  & Loan  Association  and  a director  of  the  Reading  Trust 
Co.  and  Yocum  Bros.,  of  Reading,  and  the  American  Mutual  Liabil- 
ity and  American  Policy  Holders  Insurance  companies  of  Boston. 

During  the  First  World  War  he  served  on  the  committee  of 
public  safety  of  Pennsylvania  and  in  the  Second  World  War  he  was 
co-chairman  of  the  war  finance  committee  for  Berks  County,  Penn-  I 
sylvania,  and  chairman  of  various  war  loan  drives.  He  was  also 
active  in  Boy  Scout  work,  being  a member  of  Berks  County  Council, 
Boy  Scouts  of  America  (president  1928-29)  and  the  recipient  of 
the  Silver  Beaver  in  the  Pennsylvania  State  and  Reading  Chamber 
of  Commerce,  Sons  of  the  American  Revolution  and  the  Military 
Order  of  the  Loyal  Legion  of  the  United  States.  He  was  fond  of 
all  outdoor  life,  particularly  fishing.  His  clubs  were  the  Univer- 
sity of  Philadelphia,  and  University,  Berkshire  Country,  Maiden- 
creek  Gun  and  Fish  and  Wyomissing,  of  Reading.  In  religion  he 
was  an  Episcopalian  and  in  politics  a Republican. 

He  was  married  in  Reading,  May  16,  1911,  to  Mary  Yocum, 
the  daughter  of  William  Henry  Yocum,  a cigar  manufacturer  of 
that  city,  and  had  two  sons,  Edwin  Conway  10  Pendleton  and 
Joseph  Saxton  10  Pendleton,  both  born  in  Reading,  Pennsylvania. 
Joseph  9 Pendleton  died  in  Calcium,  Pennsylvania,  October  7,  1944. 
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If  John  7 Saxton  had  helf  hopes  of  his  oldest  son,  James 
Asbury  8 Saxton  (#265)  joining  him  in  the  newspaper  publishing 
business  in  Canton,  he  was  to  be  disappointed.  At  the  age  of 
eighteen  James  8 went  into  business  for  himself  when  he  opened 
a hardware  store  in  a building  adjoining  what  had  been  Lairs' 
Tannery.  After  a few  profitable  years  he  founded  the  Stark  County 
Bank,  was  made  president,  and  managed  it  so  efficiently  that  it  be- 
came one  of  the  most  successful  and  popular  institutions  in  eastern 
Ohio . 

Among  the  early  settlers  of  Canton  were  George  DeWalt  and 
his  wife,  Catherine  Harter.  Early  in  the  century  George  had 
erected  the  Eagle  Hotel,  a three-story  brick  building  on  the 
southwest  corner  of  Market  and  Tuscarawas  Streets.  This  hotel 
was  considered  to  be  one  of  the  finest  in  northeastern  Ohio  at 
the  time.  It  consisted  of  the  main  building  on  Market  Street, 
the  two-story  wing  facing  Tuscarawas  Street  containing  a dining  •• 
room  and  kitchen,  with  an  adjoining  laundry  and  wooahouse,  and  be- 
yong  these,  the  barn  on  the  corner  of  Tuscarawas  and  Court,  all 
built  of  brick. 

On  August  31,  1846,  James  8 Saxton  married  Kate  DeWalt,  the 
daughter  of  the  owner  of  this  popular  hotel,  and  the  following 
year  their  first  child,  Ida  9 Saxton,  was  born  on  June  8,  1847. 

Two  more  children  were  born  to  James  8 and  Kate  during  the  next 
three  years:  Mary  B.  9 and  George  DeWalt  9 Saxton. 

A great  many  changes  were  to  take  place  throughout  the 
country  during  this  period  of  expansion  when  James  8 and  Kate 
Saxton's  children  were  growing  up,  and  the  country  had  many  prob- 
lems to  face,  the  question  of  slavery  being  one  of  the  main 
problems  at  this  time.  But  there  were  good  aspects  to  this  per- 
iod, also.  Paper  money  was  issued.  Alaska  was  purchased  from 
Russia.  New  farm  implements  were  invented,  including  the  cotton 
gin.  Schools  had  been  established  with  compulsory  education  for 
all  up  to  a certain  age.  A Normal  School  had  been  established 
in  1839  for  the  training  of  teachers;  but  higher  learning  was 
promoted  mainly  by  religious  organizations  and  few  school  of 
higher  learning  were  open  to  women.  However,  private  schools 
provided  finishing  touches  for  the  well-to-do. 

Following  their  graduation  from  one  of  these  finishing 
schools,  Ida  9 and  Mary  9 Saxton,  the  two  pretty  daughters  of 
James  8 and  Kate  DeWalt  Saxton,  were  sent  abroad  to  travel  the 
continent  for  a couple  of  years  to  further  enhance  their  educa- 
tion before  taking  their  places  in  the  social  life  of  Canton. 

As  opposition  to  slavery  intensified  in  the  North,  a num- 
ber of  those  opposed  to  slavery  risked  a $1,000.00  fine  and  im- 
prisonment to  help  the  slaves  escape  to  Canada.  Way-stations 
dotted  the  countryside  with  cleverly  disguised  hiding  places 
for  the  slaves  who  were  kept  hidden  during  the  daylight  hours 
and  shuttled  to  the  next  station  by  night.  Trap  doors  led  to 
underground  passages,  into  attics,  or  hidden  rooms  and  caves. 

Joseph  Medill,  who  was  apprenticed  to  John  Saxton  in  Canton 
and  was  later  head  of  the  Chicago  Tribune  had  a station  in 
Warren  Ridge  near  the  Hopewell,  Ohio,  Methodist  Church.  After 
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reaching  Salem,  Ohio,  those  attempting  to  escape  could  count  on 
a fairly  safe  passage  on  into  Canada. 

Their  champion,  Abraham  Lincoln,  was  born  in  Kentucky  on 
February  12,  1809.  He  migrated  with  his  parents,  first  to  In- 
diana, then  on  to  Illinois.  He  grew  up,  received  his  education 
and  practised  law  for  a number  of  years  during  the  time  the  con- 
troversy over  slavery  was  at  its  height.  He  first  took  an  active 
part  in  politics  as  a member  of  the  Whig  Party.  He  was  unsuccess- 
ful as  a candidate  for  the  vice-presidency  with  Fremont.  He  lost 
a senatorial  race  in  1858  as  a Republican,  but  he  won  the  nomina- 
tion for  the  presidency  at  the  Republican  Convention  in  i860  and 
his  election  ended  the  South's  comination  of  the  national  govern- 
ment . 

Its  economy  based  almost  solely  on  cotton,  the  South  felt 
compelled  to  defend  its  right  to  own  slaves,  and  the  only  answer 
seemed  to  be  to  secede. 

Another  man  whose  name  was  destined  to  go  down  in  history 
was  also  making  his  contribution  to  his  country  at  this  time.  He 
was  Robert  Edward  Lee,  born  in  Stratford,  Westmoreland  County, 
Virginia,  in  1807.  He  entered  the  United  States  Military  Academy 
at  West  Point  when  he  was  eighteen  years  old  and  graduated  second 
in  his  class  in  1829,  receiving  a commission  of  first  lieutenant 
in  the  engineers.  He  became  first  lieutenant  in  1836,  and  captain 
in  1848.  He  distinguished  himself  in  the  battles  of  the  Mexican 
War  and  was  wounded  in  the  storming  of  Chapultepec  in  1347.  For 
this  meritorious  service  he  received  his  third  brevet  promotion 
in  rank.  He  became  superintendent  of  the  U.S.  Military  Academy, 
and  later  was  appointed  colonel  of  cavalry.  He  was  in  command 
of  the  Department  of  Texas  in  i860  when  war  between  the  States 
seemed  imminent  and  President  Lincoln  summoned  him  to  Washington 
to  offer  him  the  position  of  field  commander. 

Lee  declined  President  Lincoln's  offer  and  on  April  20, 
three  days  after  Virginia  seceded  from  the  Union,  he  submitted 
his  resignation  from  the  U.S.  Army.  On  April  23  he  became  com- 
mander in  chief  of  the  military  and  naval  forces  of  Virginia. 

For  a year  he  was  military  advisor  to  the  Confederate  President 
Jefferson  Davis,  and  was  then  placed  in  command  of  the  army  in 
Virginia,  where  his  great  battles  included  those  of  Antietam, 
Chancellorville,  Fredericksburg,  and  Gettysburg. 

In  February  1865  Lee  was  made  commander  in  chief  of  all  Con- 
federate armies;  but  two  months  later  the  war  was  virtually  * 
ended  by  his  surrender  to  General  Ulysses  S.  Grant  at  Appomatox 
Court  House. 

Lee's  masterly  strategy  had  been  overcome,  however,  only  by 
the  superior  resources  and  manpower  of  the  Union,  and  his  cam- 
paigns have  since  been  almost  universally  studied  in  military 
schools  as  models  of  strategy  and  tactics.  In 'applying  the 
principles  used,  he  was  years  ahedd  of  his  time. 

After  the  Civil  War  that  started  in  l86l  and  ended  in  1865, 
Lee  refused  to  accept  the  many  offers  of  financial  aid;  however, 
he  accepted  the  presidency  of  Washington  College  (Since  named 
Washington  and  Lee  University)  at  Lexington. 
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During  the  war  110,000  soldiers  out  of  a total  of  2,500,000 
had  been  killed  or  died  of  wounds.  Another  224,586  died  of  dis- 
eases and  24,187  of  other  causes. 

It  was  estimated  that  about  134,000  Confederate  soldiers  had 
been  killed  and  wounded  out  of  a possible  total  of  600,000  to  900, 
000. 

The  negroes  had  been  set  free;  but  President  Lincoln  had 
been  assassinated,  and  it  was  questionable  whether  the  negroes 
in  many  instances  were  better  off  then  they  had  been. 

In  1868,  in  the  wake  of  the  -war,  Ylysses  S.  Grant,  pro- 
claimed a hero,  was  elected  president.  But  Grant  was  a soldier, 
and  not  suited  for  the  presidency.  He  surrounded  himself  with 
relatives  and  friends  and  filled  his  cabinet  with  men  of  great 
wealth  but  questionable  character,  and  his  domestic  policies 
became  confused. 

At  the  outbreak  of  the  Civil  War,  William  McKinley  had  en- 
listed at  the  age  of  eighteen  as  a private  in  the  Twenty-third 
Ohio  Volunteer  Infantry  under  Rutherford  B.  Hayes.  After  the 
Battle  of  Antietam  he  was  commissioned  lieutenant  and  was  mus- 
tered out  in  1865  as  major.  When  the  war  was  over  he  set  up  a 
law  office  in  Canton,  Stark  County,  Ohio,  and  formed  a close 
friendship  with  James  Asbury  8 Saxton,  president  of  the  Stark 
County  Bank,  during  the  time  when  James  8 and  Kate's  two  daugh- 
ters, Ida  9 and  Mary  9,  were  still  traveling  in  Europe. 

Few  women  of  culture  engaged  in  business  outside  the  home 
at  this  time;  but,  following  their  return  from  Europe,  Ida  9 
(#363),  charming,  pampered,  spoiled,  and  wilful,  and  perhaps  tem- 
porarily bored  with  the  social  life  of  Canton,  went  to  work  for 
a short  time  in  her  father's  bank.  It  was  while  she  was  em- 
ployed there  that  William  McKinley  met  her.  Impressed  with  her 
ambition  as  well  as  her  charm  and  beauty,  he  fell  in  love  with 
her,  and  she  with  him.  They  were  married  in  the  Presbyterian 
Church  in  Canton  on  January  25,  1871  by  the  Rev.  Ebenezer  Buck- 
ingham, D.D.,  pastor  there  from  1846  until  1871. 

Having  played  a prominent  part  in  the  growth  of  this  church, 
a marble  tablet  lettered  in  bronze  was  placed  on  the  wall  of 
the  church  as  a memorial  to  Rev.  Buckingham  testifying  to  the 
love  and  esteem  in  which  he  was  held  in  the  hearts  of  the  par- 

ishoners. 

William  and  Ida  went  to  live  in  a home  presented  to  them 
by  Ida's  father  on  Market  Street.  That  same  year  their  first 
child,  Katherine  10  McKinley,  was  born  on  December  25,  1871. 

On  March  14,  1873,  Ida's  mother,  Kate  (BeWalt)  Saxton,  died. 

During  the  middle  of  1875  Katherine  10  died  at  the  age  of 
three  and  a half.  Their  second  daughter,  Ida  10,  died  at  the 
age  of  four  months. 

Following  these  tragic  occurrences  so  close  together,  Ida 
9 suffered  a nervous  breakdown  from  which  she  never  recovered. 

Her  illness  developed  into  epilepsy  from  which  she  was  to  suffer 
the  rest  of  her  life.

uaT)(S  children  were  born  and  died,  and  in  inis 

lllVe  William  McKinley  probably  greeted  a million  Americans 
during  two  presidential  campaigns.  The  house,  an  unpreu 
cottage,  was  modernized  into  a commodious  home. 
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The  year  after  the  death  of  their  children,  William  McKinley 
was  elected  to  Congress  in  which  he  served  steadily  until  1891 
except  for  two  years,  1883-1885.  During  the  time  he  was  in  Con- 
gress they  lived  in  the  Ebbit  House  in  Washington,  D.C. 

Presidene  Grant  himself  was  untouched  by  the  corruptions 
during  his  first  term  in  office  and  was  elected  for  a second 
term.  During  this  second  term  the  Panic  of  1873  took  p^ace 
precipitated  by  the  failure  of  the  huge  banking  firm  of  Jay 
Cooke  & Company  which  had  done  so  much  to  help  the  country  during 
the  war,  and  without  whose  help  it  probably  would  not  have  won. 

As  the  Civil  War,  the  development  of  industry  in  the  East, 
and  the  mining  and  cattle  industries  in  the  West  pointed  up  the 
need  for  transcontinental  railway  development.  Congress  began 
to  provide  the  land  and  grants  for  a railroad  to  span  the  contin- 
ent. With  this  came  over-speculation  in  industry  and  railroads, 
and  many  members  of  Congress  became  involved  in  the  scandals  that 
followed  President  Grant’s  second  term  in  office.  Many  banks 
failed  at  this  time.  Panic  struck  the  stock  market.  A depression 
followed  which  last  five  years,  with  much  unrest  among  the  farmers 
and  a great  deal  of  labor  agitation. 

The  South  was  destitute  after  the  war.  Houses,  crops,  barns, 
bridges,  mills  and  equipment,  had  been  burned.  Railroads  had 
been  destroyed  and  personal  possessions  carried  away. Elected 
officials  engaged  in  orgies  of  extravagances  and  fraud. 

President  Lincoln  had  pleaded  for  reverence  for  the  law;  but  j| 
reverence  for  the  law  had  been  forgotten  in  both  high  and  lot 
places.  The  Carpet  Baggers  from  the  North  and  the  Scalawags  from 
the  South  both  interfered  with  reconstruction  until  the  Southern 
whites  formed  the  Ku-Klux  Klan  to  try  to  undo  the  results  of  Radi- 
cal Reconstruction.  Many  new  laws  were  passed  concerning  the  ne- 
groes, but  they  were  not  strictly  enforced  and  the  negroes  were 
no  better  off  than  they  had  been  before  the  war. 

There  was  little  law  and  order  in  the  mining  towns  that  had 
sprung  up  overnight  wherever  gold  or  silver  had  been  found.  In 
these  places  Vigilante  organizations,  formed  by  local  people, 
administered  the  law.  The  famous  Comstock  Lode,  discovered  in 
Nevada  during  the  Vigilante  Days,  together  with  the  Pike's  Peak 
operation  in  Colorado  and  the  mines  of  Wyoming,  South  Dakota, 
and  Montana,  put  out  millions  of  gold  and  silver  during  the  last 
half  of- the  century.  But  only  ten  percent  of  the  population 
still  owned  ninety  percent  of  the  wealth  of  the  country. 

With  so  much  wealth  in  the  hands  of  so  few,  it  was  an  easy 
matter  for  great  tycoons  to  begin  to  dominate  industry.  Andrew  j 
Carnegie  gained  control  of  the  railroads.  Trusts,  pools  and  j 

holding  companies  were  formed  to  establish  control  over  prices  j 

and  reduce  competition.  Acts  of  Congress  followed  in  an  attempt 
to  control  these  monopolistic  activities.  New  labot  unions  were 
formed  and  strikes  and  violence  occurred.  The  Carnegie  Strike, 
the  McCormick  Harvester  Company  Strike,  and  the  Haymaker  Riot  in  : 
Chicago  were  among  the  most  notable  occurring  during  this  period 
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before  the  turn  of  the  century.*  Many  writers  attempted  to  ex- 
pose the  evils  and  corruptions  that  existed.  ✓ Oil  had  at  first 
been  considered  to  be  of  little  importance  when  the  first  well, 
called  "Drake's  Folly,"  was  drilled  at  Titusville,  Pennsylvania 
in  1859.  Later  on,  however,  Ida  Tarbell  attempted  to  expose  the 
ruthless  practises  of  the  monopolies  with  her  "History  of  the 
Standard  'Oil  Company."  Frank  Harris  wrote  "The  Octopus,"  pictur- 
ing the  struggle  of  the  farmers  against  the  railroads. 

Conditions  leading  up  to  the  Panic  of  1893  were  marked  by 
the  controversy  over  the  Gold  Standard.  As  the  world's  output 
of  gold  declined,  the  production  of  silver  increased.  But  by  an 
Act  passed  in  1873  called  the  "Crime  of  the  70' s,"  the  silver 
dollar  was  dropped  from  the  list  of  coins  to  be  minted.  This 
action  brought  loud  cries  from  the  farmers  who  were  directly 
affected  by  the  declining  prices.  Finally,  following  the  passage 
in  1878  of  the  Bland-Allison  Act  over  President  Hayes  1 veto,  three 
hundred  seventy-eight  million  silver  dollars  were  coined  during 
the  next  twelve  years. 

The  passage  of  the  highly  protective  Tariff  of  1890,  spon- 
sored by  William  McKinley,  a Republican,  and  advocate  of  the 
business  interests,  gained  him  much  popularity  and  he  was  elected 
governor  of  the  State  of  Ohio  in  1892. 

The  farmers  were  in  a bad  way  at  this  time.  They  didn 
trust  big  business  and  clamored  for  inflation  to  rtaise  prices. 
Attempts  were  made  to  form  a national  party.  A number  of 
agrarian  organizations  were  formed.  But  while  in  agreement  over 
objectives,  they  could  not  agree  on  procedures  and  accomplished 
little.  When  the  Sherman  Silver  Purchase  of  1890  endangered  the 
gold  standard,  a Panic  followed  in  1893. 

Within  a period  of  nine  months  nineteen  national  banks  and 
a large  number  of  state  banks  suspended  operations.  More  than 
8/000  businesses  failed  within  a period  of  six  months.  One 
hundred -fifty-six  railroads  fell  into  the  hands  of  receivers. 
Thousands  were  unemployed.  It  was  at  this  time  that  the  co- 
called "General"  Jacob  Cbxey  banded  together  men  and  boys  who 
were  roaming  the  countryside.  Calling  themselves  "Coxey's 
Army, " they  marched  on  Washington. 

The  country  had  only  partically  recovered  from  the  Panic 
of  1893  when  attention  was  focused  on  the  selection  of  a candi- 
date for  the  coming  presidential  election.  Alarmed  at  this  time 
by  the  progressiveness  of  William  Jennings  B^yan  of  Nebraska, 
business  communities  began  a campaign  to  run  William  McKinley, 
governor  of  Ohio,  as  their  next  presidential  candidate.  The 
farmers,  however,  equating  their  cause  with  the  free  coinage 
of  silver,  joined  with  the  Democrats  and  the  Populists  who 
supported  Bryan. 

Born  in  Salem,  Illinois  in  i860  and  sometimes  referred  to  as 
"The  Silver  Orator,"  Bryan  practised  law  at  Jacksonville  before 
moving  to  Lincoln,  Nebraska.  His  first  great  speech,  made  in  1892, 
was  against  the  policy  of  tariff  protection.  Following  another 
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great  speech  against  the  repeal  -of  the  silver  purchase  clause 
of  the  Sherman  Act,  he  was  defeated  in  his  bid  for  the  United 
States  Senate.  But  in  1896  he  wrote  the  platform  for  the  Demo= 
cratic  National  Convention  which  contained  a plank:  for  bimetal- 
ism.  A part  of  this  speech  often  quoted  was:  "You  shall  not 
press  down  upon  the  brow  of  labour  this  crown  of  thorns;  you 
shall  not  crucify  mankind  upon  a cross  of  gold." 

But  William  McKinley,  milk  mannered,  dignified,  and  soft- 
spoken,  possessed  a great  deal  of  magnetism  and  charm.  He  was 
popular  as  governor  of  Ohio  in  1892  and  had  a large  following. 

He  did  not  even  find  it  necessary  to  go  out  among  the  poeple  to 
campaign.  They  came  to  him,  as  he  campaigned  from  his  own  front 
porch.  Trainload  after  trainload  of  people  came  to  Canton  to 
stand  before  the  house  on  Market  Street  to  listen  to  him  speak 
as  they  trampled  the  yard  in  an  effort  to.  get  closer  to  this  man, 
as  though  drawn  by  a magnet. 

When  William  McKinley  won  the  presidential  election  of  1896, 
Ida  9 Saxton,  ninth  generation  descendant  of  George  1 and  Kather- 
ine of  Westfield,  Mass.,  became  First  Lady  of  the  Land.  This 
time  when  they  went  to  Washington,  it  was  not  to  live  in  the  Bbbit 
House,  but  in  the  Whitehouse  at  No.  16  Pennsylvania  Avenue. 

Here,  no  longer  the  willful,  high-spirited  young  girl  of 
her  early  life  in  Canton,  Ida  spent  her  days  in  her  own  quarters 
knitting  gifts  for  friends  and  relatives,  never  far  away  from 
her  devoted  husband  who  spent  as  much  time  by  her  side  as  his 
busy  life  permitted.  Although  at  times  physically  unable  to 
stand,  she  never  shirked  her  duty  to  be  by  the  president's  side 
at  public  functions  whenever  it  was  proper  for  the  First  Lady  to 
appear,  even  though  she  sometimes  sat  or  required  support  to 
stand.  At  these  functions  the  president  was  always  prepared  to 
throw  a handkerchief  over  her  face  in  the  event  of  a siezure, 
and  people  learned  to  turn  a blind  eye  on  these  occasions. 

Ida's  father,  James  Asbury  Saxton,  died  at  his  home  in 
Canton  on  March  14,  1887.  The  following  is  an  excerpt  from 
Old  Landmarks  of  Canton  and  Stark  County,  Ohio : 

James  A.  Saxton  was  born  in  Canton  May  1,  1816  in  the  old 
family  home,  a brick  house  which  stood  in  a part  of  the  present 
site  of  the  McKinley  Hotel,  on  South  Market  Street.  He  was  the 
son  of  John  and  Margaret  (Laird)  Saxton.  He  received  his  early 
education  in  the  village  schools,  having  for  his  classmates  a 
number  of  lads  who,  like  himself,  afterwards  became  prominent 
in  the  affairs  of  the  city,  county  and  state.  His  early  train- 
ing was  such  as  to  foster  habits  of  industry  and  self=reliance, 
as  is  attested  by  the  fact  of  his  having  engaged  in  business  for 
himself  at  the  age  of  eighteen,  when  he  opened  a hardware  store 
in  a building  which  stood  on  part  of  the  present  court  house  site, 
adjoining  what  was  formerly  known  as  Laird's  Tannery. 

After  conducting  this  line  of  trace  for  some  years  with 
liberal  financial  profits,  he  founded  the  Stark  County  Bank,  of 
which  he  was  made  president,  and  which  under  his  efficient 
management  became  one  of  the  most  successful  and  popular 
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institutions  of  the  kind  in  the  eastern -part  of~Ohio;-  Mrr  Saxton 
devoted  much  attention  to  the  study  of  monetary  questions  and  be- ‘ 
came  familiar  with  every  phase  of  finance,  thereotical  and  practi- 
cal, and  continued  at  the  head  of  the  above  bank  for  a number  of 
years,  during  which  his  reputation  as  a sound,  conservative  and 
eminently  honorable  business  man  added  greatly  to  the  standing  of 
the  institution  in  financial  circles  of  the  state.  Subsequently, 
Mr.  Saxton  retired  from  the  bank  and  went  to  New  York,  where,  in 
addition  to  other  business  enterprises,  he  settled  up  the  estate 
of  his  old  friend  and  former  partner,  Mr.  Schweitzer,  who  for  a 
number  of  years  had  conducted  a large  hardware  house  in  the  City 
of  New  York.  After  satisfactorily  adjusting  the  affairs  of  this 
important  undertaking  he  returned  to  Canton,  where  he  spent  the 
remainder  of  his  days,  having  by  diligent  attention  to  business 
during  a long  and  active  career,  acquired  an  ample  competence 
which  enabled  him  to  pass  his  closing  years  in  the  enjoyment  of 
the  fruits  of  his  well  directed  toil. 


Mr.  Saxton  was  a man  of  mark  in  the  business  and  social  circl< 
of  Canton,  and  his  life,  eminently  honorable  and  upright,  was 
crowned  with  useful  labors  and  efficient  service.  During  his 
active  years  there  were  few  enterprises  or  movements  appealing 
to  public  spirit  in  which  he  was  not  a conspicuous,  constant  and 
worthy  co-laborer.  He  was  originally  a Whig  in  politics,  later 
became  a Republican,  and  while  always  zealous  in  upholding  the 
principles  of  his  party,  and  untiring  in  his  efforts  to  promote 
its  success,  he  never  aspired  to  official  preferment,  nor  sought 
any  kind  of  public  distinction  at  the  hands  of  his  fellow  citizens 


Mr.  Saxton  was  married  twice,  the  first  time  on  August  31* 
1846,  to  Miss  Kate  DeWalt,  of  Canton,  daughter  of  George  and 
Catherine  (Harter)  DeWalt,  who  was  born  August  18,  1827,  and  who 
shared  with  him  the  esteem  and  respect  of  the  community  and  was 
his  loving  and  faithful  coadjutor  in  everything  in  which  her 
womanly  heart  and  brain  could  do  service.  She  departed  this  life 
at  the  old  Sexton  home  March  14,  1873,  after  bearing  her  husband 
the  following  children:  Ida,  born  June  8,  1847,  married,  January 
23,  1871,  William  McKinley,  afterwards  President  of  the  United 
States,  and  to  whose  union  two  daughters  were  born, --Ida  M.  died 
at  the  age  of  four,  and  Katie  died  at  the  age  of  three  and  a half 
year;  Mary  B.,  born  December  15,  1848,  married,  August  20,  1873, 
M&rshall  CirBarbern  3Geotfge-D6Waltf Saxton,  borhhOctober  31,  1850, 
died  October  7,  1898.  Sometime  after  the  death  of  his  first 
companion,  Mr.  Saxton  contracted  a matrimonial  alliance  with  Mrs. 
Hettie  Medill,  a most  estimable  lady,  whose  former  husband  was 
a brother  of  the  late  Joseph  Medill  of  Chicago,  edited  of  the 
Tribune  of  that  city  and  for  many  years  one  of, the  leading 
journalists  of  the  United  States.  The  life  of  Mr.  Saxton  ter- 
minated at  the  home  he  loved  so  well  and  around  which  so  many 
tender  associations  and  hallowed  recollections  clustered,  on 
the  14th  day  of  March,  1887.  His  was  indeed  a full  life,  fraught 
with  good  to  all  with  whom  he  came  in  contact  and  crowned  with 
blessings  to  the  world.  In  him  the  city  of  Canton  lost  a truly 
great  man,  a useful  citizen,  and  the  community  a kind  neighbor, 
a sympathizing  and  self-sacrificing  friend.  His  ambition  always 
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ran  to  the  benefit  of  others  and  never  to  public  distinction 
or  personal  aggrandizement.  With  a single  exception  of  service 
for  a short  time  in  the  city  council,  he  never  held  public  off- 
ice, nor  desired  or  attained  political  prominence,  although  his 
personal  popularity  and  influence  were  such  that  he  might  have 
stood  first  among  his  fellow  citizens  and  received  the  most  dis- 
tinguished honors  at  their  command,  had  he  so  chosen.  His  in- 
difference to  the  customary  objects  of  ambition,  his  constant 
service  in  all  kindly  offices  and  labors,  his  benevolent  face, 
genial  manner  and  venerable  appearance,  all  combined  to  make  him 
for  almost  a generation  one  of  the  most  . conspicuous  and  revered 
citizens  of  the  community  in  which  he  was  born  and  with  the 
history  of  which  his  life  for  over  three  quarters  of  a century 
was  so  closely  indentified . " 

Perhaps  the  most  important  event  that  marked  President  Mc- 
Kinley's first  term  as  president  was  the  war  with  Spain,  brought 
about  because  of  trouble  over  the  sugar  industry.  President  Mc- 
Kinley himself  had  opposed  a war  at  this  time.  But,  urged  fey 
Congress,  following  the  sinking  of  the  Battleship  Maine  in  Hawaii 
he  was  pushed  into  a war  he  didn't  want. 

The  war  ended  after  our  fleet  was  sent  out  to  track  down  the 
Spanish  fleet  in  the  Pacific  Ocean,  On  May  1,  1898,  Admiral 
George  Dewey  found  it,  bottled  it  up  at  Manila  in  the  Philippines 
and  destroyed  it. 

Although  the  Anti=Imperialistic  League,  organized  in  Boston 
in  1898,  denounced  the  acquisition  of  colonial  possessions.  Porta 
Rico,  Gtiam  and  the  Philippines  were  acquired  at  this  t^me.  When 
the  overtures  of  President  Cleveland  (who  preceded  McKinley  in 
office)  to  restore  Queen  Liliuokalani ' s government  failed,  senti- 
ment in  favor  of  a take-over  had  continued  over  into  the  next  ad- 
ministration until  a joint  resolution  by  Congress  for  annexation 
of  Hawaii  was  signed  on  July  7,  1898. 

The  year  1900  was  another  election  year  in  which  William 
McKinley,  rewarded  for  his  revival  of  commercial  and  industrial 
activities,  was  nominated  to  run  a second  time  for  the  presidency 
against  his  former  Democratic  opponent,  William  Jennings  Bryan. 
This  time,  however,  Bryan  was  giving  l2ss  attention  to  the  free 
coinage  of  silver  than  to  the  demand  that  the  country  repudiate 
the  course  of  empire  upon  which  the  Republicans  seemed  to  have 
embarked.  But  McKinley  won  again. 

It  was  while  speaking  in  Buffalo,  New  York,  less  than  a year 
after  starting  his  second  term  in  office  that  he  was  shot  on  Sept 
ber  6,  1901,  by  Leon  Czolgozs,  an  anarchist,  and  died  there  on 
September  lo,  1901.  His  wife,  Ida,  who  had  accompanied  him  on 
this  trip,  was  by  his  side  during  his  last  moments. 

Following  her  husband's  death,  the  illness  that  had  plagued 
her  for  so  long  increased.  Unable  to  cope  without  her  devoted 
husband,  she  died  in  1907* 
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Little  more  than  three  hundred  years  have  passed  since 
George  and  Katherine  Sexton  first  set  foot  on  American  soil. 
Yet,  during  those  three  hundred  years  their  descendants  have 
multiplied  until  they  reach  into  the  thousands  and  are  spread 
from  ocean  to  ocean.  Only  a part  of  them  are  listed  in  this 
book;.  Looking  back  it  seems  incredible  that  even  as  many  as 
those  listed  have  their  "Roots"  in  this  one  couple  who  lived 
three  hundred  years  ago  in  Westfield,  Massachusetts.
